THE ENERGY SHORTAGE 


Residents Lower Heat, 
Bundle Up, Drive Less 


All But One 
Gas Station 
Shuts Sunday 

All but one of Winchester’s gasoline 
stations closed Sunday as filling stations 
throughout the country complied with 
President Richard M. Nixon's request to 
voluntarily shutdown in order to discourage 
long weekend driving. 

But on Saturday, there were lines at most 
of the Winchester stations as motoriatB filled 
up to insure full tanks on Dry Sunday. 

Traffic in the area was about normal, 
despite reports from state police that travel 
on the Massachusetts Turnpike and interstate 
highways was very light. 

The Star conducted spot checks 
throughout the day on Routes 128 and 93 and 
found the number of vehicles using these 
main throughfares as about the same aB any 
sunny Sunday, if not heavier. 

The Board of Selectmen at its meeting this 
week took up the matter of the energy crisis, a 
continuing discussion at recent meetings. 

They asked the merchants to cut com¬ 
mercial lighting and heard reports from two 
of the board members who stated in sub¬ 
stance : "The energy crisis is worse than most 
of us realize." 

Executive secretary Edward Donnelly, 
member of the governor's municipal task 
force on energy, Bald he attended a recent 
conference. "They are working on the basis 
that we are going to have a serious problem. 
A lot will depend on what the weather Is.” 

Chairman Arthur Dunbar said an 
emergency energy board comprising town 
government officials met Monday and 
discussed what to do in case of Iosb of power 
and heat. "All boards are Interested in 
protecting the people of Winchester,’ ’ he said, 
declining to state how. He said the 
“emergency board" is preparing a press 
release. 

“The committee agreed it is going to be 
quite a bigger problem than anyone an¬ 
ticipated, ’’ the chairman stated later in the 
meeting, adding that the effects of the fuel 
shortage should begin to be felt locally by the 
end of the month or beginning of Januarv 

Dunbar suggested the board make some 
kind of plea to the town meeting on energy.

Responding to national, state and 
municipal leadership, Winchester residents 
are conserving fuel and looking for additional 
ways to help in the energy crisis. 

In a telephone poll this week, The Star- 
Interviewed 24 families. The attempt.was to 
gain reaction from 26 families, one for each 
letter of the alphabet. (M and X are missing.) 

Of those questioned, all but one family 
(where there is illness )said they have 
reduced thermostats by at least two degress. 
In some cases temperatures are being 
lowered to 62 degrees at night. 

Mrs. James Ulwick of 4 Lakeview ter. 
reports lowering the thermostat five degrees 
in the ddytime and says she and her family 
are freezing. They have put shieldings on 
cellar windows to keep in heat and replaced 
three panes of glass over which they will 
place new heavier drapes. 

Mra. Henry Perrin of 60 Emerson rd., who 
uses gas In her home, reports keeping one 
light on at a time. Michael Friedman, 13, of 57 
Grove st, and Mr. and Mrs. James F. Walsh of 
23 Hutchinson rd. say they "use one room at 

a lime." 

The Robert J. Taylor family of 12 Hill st. 
and the John Igo family of 89 Main st. report a 
new rule in Iheir homes - one television on at a 
time. Mrs. Igo further says "and then wat¬ 
ching only at certain times." 

Ben Linson, 13, of 47 Myrtle ter., says 
"we’re cutting down lights and wearing 
sweaters now." Helen Deroo, also 13. of 36 
Lebanon st., says "we're using candles part 
of the time." 

The Michael Hussey family at Rumford 
street is doing all of the above plus having the 
children dress more warmly al bedtime. 
Using sleeping bags, Suzanne and Mark 
Hussey are wearing sweatshirts, thermal 
underwear and knee socks to bed. Their 
mother is serving more warm drinks,... using 
battery clocks and radios, and lowering the 
temperature in her refrigerator. 

Mrs. Hussey reports they will not put up 
Christmas lights this year. "It will be sad 
without the lights but my children seem to 
enjoy the sharing and thinking of new ways to 
save energy." 

The Husseys are not alone in their decision 
to omit Christmas lighting this year. This is 
the case of Mr. and Mrs. James P. Kennedy of 
52 Salisbury st. and the C. Philip O’Rourke 
family at 160 Mt. Vernon st. Mrs. O’Rourke 
said,"We’re now debating on whether or not

Many of those interviewed said they are 
cutting down on driving by doubling up on 
trips. Mr. and Mr9. M. Scully of 29 Grove st. 
shop once a week, with their sons and neigh¬ 
bors. 

Others taking fewer area trips Include the 
Paul Quigley family of 3 Valley rd. 

Mr. and Mrs. Byron W. Jackson of 97 
Arlington st. who are eliminating "needless 
errands," Mr. and Mrs. Harry Venutl of 11 
Main sl.and John Zanl of 5 Worthen Rd. 

Howard Chase of 160 Forest st., all in favor 
of conserving fuel, says he’s feeling the 
crunch of the gas shortage “because he needs 
his car for business.” He reports going to four 
gas stations on Saturday and finding them all 
closed. “This is a ridiculous way to conserve 
fuel." He would prefer rationing, "raising 
the price is not the answer, .

Charter 
Election 
On Ballot 

The question whether Winchester should 
establish a charter commission and the 
election of nine charter conmissioners will be 
on the March ballot. 

The town clerk's office has verified 2,459 
signatures on the petitions submitted. Turned 
in were 2,764 signatures. Only 2,000 are 
needed to place the issue on the ballot. 

The League of Women Voters, Winchester 
Jaycees and members of the Town Govern¬ 
ment Study Committee, originator of the 
charter move, circulated the petitions from 
house to house. 

A door-to-door canvas was conducted in all 
precincts except Prec. 6, according to Joanne 
Morgan, member of TGSC. She added, 
however, that Prec. 6 waB partially covered. 

Candidates for election to the charter 
commission may take out nomination papers 
after the first of the year. Only 50 certified 
signatures will be required in order for a 
candidate’s name to appear on the ballot. 

Nomination papers must be turned in at 
the end of January. 

If creation of a commission is approved 
and nine commissioners elected in the March 
election, an organizational meeting will be 
held within ]0 days. 

The charter commission would submit its 
version of a Winchester charter to the Board 
of Selectmen for publication by the end of 
1974. 

When the voters in March decide if they 
should create a commission, they vote for the 
nine commissioners at the same time. 

ThecommlBBion’s charter would either be 
accepted in total or rejected in total by the 
electorate. The town meeting in 1975 would be 
asked to vote on the proposed charter as an 
advisory to the voters.

Finance, Planning Give K&B 
Nod, Selectmen 2-1 Opposed 


Kaufman & Broad’s plan to build nearly 
500 condominiums off Cambridge street 
received the following recommendations 
from town boards and committees this week: 

—Finance Committee, 8-2 in favor; 

—Board of Selectmen, 2*1 against (with 
two abstaining)* 

—Planning Board, 4-1 In favor. 

A special town meeting convenes tonight 
in the new high school auditorium to consider 
placing the 93-acre site into a new, zone, 
"planned residential development.” 

The K & B article is number seven on the 
eight-article warrant ond is not expected to 
come up for discussion tonight. All town 
meetings begin at 7:45 p.m. and are open to 
the public. Only town meeting members may 
void, however. 

The votes of the town boards and com¬ 
mittees are advisory only. The town meeting 
membership will decide the future of K&B’s 
request. A two-thirds majority is required to 
rezone the property. 

Finance Committee action came after 
discussion centering on a report from 
Chairman James B.L. Lane that the 
development will mean a $3 reduction on the 
tax rate. 

Lane said K&B analysts projected costs to 
the town on the basis of an increase in such 
services as schooling and deducted an 
estimated average assessment of the con¬ 
dominiums in arriving at the figures. 

"Their figures by and large are con¬ 
servative," said Lane, adding that this was 
probably done purposely to eliminate "nit¬ 
picking” by town meeting members. 

"I went through them very carefully and 
couldn’t see what they didn’t pick up," said 
Chairman Lane of the K&B figures on the cost 
of the town providing services to the WeBt 
Side Hill development. 

Lane told the committee members: "The 
town’s decision should be based on good 
zoning and whether that’s the best use of the 
land rather than on a $3 deduction on the tax 
rate.” 

Several town officials contacted by The 
Star said they believed that if K&B were 
turned down the owner of the land, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jack Moss, could begin construction of 
single family homes almost immediately. 

* remittee membei 1 Richard A. Rirh- 
one of the two on Finance voting 
against, said a covenant being prepared by 
the town with K&B doesn't guarantee open 
space, access or that the 487 units will be in 
the $ 45,000 range as K&B has said. 

Chairman Lane replied that open space 
requirements are set forth in the zoning by¬ 
law, and that coat of the units are set by 
markets. 

Possible lack of architectural control was 
raised. "There is a good deal of per¬ 
suasion through the market," Lane said. "If 
it’s not pretty it won’t sell." 

Planning Board Chairman Otto E. 
Schaefer has addressed himself to that point 
by saying that the'board didn’t want to 
“arbitrate what’s good architecture and what 
is not. We are running Ihe risk some people 
may not like the way they design these 
things." 

The planning Board spent most of its 
meeting session Monday night studying the 
language of the covenant. 

Board member Joseph Geary asked if the 
agreement contains safeguards regarding the 
plowing of the streets, K&B says the con¬ 
dominium association will be responsible for 
that duty. But what guarantee does the town 
have if in the future the association decides to 
have the town plow? he asked. 

Schaefer replied that such an act would 
open the way for the assessments on the 
housing units to be increased and, in fact, for 


the entire area, streets and recreational 
facilities, could then posBibly be used by the 
public, he indicated. 

The selectmen’s 2-t recommendation 
against town meeting approval will be subject 
to reconsideration tonight, the board in¬ 
dicated. 

Voting in favor of the proposal was Vito 
Giarrizzo, against, John Sullivan and 
Lawrence T. Smith. Arthur Dunbar, chair¬ 
man, and William Chapman, wouldn’t take a 
position. They said they would wait until after 
the discussion tonight before deciding haw to 
vote. They both said they wanted more in¬ 
formation, 

Giarrizzo said he favored the proposal 
because of the need to broaden the tax base 
and "I’m satisfied there is sufficient 
protection for the town. There is nothing 
objectionable in the plan." 

Selectman Smith said he opposes because

Names Behind 
Anti-K&B 
Mail Revealed 

A West Side Hill couple more or less ad¬ 
mitted Tuesday afternoon they were the 
originators of information sent to town 
meeting members alleging misconduct on the 
part of Kaufman & Broad officers in Illinois. 

The Star Tuesday began receiving reports 
from town meeting members that their day’s 
mall contained Xerox’d copies of newspaper 
and magazine articles relating that K&B was 
fined $50,000 last month. 

The newspaper tracked down the holder of 
the postal meter number stamped on all of the 
envelopes containing the photocopies mailed 
to town meeting members. 

The meter was in the name of Builders 
Supply Co. of Medford. Richard Kazanjian of 
19 Mbamont rd. said he works for the firm. 

When asked who was the originator of the 
material, Kazanjian said: "It’s a group that’s 
sending them out.” Are you a member? 
“Maybe." 

His wife, Cynthia, said it was an oversight 
on "our port that we didn’t sign them." She 
said their original intent was to hand the 
copies out at town meeting tonight. 

Mrs. Kazanjian said that Concerned 
Citizens, a group of West Side residents who 
have banded together to fight apartments and 
other multiple dwellings in Winchester, was 
behind the move. 

Asked why they were sent out 
anonymously, Mrs. Kazanjian said she forgot 
to sign them. "I'm not a professional." Al one 
point she said her husband paid for the 
postage. At another point she said he shared 
Ihe cost of postage with Concerned Citizens. 

In a later telephone interview, Richard 
Kazanjian said he und his wife have been 
calling town meeting members to toil them 
they are the originators of the material. 
"We’ve not trying to be secretive. We've told 
the town meeting members we’re sorry.” 

He said anonymous copies were sent to all 
members. Both Mr. and Mrs. Kazanjian said 
their purpose in mailing the material was to 
bring everything about K&B out in the open. 

The reaction from town meeting members 
was mostly indignation. Several contacted by 
The Star used the word "scurrilous” to 
describe the anonymous mailing. 

Even known opponents of the K&B 
proposal felt the material was “dirty" and the 
originators should have identified them¬ 
selves. 

The articles related that K&B was fined in 
U, S. District Court in Chicago in November 
after pleading no contest to charges of con¬ 
spiracy and bribery of former officials of a 
suburban Chicago town. 

The company wus accused of paying 
bribes to officials in return for fuvorable 
changes in zoning laws in 1968 and 1969. 

A spokesman for K&B told The Star 
Tuesday about the bribery charge: "K&B 
was given a pal on the back for cooperating 
with the government, K&B fired the guy who 
did it long before he was indicated." 

He said the company’s attorney will make 
a statement on the subject at town meeting.

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EDITORIAL 

Time For Condominiums 

T Sooner or later - and probably sooner —the land on West Side Hill owned 
$y the Moss's Is going to be developed. The special town meeting which 
Eonvenes tonight Is being asked to rezone the 93 acres to allow construction 
pf 487 condominium units. 

; A covenant has been prepared between the Planning Board and the 
proposed developers, Kaufman & Broad, to Insure the town gets certain 
safeguards. The wording of the document Is strict. It has been painstakingly 
worked out to cover any possible loopholes. 

Winchester Is in desperate need of new housing. The Housing Authority 
pas received more than 500 applications from elderly persons wishing to 
jnove Into the nearly completed 52 units of elderly housing on Palmer street. 
True, most of the town's senior citizens couldn’t afford the $45,000 estimated 
•Cost of a West Side Hill condominium unit, But the number of applications 
gives an indication of Winchester's housing need. 

The town has not done Its share in providing new housing In metropolitan 
Boston. A recent study by the Metropolitan Area Planning Council showed 
that Winchester ranks In the category of communities In the area having the 
lowest number of low and middle income units; that Is, none. 

; The Kaufman & Broad proposal is not for construction of low and middle 
income units. But 487 more housing units In Winchester would significantly 
pase the townwide scarcity of housing freeing possibly apartments 
.elsewhere In the community for the elderly and young persons—now being 
(forced to move out of Winchester. 

When the town meeting begins debate on the proposal opponents will use 
every conceivable argument, no matter how unrelated, to seek defeat. Most 
speakers will begin by saying they don't oppose multiple dwelling housing 
and then quite calmly proceed to tell us why they oppose this particular 
development. 

They will use arguments of access ("difficult"), topography ("mar¬ 
shy"), traffic ("a problem”), sewer and water ("already overburdened"), 
^aesthetics ("uncertain"), and on and on and on. 

We have heard the arguments before. And we will hear them again. In 
fact, every time a proposal for multiple dwellings comes up In Winchester 
so too do the same tired arguments. Other communities hear the same 
discussions over traffic, taxing the schools, changing traffic patterns as we 
•do In Winchester. Yet they go on to construct needed housing and the new 
Inhabitants appear to live afterwards In harmony with their neighbors. 

When you come down to it, few if any persons—developers Included— 
(prefer to look at apartment dwellings, no matter how stylish, over trees. 
(Kaufman & Broad seems to have cut the brunt of the aesthetic argument by 
designing units compatible with the environment, If any man-made 
•structure could ever be said to be compatible with Nature. 

The fact is here for everyone to see if we open our eyes: Winchester Is not 
pulling Its weight in housing; it Is forcing other communities to provide 
housing for our citizens. People have to live somewhere. And Winchester 
(should certainly provide for the housing needs of its own residents. 

; The town really has a choice to make over the next week or so: K&B's 487 
condominium units now or Moss's single family homes or apartments In the 
near future. 

ihe land Is already single residence zoned and some of the lots could be 
under construction tomorrow If the Moss's wished. It has been estimated 
that condominiums will mean a lower tax rate by $3. Single residences 
would probably mean a tax Increase rather than a decrease because of 
additional services the town would have to provide. 

The condominium development would provide for many of Its own 
services. And the largest single service a community provides— 
schooling—would be minimal under condominiums because each unit would 
be limited to two bedrooms. 

If the K&B proposal falls, Jack Moss has Indicated he will develop the 
land. Initially he would build 176 apartment units under the state’s anti-snob 
'zoning statute. He has several Ideas In mind for development of the 
remainder of the land. 

He said there would be a total maximum number of units of 240. If he 
constructs single residences, the cost to the town will be higher In the end. 

But money shouldn’t be the primary concern In deciding the future of 
this land. What’s best for the people of Winchester Is of the most concern. 
And condominiums meet this concern. 
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When tncincerators get sick they belch 
^ smoke. Town Is laced with three

$500,000 Estimated As Cost 
Of Incinerator Rebuilding 


The special town meeting which begins Vartkes K. KaraUn. chairman of the Waste 
tonight will consider solutions to the problems Disposal Problems Study Committee.

The following article was prepared by committee since It began. 


Since the formation and establishment of 
the committee by approval of Article 23 of the 
1971 annual town meeting warrant, study of 
the waste disposal problems within the Town 
of Winchester has led to the conclusion that 
such problems are multi-faceted. 

The committee maintains that there exist 
short-term (5-10 years) and long-term 
solutions to the problems. Investigation's of 
the committee indicate the desirability of a 
regional concept as a long-term solution to the 
problem; however, it appears that none o8the 
regional proposals studied to date ^lll 
materialize and be available to the tow^.or 
within its immediate reach. 

For a short-term solution, if the existing 
municipal incinerator and the adjoining area 
are to be continued for use for solid waste 
disposal, necessary steps must he taken to 
comply with all health and air quality 
regulations. In addition, more stringent 
supervision of the operation and maintenance 
of the plant and ground must be required. 

The committee feels that certain priorities 
have to be established as crisis situations 
arise or are anticipated, hopefully solving the 
problem before the crisis state is reached. 
The Town of Winchester is faced with such a 
priority now—that of making our municipal 
incinerator comply with the federal clean air 
act and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts’s air pollution control 
regulations for municipal incinerators. This 
Is a condition which the town will have to 
meet In order to continue operation of our 
municipal incinerator and still meet 
minimum standards and regulations in this 
regard. 

To determine the degree of compliance, 
the town engaged the services of Anderson- 
Nlchols & Co. to conduct stack testing 
measurements at the incinerator in ac¬ 
cordance with all applicable Federal 
Environmental Protection Agency and 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
regulations. 

This testing was conducted-for $1,500-- 
during Oct. 31 - Nov. 7,1972. The results of the 
analysis showed the particulate con¬ 
centration level as corrected to 1.71 grains 
per standard cubic foot, This level Is con¬ 
siderably above the allowable emission for a 
municipal incinerator, which is 0.10 g-sef.

vices to establish abatement procedures or 
control systems with Implementation 
schedules for compliance. 

Conferences and interviews were held with 
representatives of several consulting 
engineering firms and other companies 
relative to proposals for evaluation of 
methods of improving the emission 
characteristics of our incinerator to comply 
with current and anticipated air pollution 
abatement regulations. 

Methods to be considered were repairs, 
additions or modifications of the existing 
. plant or other appropriate alternatives with 
respective construction and operating cost 
estimates. The committee recommended to 
the Board of Selectmen that Anderson- 
Nichols be hired. The selectmen accepted this 
recommendation on Jan. 22, 1973. The cost of 
such services was $14,200. 

The final report of Anderson-Nichols has 
been reviewed by the Metropolitan Boston Air 
Pollution Control District of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 
They found the proposed abatement 
procedures and control systems capable of 
satisfying the requirements of their 
regulations to achieve emission limitations. 

The recommendations of the Anderson- 
Nichols report propose installation of a 
scrubber system to reduce particulate 
emission from the incinerator, in addition to 
other major improvements to the plant. Total 
estimated construction costB including 
engineering fees for this proposal amount to 
$494,200. 

In addition, the expected increase In an¬ 
nual operating costs for the Inclnerattor 
amounts to $39,200 a year. Other alternative 
control systems to the existing Incinerator 
were considered by Anderson-Nichols, in 
addition to out-of-town hauling and disposal. 
All of such proposals were estimated to be 
above the cost for the scrubber systenr 
recommended. 

The Waste Disposal Problems Study 
Committee, in its investigations of all the 
possible alternative solutions to ihe problem, 
publicly invited bids for providing refuse 
disposal services for the Town of Winchester. 

These bids were opened and read on Nov. 
15. The proposals are currently under con¬ 
sideration. The proposal which merits most 
consideration is submitted by Resource 
Systems, Inc., and provides for use of a 
municipal waste disposal consisting of 
modular incinerator units owned and 
operated by the company to handle Win¬ 
chester’s refuse, 

The present compliance schedule for the 
control of emissions from our municipal In¬ 
cinerator, as established by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
In their “order” to the town is as follows: 

Sep. 30, 1973, 1973- Submittal of detailed 
plans and specifications of abatement 
system to the state for approval. 

March 30, 1974- Ordering of equipment for 
abatement system. 

Sep. 30, 1974- Initiate construction or In¬ 
stallation of abatement system. 

March 30, 1974-Abatement system 
operational. 

June 30, IB74--Achieve full compliance 
with regulations. 

The date of the first phase of our com¬ 
pliance schedule has passed. Furthermore, 
the Department of Public Health has been 
notified that the matter of appropriating 
funds for this activity or alternative method 
Tor providing refuse disposal services for the 
town Is to be presented In Article 5 of the 
special (own meeting scheduled to begin 
tonight. 

Article 5 will address itself to the problems 
of solid waste disposal In Winchester. The 
lown meeting will be asked to consider the 
appropriation of money for the needed im¬ 
provements on the existing incinerator plant, 
or to contract with an outside firm for 
providing refuse disposal services for a short- 
lerm period.

Martin P. McKeon of the MBTA tells us the 
line was dropped because It was losing so 
much money. It ran for 12 hours a day and the 
average take was $12 a day, for a yearly loss 
of $25,000 minimum. 

If gas rationing goes Into effect, he says, 
the MBTA will add routes if It is assured a 
continuous supply of gasoline. He says there 
isn’t much hope the Arlington-Winchester bus 
line will ever be revived. Unless there is 
tremendous sentiment to get it going again. 

Which doesn't seem likely unless there is 
rationing. McKeon says those who wish to see 
the line revived should write to him at the 
MBTA office, 45 High st., Boston 02110.

Town meeting member Arthur Hewis 
caught the Planning Board with Its notice 
down last week. He heard the board was 
planning on meeting Saturday morning, 
checked the Town Hall notice board for the 
required 24-hour notification but saw none.

If, however, you have doubts, if all your 
questions have not been answered to your 
satisfaction, if you are just not sure, then 
either vote against the project or abstain 
from voting.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The town meeting can change the zoning 
on the 93-acre Moss site to allow the building 
in a three to five-year period of 487 multi-unit 
dwellings (43 percent of the entire west side 
presently): or it can maintain the present 
zoning and gradually absorb over many, 
many years approximately 165 single homes 
(less than 15 percent of the entire west side 
presently), with the non-developed land 
acting, in effect, as “open spaces” in the 
interim, 

There has gradually crept Into our 
thinking that the multi-unit dwellings must be 
placed on the Moss property because it Is not 
ideal for single homes. Certainly town 
meeting members must recognize that the 
owner of the property, a businessman with 
other large parcels of land, was aware of the 
topography and this was reflected in the 
original purchase price. 

There has also crept into our thinking that 
people who oppose multiple dwelling units 
must somehow feel a measure of guilt; when, 
in fact, social planners tell us that the most 
intelligent, far sighted and socially respon¬ 
sible action the town could take would be to 
attain this land for open spaces and future 
town use. The development of the Moss 
property should not be considered of Interest 
only to the immediate neighborhood, for any 
further aggravation of the congestion 
problem of Cambridge street will reflect 
widely by percolation of traffic through all of 
its side streets. 

Progressive urbanization with its harmful 
sequelae has become a nationally recognized 
problem. We must reslBt the notion that single 
large parcels of land exist to be maximally 
developed, irregardleBs of specific and 
substantiated town needs. 

If we need multi-unit dwellings in Win¬ 
chester, do we need 93 acres worth all in one 
place? Winchester presently Is a mature 
community and unless the concept of quality 
of life has become another hollow' expression, 
increased density, unsubstantiated by need, 
should be resisted anywhere In town.

I understand that a $5,000 bond was posted 
with the Board of Selectmen by George D.

If a public hearing had been held before 
the issuance of the permit to move the house a 
lot of grief would have been avoided.

President Innocent 
Until Found Guilty 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

With reference to my letter to The Star of 
Nov. 22, in which my wife and I both “stood up 
to be counted" as among those who voted for, 
and still support, Richard M. Nixon as 
President of the United States, I must confess 
to having been a bit disappointed at the 
reaction, or lack of reaction, to that letter. 

No one so far has been willing to go on 
record as supporting our position, at least not 
publicly In the letters column of The Star. 
Apparently we are alone in being so con¬ 
sistent, while that very consistency is being 
held up to ridicule as evidence of our lack of 
"principle.” 

The one gentleman who did take the time 
to respond was, apparently from his letter, 
not a member of that “silent majority” to 
whom my letter was pimarily addressed. 

How many, if any, did write at my 
suggestion I have of course no way of 
knowing. I tried to promote a few letters from 
the local area to add to the thin trickle of 
support now reaching the President in 
Washington to counteract in a small way the 
shrill “hit him, kick him, kill him” frenzy 
currently Inspired by certain highly 
organized and highly articulate groups and by 
the media who would like nothing better than 
to discredit and destory the President whom 
we, the voters, chose, and to substitute a 
puppet of their own choosing in his place. 

The big labor unions, the media whose 
power the administration has criticized, and 
the huge stale and federal bureaucracies 
which owe their jobs to the Democratic Party 
for the most part are among those clamoring 
for his removal. 

Naturally, they want a President who will 
do what they want done, not one who will ever 
defy them and take measures which he feels 
arc best for the country as a whole. 

We did not vote for Mr. Nixon because olf 
his good looks, his personal charm, or his 
photogenic charisma. He did not “snow” us 
with grandious promises for a "Great 
Society” or an "End to Poverty” like some of 
his predecessors. 

There are many things about him that 
we do not like; but had we wanted a genuine 
"Mr. Clean” we could have chosen at random 
from among his Democratic opponents. 
However, we felt that “cleanliness” was not 
enough — we were not hiring a pastor for a 
church — and we feared that the good men the 
Democratic Party offered would turn out to 
be just too ineffectual for the dirty job of 
cleaning up the mess that faced the country at 
that time — a mess not of his own making if 
anyone can remember back that far. 

We chose Mr. Nixon because we felt that 
he alone of all the candidates was pragmatic 
enough to ber able to cope with the extremely 
pragmatic opponents that he would encounter 
in international affairs; and, also, because we 
felt that he alone possessed the ability and the 
guts necessary to cope with the many 
pressing domestic problems lhat were before 
the country at that time, 

Now I am well aware of all the charges and 
countercharges that were so kindly called to 
my attention by the gentleman who 
responded to my letter, but we are not per¬ 
fectionists and, like Lincoln, are willing to 
overlook a few imperfections, transgressions, 
or other peccadillos on the part of this, or any 
other administration if it will take some of the 
pressure off of them so that they can get on 
with the more important things remaining 
before them ... 

President Lincoln gladly overlooked 
Grant’s drinking problem so long as he got on 
with the war. Grant drank and fought, and 
drank and fought, and drank and won, after 
the nation had endured over four long years of 
stumbling;fumbling and bumbling by a host 
of other more personable and more sober 
generals ... 

So, to make my position perfectly clear. I 
stand with Mr Aiken, the venerable senator 
from Vermont, who has so succinctly charged 
the Congress to “either impeach the 
President, or get off his back." ... He is still 
my President and entitled to my support and I 
for one do not intend to be cowed or silenced 
by the self-serving barrages fired by the 
various groups who are behind this scurrilous 
vendetta ... 

The law in this country, as I understand it, 
is to the effect lhat a man is Innocent until he 
is tried and found guilty. Thre President, 
took, is entitled to that presumption. 

That being the case, let him who is without 
sin cast the first missile, and let’s get on with 
the stoning ...

A Review 

‘Man Who Came To Dinner’ 


By L. A. Howland 

Impressions of the classic “The Man Who 
Came to Dinner” by Hart & Kaufman, as 
presented by the Unitarian PiayerB of Win¬ 
chester, are based on their excellent second 
performance, that of Dec. 1. Other per¬ 
formances are scheduled for Dec. 7 and 8. 

The central figure, played effectively by 
Jim Lynch in the Wolcott and Wooley 
tradition, but without evident Imitation, is 
Sheridan Whiteside, called Sherry by his 
intimate friends or associates. An egocentric 
critical genius of the literary and theatrical 
world, Sherry might be thought of as the suh, 
surrounded by planets and smaller satellites, 
or as an idol, partly by self-appointment, 
partly by the adoration and admiration of his 
famous acquaintances. 

Karen Detere, as the loyal and efficient 
secretary, Maggie, was impressive and 
strong. She held up her end of sophisticated 
banter with Sherry. At the same time, 
poignant moments, caused by her falling in 
love, came through convincingly. Both 
Maggie, as his indispensable aide, and Sherry 
brought out the ties of affection between 
them. 

Ken Asttll, In the role of the internationally 
. renowned super-actor, Beverly Carlton, was 
outstanding. One wishes that hehad had more 
to say and a much longer presence on the 
stage 

The part of the world famouB actress, 
Lorraine Sheldon, was acted to perfection by 


Ann Foskett. Jaunty, glamorous, very chic 
and smartly attired, Mrs. Foskett con¬ 
sistently maintained the image of the typical 
early Hollywood or Broadway star. Given the 
extrovert and confident personality of the 
woman, the temptation to over-act was great. 
Mrs. Foskett avoided this successfully. Most 
effective were her timing and intonations 
during the phone call from London, in a 
conversation with Beverly Carlton in the 
guise of Lord Bottomiey. Hers was a 
sparkling performance in important sections 
of the play. 

Elizabeth Hoxle in the part of Harriet 
Stanley was superb. She portrayed the 
wraith-like quality, the “something not quite 
of this world”, which was called for by the 
authors. Too bad, she didn't have more to do. 

The nurse, played by Charlotte Hill, and 
the cook, by Doris Bryant, supported the 
principals. Banjo, the Groucho Marx type, 
acted by Stan Perry, was funny, Jack 
Guilderson was the harried father of the 
Stanley faintly who finds his living room and 
dining room taken over by a wounded dic¬ 
tatorial monster of sorts. 

Credit should go to Roger Foskett and Art 
Stratls for an attractive set. On a rather small 
stage, it must have been a feat to build a room 
with stairs and the requisite exits without 
giving the impression of smallness. Work of a 
large production and technical staff in a 
complex and an ambitious undertaking.

A. Porter of Winchester, conducted a survey 
on criminal justice system of Suffolk County, 
The survey results plus those conducted by 
other junior leagues will be the basis for a 
training institute on crime and delinquency 
called “Impact." Representatives from 223 
junior leagues in the United States, Canada, 
and Mexico are participating in the four-day 
seminar currently being held in Houston, Tex. 

The purpose of Impact is to educate, en¬ 
courage and enable Junior leagues to work to 
effect changes in criminal justice system 
through programs in their communities. 

The U.S. Justice Department's law en¬ 
forcement assistance administration has 
recently provided the Association of Junior 
Leagues with n grant in excess of $200,000 to 
fund the seminar and to assist the leagues’ 
work in community programs dealing with 
courts, corrections and law enforcement. 
Technical assistance is being provided by the 
National Council on Crime and Delinquency, 
The Boston League, one of 61 leagues In¬ 
volved in programs of this nature, is working 
with the Massachusetts Department of Youth 
Services and the Andros program in the field 
of juvenile corrections. 

The summer survey, in preparation for the 
institute, included discussions with the Boston 
Police Department, the M.D.C., and the 
Massachusetts Department of Youth Ser¬ 
vices; visits to correction homes; attendance 
at court sessions dealing with felonies and 
misdemeanors; and on-the-street interviews 
to determine citizen reaction to the local law 
enforcement agencies, courts and correction 
homes.

Red Cross Relaxes 
Donor Requirements 

The American Red Cross recently 
liberalized its requirements for donating 
blood, according to William P. O’Connor, 
blood chairman of the Winchester Chapter. 

The minimum age for giving blood has 
been lowered by one year, explained 
O’Connor. Previously, a potential donor had 
to be 18 years of age to be accepted. Now with 
17 years as a minimum (with written parental 
consent) most high school seniors and some 
juniors are eligible. 

The second change relates to malaria 
regulations. Up to now anyone who had a 
background of malaria was permanently 
disqualified. Now donors are accepted If three 
years have elapsed “without additional 
episode," according to the announcement, 
and travelers from malarious areas are 
accepted six months after returning to this 
country. 

According to Dr. Alan Kliman, 
Massachusetts Red Cross blood program 
medical director, “The change in the old 
regulations stating that any donor who has

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I do not usually read the local paper. 
However, this week I happened to take the 
trouble. Two matters attracted my attention. 
It seems to me that a simple requirement of 
freedom is that people be permitted to do 
what they want with their property. So I 
wonder why anyone should wish to make all 
kinds of trouble for those planned apartments 
on Cambridge street. 

The whole question of how it could have 
been illegal for them merely to build is the 
height of outrageousness. Are we in favor of 
personal freedom or aren’t we? I note the 
following item: 

”6. Act on amendment to town's building 
by-law bringing law into line with new zoning 
by-law; sections deal with height Af buildings, 


garages, signs, swimming pools and con¬ 
struction methods in multiple dwellings for 
prevention of noise transmission;” 11-29 Star, 

p.10. 

Need I say that it is ridiculous to regulate 
swimming pools, garages and types of 
buildings? It would be hardly McCarthyism to 
call the Board of Selectmen which "ap¬ 
proved” this measure practicing a form of 
socialism. 

If the basic' ideas of libertarianism on 
which this country was founded are not even 
understood or practiced on the local level, I 
fall to see that there is much hope for this 
country. What good would it do to insist on 
enforcing the tenth amendment? Of what use 
decentralization? 

Second was the matter of schools. Surely 
Winchester can afford to encourage the use of 
private schools. Not only "afford” - but make 


a positive saving in the cost of government. 
By, for example, providing tax reductions for 
people who have no children in the local 
schools. Thus giving people a choice, and not 
forcing them to pay twice, encouraging 
diversity, and reducing the influence of 
government schooling with its current 
dependence on "Big Brother” in Washington, 
and various state, and national pressure 
groups which need have no influence on local 
education. 

I happen to disaprove of the voucher 
system some conservatives favor because it 
preserves the role of government as a 
financial clearing agent-but event that would 
be better than what we have now. 

The present system in education and 
property is nothing less than government- 
operated theft—of land, and of minds.

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Atomic Energy 
To Be Discussed 
At Lynch School 

A demonstration lecture on atomic energy 
and its uses, conducted by Wentworth College 
of Technology, will be presented at Lynch 
Junior High School. Dec, 14.

Specially designed electronic equipment is 
used during the 40-minute program to 
demonstrate the sources of radiation, how 
nuclear energy is harnessed to furnish 

>ctnc power for cities, and the use of 
adioisotopes to aid in diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment m diseases and to learn more about life 
processes. 

A blackboard talk or demonstration lec¬ 
ture to science classes, which deals more 
specifically with the topics of atomic struc¬ 
ture. radioactivity, radiation biology, and 
careers in nuclear science, follows the 
assembly. 

The.program is operated in cooperation 
with Oak Ridge Associated Universities 
lORAU) and the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission. ORAU is a non-profit 
educational and research corporation of 43 
Southern colleges and universities, operating 
under contract with the Commission and 
other agencies. One of its major programs is 
operation of the AEC's nationwide exhibits 
program. 

The program is one of 18 similar units 
appearing daily at high schools throughout 
the country. They are part of an extensive 
traveling exhibit program designed to bring 
the public a greater understanding of atomic 
energy and its uses. 


Institute On Family Life "Very Valuable ’

In an autumn filled with dozens of con¬ 
flicting evening activities and obligations, 200 
Winchesterites took advantage of a six-week 
marriage and family life institute sponsored 
by the Winchester Interfaith Education 
Committee held at Winchester High School as 
part of (he adult education program. 

The institute “more than lived up to the 
expectations of the committee,” said Sr. 
Marie Doyle, member of the Interfaith 
Committee in assessing the impact of the 
unique course. Two hundred had enrolled the 
first night, Sr. Doyle said, and "there were a 
few more at the second and third sessions. 
This told us we must be meeting the real 
needs of people, and that the area of family 
life is of great concern to the people of Win¬ 
chester.” 

Merle Jordan, pastoral counselor and head 
of the Danielson Pastoral Counselling Center 
at Boston University, conducted a three week 
series of demonstrations. Participants ap¬ 
parently were deeply affected by these 
sessions, and nearly all rated them “ex¬ 
tremely valuable” or “of some value” on 
evaluation sheets. “Dr. Jordan's methods of 
pinpointing critical areas has given food for 
much throught and discussion in my own 
family,” wrote one participant. 

“Please repeat the entire course next year 
— there is such a need,” commented another 
student at the institute. Major criticisms of 
the institute were that there was not suf¬ 
ficient time to fully develop each of the 
seminar topics, and that the seminar 
sessions on communication, decision-making, 
grief and loss, and on being the parent of pre¬ 
schoolers, adolescents, or single parents 
should be offered in separate time slots so 
that three or four sessions might be attended, 
instead of only one was the case this year. 

Positive responses were received on 
nearly all of the proposed topics that were 
suggested for future courses to be arranged 
by the Winchester Interfaith Education 
Committee. These include “The Elderly in 
our Society,” “Family Planning," “The 
Abortion Dilemma,” “Ethics in Govern¬ 
ment,” “Prayer in Public Schools,” 
“Alcoholism” and “The Effects of Drugs on 
Family and Community.” 

Some topics tor future courses were 
suggested by the students. One was a course 
on “improving relations with adult siblings”; 
another wanted to know “how to successfully 
teach integrity and ethics in the family.” still 
another sought future courses on “any issues 
of family life and human relationships. This

Survey To Determine Needs 


Junior and senior high school students 
Mth the assistance of members of Concern 
are conducting a Burvey to determine if there 
ia a need to establish a hotline or youth center 
for discussion of drugs, alcohol, sex and 
Values of living by youths of the town. 

Coordinating the Concern organization are 
Idrs. Carolyn Tiffany, high school counselor, 
dnd Paul Forgetta, Lynch Junior High 
counselor. 

v Concern was established in 1968. Its ad¬ 
visory committee was appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen with representatives from town 
agencies and student representatives. Its 
primary concern was to attack drug abuse 
through education. 

In addition to publishing u booklet on drugs 
which was distributed to all Winchester 
residents, Concern was instrumental in 
establishing drug information courses in the 
school system. 

. Concern assisted other towns in setting up 
'drug programs, set up a hotline, and helped 
Snany young persons In trouble. According to 
IForgetta, the success of these efforts was due 
In great part to the dedication of the student 
members. 

During the past six months, Concern has 
been evaluating the need for Its continued 
existence, Forgetta says. The development of 
several factors recently helped to raise the 
issue of continuance. 

First, he notes, the hotline ceased to func¬ 
tion last June. An office donated by Win¬ 
chester Hospital was taken away. 

Beginning to question the usefulness and 
effectiveness of a hotline manned by non¬ 
professional student volunteers, Concern 
recognized the availability of fully 
professional hotlines in the Boston area which 
could provide adequate services to residents 
of Winchester. 

The drug and alcohol program of Concern, 
In conjunction with the School Department, 
wa 9 assessed. It was determined the 
elementary program involving informational 
drug kits relied heavily on the effectiveness of 
a classroom teacher. Recently some of the 
schools have not requested kits, Forgetta 
notes. 

The junior high school student-to-student 
program, which includes a film and 
discussion of drugs and alcohol, involves a 
single session in eighth grade in the social 
studies classes. "In its limited scope, in no 
way does this constitute a drug education 
' program," Forgetta says. 

Although a year's work went into an at¬ 
tempt to organize support for a youth center, 
! Concern was unable to achieve this goal. 

1 And, community support and participation 
i has drastically decreased, Forgetta points 
! out. When an appeal went out for adults 
willing to provide leadership, none came 
forth. Only then did Mrs. Tiffany and

"There are only about a dozen or so" In¬ 
volved in the organization now, he says, 
noting that "a selectman or town meeting 
member has never come on a regular basis. '* 

Those who remain in Concern have ex 
pressed a willingness to remain together until 
such time as it becomes clear that youths’ 
needs are being met through other agencies, 
Forgetta says. 

Concern felt at the time of youth center 
discussions that a vacuum existed for many 
young people in Winchester, he notes, They 
believe that because of different life styles, 
many needs weren’t being met through 
church and Recreation Department 
programs and that all young people are not 
interested in athletic programs. Whether this 
void still exists is still the question, Forgetta 
says. 

This is why the students are taking the 
survey—to realistically assess the needs of 
the young people at the present time. 

Forgetta says Concern members feel that 
if a survey uncovers needs, especially related 
to a youth center, the responsibility will rest 
solely with the town, whether through the 
Recreation Department or some other funded 
agency. 

There are some in Concern who feel that 
the continued existence of Concern may be a 
hindrance to the establishment of a viable 
funded town agency as well as to School 
Department programs such as those for 
drugs, alcohol and sex education. Without 
Concern, the town and the School department 
may be forced to fill the gap that presently 
exists, Forgetta concludes. 

The next Concern program will be held in 
January and will focus attention on venereal 
disease.

Executive secretary Edward Donnelly 
said, "The custodians feel any time the 
building is open there should be a custodian 
on duty.” 

The board made an appeal to Winchester's 
merchants to cut unnecessary commercial 
lighting. 

At the suggestion of Sullivan, the board 
voted to ask the town meeting which beglnB 
tonight to act on the solid waste disposal 
article after it acts on the condominium ar¬ 
ticle In order to give the solid waste com¬ 
mittee and Sanitas, Inc., more time to draw 
an agreement for the firm to take over 
operation of Winchester’s incinerator. 

The firm proposes to reconstruct the town 
Incinerator and take over its financing and 
operation, as it is now doing In Wellesley. The 
town meeting will be asked to appropriate 
$500,000 for that purpose. 

Operation by a private firm is considered 
an interim solution while state and federal 
governments work out permanent means of 
trash disposal. 

Selectman Sullivan told The Star that the 
plan is not to fire any of the town employees 


who now.run the incinerator. The town would 
use them to fill public works-type positions as 
those slots become open due to attrition. 
There are about 14 persons who work at the 
incinerator. A privately, run operation, 
highlyl mechanized, would require only one to 
two persons, Sullivan said.

Text Of Covenant 


The following is the text of 
ihe covenant agreed to by 
lawyers for the Planning Board 
and Kadfman & Broad on 
Tuesday: 

COVENANT 

The undersigned, Sarah 
Moss, hereinafter called the 
covenantor, being the owner of 
a parcel of land containing 
approximately 93 acreB and 
situated on the westerly side of 
Cambridge street in the Town 
of Winchester ... is the subject 
of a petition for an amendment 
of the zoning by-laws of the 
Town of Winchester upon a 
proposal to construct 487 
dwelling units thereon, hereby 
covenants with the Town of 
Winchester upon the following 
terms and conditions 

1. The covenantor is the 
owner of said parcel of land 
described In Exhibit A by 
virtue of Certificate of Title No. 
108,035 registered with the 
Middlesex South Registry 
District at Book 670 Page 0B5. 

2. The covenantor has 
executed but not recorded a 
purchase and sale agreement 
with Kaufman St Broad Land 
Corp., hereinafter, together 
with Kaufman & Broad Homes, 
Inc., collectively called the 
developer, for the sale of said 
parcel conditioned, among 
other things, upon the approval 
by the Town of Winchester of 
its proposal to rezone said 
parcel described in Exhibit A 
from a Residential District A 
(RDA-20) Zone and Residential 
District B (RDB-10) Zone into a 
Planned Residential District 
(PRD), all as more fully 
described in Section 6.27 et seq. 
of the (new) zoning by-law of 
the Town of Winchester 
adopted by the town meeting 
on Nov. 1. 

3. This covenant shall take 
full effect upon the approval by 
the representative town 
meeting of the Town of Win¬ 
chester of Article 8 of the 
warrant of the special town 
meeting of Dec. 6 in sub¬ 
stantially the form as proposed 
in said warrant so as to permit 
the contemplated develop¬ 
ment. 

4. The convenantor agrees 
to make no conveyance or 
assignment or otherwise divest 
herself of her interest in the 
real property described in said 
Exhibit A until at least 7 days 
after the termination of the 
special town meeting called for 
Dec. 6, or any adjournment 
thereof so as to permit the 
recording of this covenant 
prior to any alienation thereof. 

5. Should the attorney 
general disapprove the action 
of the town meeting taken 
under Article 8 as aforsaid in 
any substantial manner so as 
to preclude the contemplated 
development, the obligation of 

1 the covenantor shall become 
■void. 

6. There will be constructed 
by the developer on the sub¬ 
servient estate not more than 
487 dwelling units. Not more 
than 8 dwelling units will be 
connected together in any one 
cluster, No dwelling unit may 
exceed 2V*j stories or 35 feet ih 
height, Said dwelling units 
shall contain in toto not more 
than 974 bedrooms or rooms 
which can reasonably be used 
as sleeping rooms. The 
determination by the Planning 
Board of the town, during the 
site plan approval process, in 
conformity with the standards 
set forth In the following 
sentence, shall be conclusive 
bb to rooms which can 
reasonably be used as sleeping 
rooms. There shall be a 
presumption that rooms cannot 
reasonably be used as sleeping 
rooms if they do not have direct 
access to a bathroom, contain 
no cloBet, are not held out as 
usable os bedrooms or 
generally, because of location 
and configuration, are readily 


distinguishable from other 
rooms in the dwelling unit 
intended as bedrooms. Actual 
use of any such rooms, as 
permanent sleeping rooms 
shall, however, be conclusive 
evidence of their ability to be 
so used. No dwelling unit on the 
subservient estate may, at any 
time, be advertised as con¬ 
taining more than two 
bedrooms and purchasers shall 
be restricted from using more 
than two rooms as bedrooms as 
provided In Paragraph 13 
hereof, 

7. The submission by the 
developer of a request for site 
plan approval shall include the 
proposed form of condominium 
agreement and after such 
approval the developer will 
not, without the approval of the 
Planning Board, make 
materia] changes in such 
portions of such agreement as 
said board shall designate. To 
the extent permitted by law, 
the approvals of the Board of 
Appeal and other agencies and 
boards of the town required by 
the zoning by-law of the town 
shall be granted (or denied) in 
not more than 120 days from 
submission of request therefor, 
not withstanding any shorter 
time which may be specified by 
law. The initial site plan ap¬ 
proval by the Board of Appeal 
will be for all of the 487 
dwelling units containing not 
more than 974 bedrooms or 
rooms which can reasonably be 
used as sleeping rooms. 
However, the developer will 
initially construct only one- 
third of such units, containing 
not more than one-third of such 
bedrooms. The developer will 
notify the Planning Board after 
certificates of occupancy and 
zoning compliance have been 
issued for at least fifty percent 
of the units in the current 
portion of the project. 

In the event the Planning 
Board shall determine that the 
project does not so comply, the 
developer shall be entitled to 
appeal such determination to 
the Board of Appeal and the 
developer will take no action on 
the construction of the next 
portion pending determination 
of such appeal. The developer 
may then construct not more 
than half of the remaining units 
or bedrooms, and may con¬ 
struct the balance only after 
following the procedure 
required with respect to the 
preceding portion. 

8. Building permits for 
individual structures shall be 
issued only upon certification 
by the town engineer that the 
required access in the form of a 
roadway completed to the 
extent of at least a bituminous 
concrete base finish and 
electric, water, sewer, 
flrealarm and other un¬ 
derground utilities and surface 
water drainage facilities have 
been constructed and provided 
for the particular building site. 

Said Board shall review the 
project to ascertain com¬ 
pliance with the plan approved 
by said board, and with this 
covenant, the zoning by-law of 
the town and applicable laws 
and regulations. The developer 
will take no action on the 
construction of the next portion 
until 75 days after such notice 
or the sooner determination of 
said board that the project so 
complies. 

9. The developer shall 
provide, at its expense, a full 
time project supervisor on the 
site during the entire period of 
construction of the project. The 
developer shall deposit with 
the town the following sums for 
the employment of a full lime 
Inspector and, in the sole 
discretion of the town, for 
inspection and engineering 
service, to review and evaluate 
the proposed development and 
to ascertain compliance with 
this covenant, the building and

zoning by-laws of the town, the 
rules and regulations of the 
Planning Board and the Board 
of Appeals, the conditions of 
any Board of Appeal approval 
and all other such local 
regulations as may be per¬ 
tinent as follows: 

(a) Upon submission for site 
plan review, the sum of 
$40,000; 

(b) Upon the first and 
second anniversary dates of 
site plan submission, the sum 
of $30,000 in each year; and 

(c) Upon each subsequent 
anniversary date of site plan 
submission prior to issuance of 
certificates of zoning com¬ 
pliance and occupancy for the 
entire project, the sum of 
$20,000 in each year. 

10. Each dwelling unit shall 
be provided with one enclosed 
garage and an adjacent space 
for parking one additional car. 
Parking for guests shall be 
provided in an area con¬ 
veniently located for each 
dwelling unit, as evidenced by 
site plan approval by the Board 
of Appeal. 

11. The sewage system

Bicentennial Group Asks For Sheets 


In July, 1376, the nation will celebrate its 
2toth birthday. Many groups are already 
'taking plans for programs and events which 
Will stimulate a renewed umderstanding and 
coflimUment to the democratic ideals that 
flhaped the birth of America*. 

According to Rev. Michael Strah the 
largest national organization preparing for 
the 200th anniversary of the founding of the 
nation is the People's Bicentennial Com- 
. mission. 

j He describes this as a non-profit, public 
: foundation established in July, 1971, in the 
'belief that America’s bicentennial 
celebration can be a time to recapture and 
renew the spirit which gave birth to the 
United States. 

Locally the commission has an office at 490 
Beacon st. in Boston. Planning meetings are 
held at the Beacon st. office every Monday 
evening. 

Reverend Strah, one of several Winchester 
residents participating in the planning 


meetings, informs The Star that the com¬ 
mission needs people to help with a variety of 
projects ranging from making posters and 
banners to office work. 

A primary need at the moment is for old 
sheets which can be used to make signs and 
banners. Anyone witling to donate old sheets 
to the People’s Bicentennial Commission ib 
asked to phone Strah.

The Star recently has received a number 
of anonymous letters to the editor.

A recent npix-nl in Winchester residents for 
sheets and pillnw eases for victims of the 
Chelsea lire netted 2H2 sheets and H7 pillow 
cases. 

The drive, reminiscent of a collection 
taken after World War II, was sponsored by 
Winchester churches and the Ecumenical 
Association. The campaign was spearheaded 
by Herman Erikson of 131 Ridge st., member 
of the Methodist men’s group of the 
Crawford Memorial United Methodist 
Church. 

During World War II, Lt. Col. John D. 
Hanlon of Winchester was billeted with the 
502nd Regiment of the 101 st Airborne Division 
in Hemroulle, Belgium, awaiting battle with 
members of the German Army. 

In an effort to camouflage his 
paratroopers on a snow-covered terrain, 
Hanlon borrowed sheets from Hemroulle 
citizens. After the war Winchester residents 
rallied to a call from Hanlon to pay back the 
sheets. 

On a November Sunday afternoon In 1947, 
as church bells tolled throughout Winchester, 
more than 500 sheets were collected and sent 
to Hemroulle, Belgium. 

After the Oct. 14 fire in Chelsea 
Erikson was reminded of the sheet story of 
years past and came up with the idea of a 
sheet collection for Chelsea victims. 

Major William Hulteen of the Salvation 
Army, Chelsea, one of several groups ap¬ 
pointed by Mayor Philip Spellman to assist 
the homeless and in need, calls the Win¬ 
chester assistance "superb brotherhood." 

Hulteen says the sheets are being 
distributed to the most needy of the 400 
families affected by the fire. Though the 
majority of the families are relocated, 10 still 
are not permanently settled and are living 
with friends or relatives. 

Hulteen praises the people of Winchester, 
other communities and the rest of the nation 
for answering the call to assist during and 
since the fire. Besides money, the Chelsea 
office of the Salvation Army has recleved 70 
tons of canned goods and 65 tons of clothing, 
all of which has been distributed. 

Citing statistics, Hulteen says that the 
"army gave out 28,350 meals t durlng the fire; 


3,291 gallons of colfee; 1,136 gallons of soup 
and slew: 1.027 dozens doughnuts; 21,384 
sandwiches; over 500 pounds fresh fruit; 706 
gallons milk: and 3,641 loaves of bread. 

Slill working with the families in providing 
food and clothing, the chief responsibility of 
the Chelsea Salvation Army as a part of the 
mayor s task force, Hulteen says "we are now 
appealing for assistance for Christmas 
needs."

Costello Holds Payment Of Books, 
Says State Aid May Be Jeopardized 


Payment of approximately (14,000 worth 
of books for the Winchester High School 
Library, authorized by the School Committee, 
is being delayed by the town comptroller and 
is now under further discussion. 

Also, $3,762 in bills for the refurbishing of 
McCall Junior High School are being held. 

In an attempt to reconstruct proceedings 
leading to this action, The Star this week 
talked with School Committee Chairman 
Harriet Dieterlch, Assistant Supt. of Schools 
William Clark, Town Goipqto ,w fames 
Coatello, and Permanent Burning Committee 
(PBC) Chairman Robert S. Frank. 

The Town officials referred to the original 
bid to construct the high school. Among other 
items, Including a swimming pool, the bid 
called for new books in the library, to sup¬ 
plement those already in the existing old 
school library. 

"In the early stages the project was cut to 
the bone," PBC chairman Frank Bays. The 
bid finally accepted was for $13,276,892 and 
did not'include library books as a specific 
Item. 

However, according to Costello and Mrs. 


Dleterich, $40,000 of the contingency account, 
originally estimated at $229,000, was to cover 
new library books. 

Frank, the third chairman of PBC since 
the start of the high school project, reports he 
doesn't know where the (40,000 figure comes 
from. It appears to have been "pulled out of 
the air." 

His recollection is that books would be paid 
for from the contingency account only if there 
was any left after final completion and ac¬ 
ceptance of the school. 

The high school is not yet completed and is 
still not paid for. Final payments to the 
contractors, White Construction Co . of 
Burlington ($96,000) and architects, Brown, 
Fisher and Nickerson of Boston ($20,000) are 
being held up primarily due to leaks in win¬ 
dows. 

Frank says that this week some extensive 
tests were conducted at some windows and 
"they believe they have detected certain 
problems." He notes, “we know we’ve found 
some thingB that are causing problems" but 
are not sure If this is all. 

Frank says PBC will not be satisfied until 


the building is "watertight." He emphasized 
that all work leading to the correction of 
problems "Is not costing the town." 

Mrs. Dieterlch says the School Committee 
is "worried" about the payment of the books 

She acknowledged that the School Com¬ 
mittee, in its effort to assiBt PBC in obtaining 
books for the library, voted to use $14,000 left 
from the 1972 budget to pay for new books 

She also acknowledged that town meeting 
should be involved in money-spending 
decisions when The Star asked her If this 
matter should have been a decision of town 
meeting. 

This general reasoning 1 b a chief concern 
of the town comptroller and Is why he began 
laying aside certain bills to book publishers 
which were dated in December and began 
appearing at the Town Hall In March. "We’ve 
been sitting on bills since then," Costello 
say 8. 

The library book bills were sent through to 
be charged to the School Department budget 
for fiscal year 1972. Titles of the books, ac-

Library Closes 
Fridays At 6 

The Winchester Public Library Is closing 
at 6 p.m. Fridays beginning this week for the 
duration of the energy crisis. 

The library will remain open on Monday 
through Thursday at 9 p.m. and Saturday 
until 5:30 p.m. Also, the library will remain 
open on Sundays from 1-5 p.m. 

School Department 

Tuesday night Assistant Supt. of Schools 
William F. Clark told the School Committee 
that additional steps are being taken In 
schools to conserve fuel. 

He reminded the committee that early in 
November the School Department began 
Lowering thermostats, stopping fans and 
exhaust systems in school areas not being 
used after school classes, putting schools not 
occupied on night or unoccupied control; and 
turning off lights in all areas of buildings not 
occupied. 

Effective immediately as "an infinitely 
more effective means of conserving fuel” 
there will be a reduction of ventilation in 
schools, Clark said. 

He explained that at the present time 
schools in Massachusetts are set up bo air is 
heated and exhausted from classroom areas 
and instructional Bpaces three times per hour. 

This means that three times every hour 
outside air, whether it be a day when the 
temperature is 40degrees above or 10 degrees

Heating Costs Differ, 
Depending On Origin 


In the shadow of the energy crisis, the 
rising price of home heating fuel looms 
brightly. 

Winchester residents, and those in neigh¬ 
boring towns, are discovering that some 
people are paying lower or higher prices for 
oil than they are. 

According to Nicholas Fitzgerald of Fit¬ 
zgerald Fuel Co. oil companies In towns In 
and around Winchester are charging from 
24.6 cents per gallon to 42.6 cents. 

Arthur Van Cinnl of the Winchester Oil Co. 
tells why. Some oil distributors are dealing 
directly with one of the "big four or five" oil 
companies who are also producers and are 
able to buy oil for IB cents per gallon. With an 
eight cent mark-up, which is allowed by 
federal regulations, this brings the price to 26 
cents per gallon. 

On the other hand the retailer who gels his 
supply from an Independent wholesale 
distributor is buying Imported fuel and 
paying in the 32-cent neighborhood. 

Van Cinni says he is paying about 15 cents 
more for fuel now than what he paid in Sep¬ 
tember and his wholesale price has juBt about 
doubled over last year at this time. 

Jack Coakley of the Parker Lane Winn Co. 
reports a rise of 20 cents during the last two 
months. 

Thus far, the oil dealers say they have 
adequate supplies and suggest that customers 
"not panic." They report they have found 
customers are keeping abreast of the

Kaufman & Broad's plan to build 487 
condominiums on West Side Hill went down to 
defeat Monday when a special town meeting 
voted 68-89 against granting a zoning change, 
far short of the necessary two-thirds majority 
required. 

Unless there Is a move to seek a 
referendum, K&B’s proposal appears dead 
for the next few years. 

The special town meeting which began last 
Thursday continues and probably concludes 
tonight, when an appropriation Is sought to 
rebuild the town incinerator to bring it into 
compliance with state and federal anti¬ 
pollution laws. 

The four-hour debate on K&B’s plan 
Monday was wide ranging and took up the 
entire session. Opponents presented a 
multitude of arguments against granting 
K&B a "planned residential development" 
zoning change under provisions of the town's 
ado newly adopted zoning by-law.The land 1 b 
single residence zoned. 

Perhaps Selectman John J. Sullivan 
summed up the feeling of the majority when 
he explained why he and Selectman 
Lawrence Smith were in the minority on the 
board in recommending unfavorable action. 

"The town was built by people who wanted 
single residences. They want to keep it that 
way." He said "the character of Winchester 
will change" If the proposal were approved. 
"It will add 500 units in a manner the town is 
unaccustomed to." 

Town meeting member (TMM) Harrison 
Chadwick, Republican state representative, 
spoke at length in favor of the plan. He 
cautioned TMMs that rejection of the plan 
will mean partial development of the parcel 
for low income housing. 

"The basic question is: Would you rather 
have the Moss proposal on the Mosb property 
or the Kaufman & Broad proposal on the Moss 
property? Between the two there 1 b no 
comparison." 

Mr. and Mrs. Jack Moss of Winchester, 
more recently of Belmont, are the property 
owners from whom K&B’s option to buy 
expires at the end of the month. They have 
said thev will build low income housing if 
K&B .ails. 

The Finance Committee, Planning Board 
and Board of Selectmen recorded majority 
votes in favor of K&B. 

Opponents argued that there were too 
many unanswered questions about the 
proposal, including disposal of sewage, 
guarantees that dens in the condominiums 
wouldn’t be used as bedrooms, thus in¬ 
creasing the number of persons living there; 
that the town wouldn’t require a second ac¬ 
cess road to be built; and that the courts 
would uphold the legality of a covenant 
prepared between K&B and the Planning 
Board on behalf of the town. 

Proponents argued that the town is 
desperate for housing for its citizens, that the 
covenant protects Winchester from any 
possible planning error, that there would be a 
minimum in services for the development and 
a large ($3) tax benefit. Rep. Chadwick 
discounted difficulties the national firm has 
had in Chicago, as comparable with any 
similarly large firm. "K&B can’t be 
responsible for every word and every deed of 
every employee.” 

The 08-89 adverse vote appeared to 
traverse traditional political philosophies of 
town meeting members. Observers were 
unable to find any conclusive pattern in the 
voting, with known liberals and known con¬ 
servatives voting on either Bide. 

A few of the comments made by speakers: 

—Nelson C, Lees, 15 Old Lyme rd.: "It’s 
too big for Winchester.” 

—Planning Board Chairman Otto 
Schaefer: "The Planning Board has the 
complete confidence in town counsel that the

covenant is enforceable ...The positive 
aspects of the proposal outweigh the 
negative." 

—TMM Denis E. Gulden: "There are too 
many unanswered questions that could be 
answered.... There is now a tremendous 
traffic problem on Cambridse st." 

—John Cheever, Ridge st.: "The covenant 
is as good as the judge rules on it after our 
town counsel has gone to court to get It en¬ 
forced....A new (court) ruling passed this 
year might allow the developer to break the 
covenant (on sewage)." 

TMM Roberl C. Erickson: "An entrance 
from Aristotle or Socrates way is the obvious 
answer. But K&B wants to sell the proposal so 
opposition from the people from the Greek 
Streets will be minimized.” 

— K&B Alty. Andrew L. Nichols: "You 
can’t expect anyone to answer all the what- 
if’s." He called these what-if’s a "parade of 
Imaginary horribles" and said that included 
in the agreement between K&B and the town 
were provisions that both the sewage and 
access problems would be solved. If not, "this 
plan can’t go forward." 

—Selectman Sullivan: "There is some 
increasing feeling that multiple housing 
means progress. If you want (some Idea of) 
progress, go to Chehea, go to Revere, go to 
Boston." 

—Rep. Chadwick: "I doubt that we will 
ever get on this tract of land a perfect 
proposal.... I’m appalled when I stop to think 
of the number of people who have been forced 
to move out of town..." 

—Selectman Smith: "Weshouldn't make a 
decision predicated on the fear that if we 
don’t accept this proposal something worse 
will happen. Fear tactics could the issue’" 


Referendum 
Ruled Out 


The attorney who represented Kaufman & 
Broad at town meeting said Tuesday night the 
company has rejected the idea to seek a 
referendum, 

"If we were unable to persuade the town 
meeting, at this stage it is unlikely we would 
be able to persuade the town," Atty. Andrew 
L. Nichols of Winchester said. 

The attorney said the firm, a multi¬ 
national home builder, is considering possible 
alternatives to the rejected condominium 
proposal. 

Asked to be more specific, Nichols said the 
firm has just begun thinking of new ideas. He 
said K&B wants to "respond to town meeting 
concern.” 

"Open” is the word he used to describe any 
possible new developments In Winchester. 
"Even on this site (West Side Hill) it's an 
open question." 

When would the firm decide? "In a matter 
of weeks or months." 

Would they stick to condominiums? "It 
hasn't gone that far yet" (to know). 

K&B’s option with the owners, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jack Moss, expires at the end of this 
month. "Under no circumstances can I en¬ 
vision anything being built under that op¬ 
tion," Atty. Nichols said. "It would be on new 
terms." 

This means a new option would have to be 
negotiated with Moss or agreements worked 
out with other Winchester landowners. 

Nichols said that Moss, vacationing in 
Florida, is very anxious to get something 
moving on his land. 

K&B, he said, "spent a substantial sum of 
money" In Winchester. "There was a great 
deal of land planning, consultation atd fees."

Selectman Dunbar Shut Off 

Selectman Chairman Arthur Dunbar had a bad meeting. As if it wasn’t bad 
enough to have the town meeting cut off his speaking lime (one of the few the 
meeting has ever done this to) he was loudly and frequently corrected by the 
members during discussion on clerical help for the Engineering Department. 

Dunbar persisted in referring to the requested new engineering assistant as "a 
girl." In these days of equality, many of the members apparently took offense. But 
Dunbar continued. Finally TMM Ralph M. Atkinson of 20 Everell rd. asked for a 
point of order. 

He accused Dunbar of discrimination. Tills didn't do any good. Each time 
Dunbar subsequently referred to the proposed new help as girl, a few of the men in 
the front rows corrected him. "Person," they yelled. Finally Dunbar got the 
message. "Clerical assistant," he finally said, and sat down. 

Town meeting member Arthur Hewis tells The Star that this was the first time 
he can remember that a town meeting has voted to terminate the speaking time of 
a town official. 

And Hewis says it is one of the few times the meeting has ever shut off anybody. 
One of the others it has shut off: Arthur Hewis, And he should know. He’s been a 
meeting member Bince 1944. 

But on Monday who should object to the meeting granting Harrison Chadwick a 
third extension of his speaking time? Why Arthur Hewis, that's who. The town 
meeting member thought three extensions was just too much. 

When the meeting ignored Hewis's objection und granted the extension without 
further ado, Hewis got up ond walked'out. 

During the Thursday debate on the clerical assistant, Dunbar got rambling and 
repetitious and when his already extended lime ran out (speakers arc allotted five 
minutes at the outset and may get extensions) he requested another five minutes. 
"No," roared the meeting. 

Their strong feeling against letting Danbar continue may have indicated some 
anger over what one called "Arthur’s attitude." Members later told The Star they 
thought Dunbar had been arrogant. 

TMM Hewis made reference to all the work that is done by the Engineering 
Department and said, "The copying machine should be in the basement, where 
most of the work is done." 

The Engineering Department is in the basement. The Xerox machine is on the 
third floor, outside the selectmen’s office. 

During the meeting recess last Thursday a Star reporter talked to a member of 
the audience who expressed amazement at the meeting's lengthy proceedings. 
"The smaller the amount of money the more they argue," she said. 

That member was wrong though. Action on the next article-appropriation of 
$490 so Police Lt. John McHugh can attend the FBI Academy-passed without 
debate. 

McHugh originally requested permission to attend the academy in 1958. Fifteen 
years is a long time to wait. 

Town meeting members sometimes ask the "damndest" questions. After Park 
Commission chairman Albert MacDonnell's presentation on the work needed to 
repair Mill Pond Dam town meeting members asked what color the mortar would 
be and whether the steps would be squared or have rounded corners. (For the 
record: color has not been specified; edges to be rounded.) 

Another member asked about the height of the dam steps. Chairman Mac- 
Donnell said two inches were removed a couple of years ago after a flash flood 
swept water into the cellars of stores along Main street. 

Stores are now equipped with pumps for such emergencies. But the chairman 
reminded everyone, "Winchester is floating away. Don't forget the tide came up to 
the Town Hall at one time." 

At Monday's session Harrison Chadwick was speaking on the need for a second 
proposed access road to the Kaufman & Broad site frorri the Greek Streets area. "1 
have-but maybe after tonight 1 won't-a number of friends in the Greek streets 
urea," Chadwick began. Though he favored the proposal, he wanted his friends (or 
ex-friends) to know that their fear the development would need a second access 
road was well founded. 

Next year when it comes time for the selectmen to begin moaning about the tax 
increase, John Sullivan might do well to remember his words this year at town 
meeting on the subject. 

Proponents of the K&B proposal argued the 487 condominiums would decrease 
Winchester’s tax rale $3. Thai amount isn't so much, Sullivan argued in effect. He 
said that if your house is assessed for $39,000 a $3 tax decrease means only a $90 a 
year saving and "$ 1,000 over the life of your home." He was saying that Wln- 
chesterites should be willing to pay $90 a year to keep the town single residential in 
character. 

Sullivan, who doubted the K&B development would save $3, said the only way to 
decrease taxes is to cut the number of persons employed by the town and cut 
services. 

Monday's debate on the K&B proposal went four hours, one of the longest 
sessions on a single article in years.

EDITORIAL 


Running For Winchester 

After Christmas, candidates wishing to run for public office may take out 
nomination papers. This year we hope one office everyone will keep In mind 
Is charter commission. 

For the first time In Winchester's history, the town-llke it or not-wlll 
soon have a written charter as required by a new state law. One of the 
responsibilities of this commission will be to draw a written charter for the 
town, now governed under a hodge podge of by-laws and amendments. 

Another responsibility of the commission will be to recommend to the 
voters changes In the way we govern ourselves In Winchester. The nine 
commission members can recommend a wide variety of changes, from 
abolishing the town meeting form of government to reducing the size of the 
Board of Selectmen. They can recommend any changes allowable under the 
state home rule amendment. Or the commission can recommend no 
changes whatsoever. 

That is entirely up to the commission Itself. It will present Its recom¬ 
mendations to the voters after 10 months of public hearings and intensive 
study. 

The Job of a charter commission will be one of great responsibility; it 
will require long hours of work-arduous and often dull work. But the work 
of preparing a new charter—unless In the end rejected by the voters—will 
be felt for many, many years to come. 

Winchester in recent years has had notoriously few candidates running 
for elected positions. Last year, It must be pointed out, two men were 
elected to the School Committee unopposed after two others withdrew from 
the contest after the deadline for taking out nomination papers had passed. 

In addition, last year there were few contests for the 66 town meeting 
seats to be filled. In fact, political Interest and responsibility was so low in 
Winchester last year that several town meeting seats went unfilled even on 
write-in votes and had to be filled by appointment. (In such cases the town 
meeting members In each precinct will caucus and fill the vacancies by 
appointing friends and neighbors or relatives.) 

Let's hope things will be different this year, particularly in regard to 
charter commission. The voters at the town election In March will be asked 
to vote for nine commissioners at the same time they answer the question 
whether the town should create a charter commission. If they answer yes. 
then those nine persons having the largest number of votes will serve. If the 
electorate answers no, the votes for the commission are nullified. 

A charter commission In Winchester-as dull and unassuming as It may 
seem—is too Important to be left to election by default. 

Persons from as wide a range of Interests as possible should be sought to 
serve as commissioners In order that the charter that Is drawn will reflect 
the great diversity In talent, training and background that Is the Winchester 
of 1673. 

We hope that at least as large a number of persons with open minds as 
those who believe In a particular political philosophy decide to make the run 
for charter commission. 

The town needs to take a long careful look at how it governs Itself. Fresh 
viewpoints are needed. New ways of doing things should be considered. 
Those with personal grudges and narrow points of view should be avoided. 

Attempts should be made to convince as large a number of candidates as 
possible to run: the young, the elderly, women as well as men, laborers, 
professionals, politicians and housewives. 

Maybe In the end we'll decide that the best kind of government for 
Winchester Is the one we have. But at least we will know that we have 
arrived at that decision after careful thought and not by neglect.

Comments On Chapter 766 


By W. Howard Ntblock

For many years only students who have 
had some categorized handicap, such as 
emotional disability, perceptual handicap, 
mental retardation or vision impairment 
could qualify for state or federal support to 
aid In their ducation. 

Chapter No. 766, which becomes operative 
in September 1974, seeks to remove the labels 
from these handicaps along with such 
stigmas as the labels may bring and defines 
all students with special needs is a child who, 
because of temporary or more permanent 
adjustment difficulties or attributes arising 
from intellectual, sensory, emotional, or 
physical factors, cerebral dysfunctions, 
perceptual factors, or other specific learning 
disabilities or any combination thereof, is 
unable to progress effectively in a regular 
school program and requires special classes, 
instruction periods, or other special education 
services in order to successfully develop his 
individual educational potential. 

Important categories of need, not 
previously recognized for reimbursement .by 
the state, are now included and all students in 
need of help are now called students with 
“special needs.’’ 

Regulations to implement the law are now 
being issued and should be complete by next 
spring after public hearings and state ap¬ 
proval. 

Presenl guidelines call for a census to be 
gathered on all children between the ages of 
three and five who have special needs not now 
being met. Those identified as possibly in 
need of special services must be screened and 
evaluated by established procedures. After 
careful diagnosis, involving qualified 
educational and medical specialists, 


programs must be offered to meet the special 
needs of each child. 

With existing programs and personnel, 
Winchester is presently serving over 300 
students with diagnosed needs under existing 
mandates and categories. 

We are sharing services to children with 
special needs with six other towns through a 
regional collaborative called SEEM. By 
cooperating in this way, costs are minimized 
and programs made more effective. 

The Bureau of Special Education of the 
State is encouraging the formation of similar 
collaborative arrangements throughout the 
Commonwealth. The extension of services 
envisioned by Chapter No. 766, however 
laudatory, will require massive funding to pe¬ 
rmit program development and the 
acquisition of personnel. The law calls for 
practically full reimbursement to towns for 
all the costs of providing services to students 
with special needB which are above the 
average cost per pupil in the town. 

Furthermore, such reimbursement is 
mandated lo go directly to school committees 
to defray the costs of these specific programs. 
Heretofore, reimbursement for special 
education has gone to the office of the Town 
Treasurer and not directly to the School 
Committee. 

Assuming that full State funding does take 
place, towns will feel that they can safely 
budget to provide these necessary and 
desirable services. If funding is not according 
to expectations, both the towns and the 
parents of children with special needs will be 
sorely disillusioned. 

It should be noted that towns must include 
in their budgets for 1974-5 most of the costs 
anticipated under Chapter No. 766. Reim¬ 
bursements for these expenses would not be 
received until November 1975.

Had 1 taken either call, I simply would 
have suggested what Jesus mandated: “You 
are the light of the world," That may be the 
last remaining source of energy yet un¬ 
derdeveloped! Let’s all begin using that light 
more effectively.

Mental Health Center 
Cites New Developments 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The following information 
about Mystic Valley Mental Health Center 
Assn has been prepared by Mary Welch. 
Chief of Administrative Services. 

The Board of Directors of Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center Association has two 
major functions: to provide mental health 
services through the Mental Health Center 
and to provide support for those services. 

Working together with the area board the 
two boards have set their goal to achieve 
comprehensive community mental health 
services for all citizens in the five town 
Mystic Valley Area: Arlington. Burlington. 
Lexington, Winchester and Woburn. When 
this goal is achieved every citizen of the area 
will be able to get top quality emergency, 
inpatient, outpatient and after-care at a cost 
they can afford, and will not be lost in the 
recesses of a remote Institution. 

Uppermost in many people’s minds is the 
question of cost. How can Mystic Valley do 
this? What will it cost? Where are the funds 
coming from? 

Quite a number of things are occurring 
that do not attract attention. State hospitals 
which are enormously expensive are being 
phased out as patients recover and are 
released. These cases are followed up in 
after-care at Mystic Valley as part of its 
outpatient service. 

As the state hospitals are phased out, state 
funds for hospital professional salaries are 
diverted to the community mental health 
centers so that an Increasing load of patients 
con be helped by a larger professional staff. 
Local tax payers should know that the State 
Department of Mental Health, under the 
leadership of the new Commissioner, Dr. 
William Goldman, Is committed to decen- 
• tralizing services to the local level and to 
making every dollar count for patient therapy 
rather than custodial care. 

Already this fall Mystic Valley has gained 
six staff positions from Metropolitan State 
Hospital to enable it to increase adult out¬ 
patient care at both the Lexington and Choate 
Hospital facilities. 

Not only is the state phasing out in¬ 
stitutions, but it is also, through the new 
Office for Children as well as the Department 
of Education, reaching out to meet the special 
needs of children. Through contracts for 
special programs awarded to Mystic Valley 
services have been extended to a group of 
autistic children. 

Through the services of a Vista volunteer 
and an Emergency Employment Act staff 
member as well as a United Community 
Services grant. Mystic Valley has been able 
to provide a variety of services and coor¬ 
dination of programs for the elderly. 

Thanks to two foundation grants and 
anticipated funding from the Division of 
Family and Children’s Services an adolescent 


residence will soon be able to meet the needs 
of alienated adolescent girls. Thanks to the 
Division of Drug Rehabilitation, an area drug 
coordinator at Mystic Valley works with all 
the self-help groups and individuals in the 
drug rehabilitation field in our five town area. 

Thanks to state funding there are three 
clinical nursery schools for retarded children 
and now there Is a residence located in 
Woburn for retarded adults which is coor¬ 
dinated with an activity center to meet their 
needs and make them more self sufficient. 

In cooperation with Mystic Valley, Choate 
Hospital will soon be providing inpatient and 
emergency psychiatric care and it is hoped 
that very shortly thereafter day care will be 
available for those who can leave the hospital 
yet cannot manage the entire day alone. 

Just two weeks ago the legislature passed 
mandatory legislation that requires all health 
insurance policies to cover outpatient as well 
as inpatient care to become effective by 
January, 1976. As insurance companies 
gradually adapt their coverage to meet this 
requirement during the next two years, 
“third party" payments will increase to meet 
a much larger proportion of the cost of out¬ 
patient care at Mystic Valley. 

In addition, negotiations with the 
Department of Welfare are progressing so 
that there will be some reimbursement to 
mental health centers for the care of welfare 
patients, a cost now born indirectly by the 
towns. 

What then are the town taxes appropriated 
each year for the support of Mystic Valley 
now paying for? First, they cover the ad¬ 
ministrative, planning and clerical support 
costs. Secondly, they cover the office and 
building expenses of the Lexington facility. 
The Choate facility is provided by the Choate 
Hospital trustees; 

Thirdly, they cover the additional hours of 
professional time to meet the increased 
demand for outpatient services. Fourthly, 
they partially cover the cost of psychiatric 
ana psychological consultation to the five 
local school Bystems, visiting nurses, day 
care centers and nursery schools. Expansion 
of services into new programs is done only 
when outside funds are made available by 
contract or grant for specific and restricted 
purposes. 

Local citizens may be pleased to realize 
that the calibre of care and service at Mystic 
Valley has attracted additional foundation 
and state funding for additional services and 
will, it is hoped, continue to do so. As new 
services are provided, Myatic Valley will 
strive to keep citizens informed and aware. 

Mystic Valley Mental Health Center 
Association is and has been the advocate for 
better mental health in the area as well as the 
provider and will continue to do its best to 
help meet citizen needs.

Police Chief Edward F. 
Bowler feels that now is a good 
time to adopt a positive mental 
attitude toward winter driving 
problems. He urges drivers to 
heed the annual recom¬ 
mendations of the National 
.Safety Council's Committee on 
Winter Driving Hazards. These 
include: 

Guard against over- 
confidence. Don't become 
cocksure about your winter 
driving skills. Don’t neglect 
common sense practices. 
Reduce your speed; increase 
following distances; use extra 
caution at intersections; an¬ 
ticipate situations that call for 
reduced speed; anticipate all 


Rules For 

Fire-Safe 

Holidays 

The following are rules for a 
‘‘happy and fire safe holiday 
season" from Lt. Joseph M. 
Connolly of the Winchester 
Fire Department. 

Never use cotton batting or 
absorbant cotton in any form, 
nor straw, dry vines, leaves, 
trees, shrubbery and foam 
plastic materials. 

All decorations should be of 
flame-retardant material that 
will not support combustion 
readily, such as metal, glass or 
vinyl products. 

Never use a live natural 
tree in any form In a place of 
assembly. 

Trees and decorations 
should be located a safe 
distance from electrical fix¬ 
tures and heating units, and 
should be placed away from 
exits so that a standing tree or 
a tree if knocked down will not 
block the way out in case of 
fire. 

Crepe paper must be 
fireproof and should be used 
flat on walls only, except three 
dimensional fire-proof crepe 
paper wreaths on wire coat 
hangers, may be used in a 
limited quantity. All wreaths 
may be used if a label is on the 
wreath showing it is a 
fireproofed. Individual 
projects for children may 
require the use of fireproof 
crepe paper but they must be 
taken home or disposed of the 
same day. 

Aerosol snow (spray in 


turning movements in ad¬ 
vance; use extra care in 
signalling drivers who seem to 
be following (od closely. 

Don’t let winter weather 
deprive you of your ability to 
keep moving, to see clearly, 
and to stop safely. Make sure 
defrosters, windshield wipers 
and wiper blades are capable 
of doing heavy duty in cleaning 
slush or wet snow off your 
windshield. 

Replenish non-freeze fluid in 
your windshield washers. 

Check brakes and the tire 
treads which transmit traction 
and braking power to the road 
surface where it does its work. 
On packed snow or ice, 
maintain driving momentum 
to keep from "getting stuck." 
A good set of snow tires will 
help, but for severe conditions, 
have a set of reinforced tire 
chains. Don't overlook the 

cans) n.ay be used if the can is 
clearly marked non¬ 
flammable. Styrofoam balls no 
larger u»«»» three" Inches may 
be used. 

Use only Underwriters Lab. . 
(UL) approved bulbs and 
wiring, for lighting. No electric 
fixtures may be allowed on 
aluminum trees. Use only 
indirect lighting. 

No pine cones or feathers 
may be used unless dipped in a 
fire retardant liquid. 

Oil base paints may be used 
for projets If not located in 
areas where otherwise 
restricted. Water base and fire 
retardant paints are recom¬ 
mended where possible to use. 

Never hang anything from 
lights, or string garland or rope 
like decorations across the 
rooms in any manner. Garland 
or other fire retardant 
decorations may be strung flat 
on the wall. 

Dispose or gift wrappings 
promptly and safely. Place 
them in a metal covered trash 
container until disposed of,

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For Bicentennial 


Town Could Establish Flag Museum, 
Historic Walks, Other Projects

Imagination and energy, vision and a will 
to do are the key ingredients needed to realize 
the many different opportunities that the 
word “bicentennial" evokes to many dif¬ 
ferent people. 

This became evident at a recent public 
hearing held by the Historical Commission to 
determine the will of the town in establishing 
bicentennial programs. These would focus 
locally on 1975. the 125th anniversary of the 
incorporation of the Town of Winchester, and 
regionally in 1976, the 200lh hlrthday of the 
country. 

Bicentennial could mean the establish¬ 
ment, of a flag museum and research center 
sponsored by the Flag Heritage Foundation, 
of which Whitney Smith, local vexillologist, 
(flag expert) is director. Such an interpretive 
center, presenting the story and meaning of 
flags in graphic form, could attract students 
and scholars to Winchester and be the focal 
point of state, notional and international 
attention to the town. 

Bicentennial could mean the creation of 
“Winchester Walk,'' a combination of bicycle 
and footpaths throughout the lown, with 
descriptive guidebooks and suitable historic 
markings. 

It could mean a detailed architectural 
analysis of the residential gems which stud 
the town of Winchester and span nearly the 
entire history of American architecture. 
Included in this project could be a special 
bicentennial house tour for which plans are 
already being made under the direction of 
Calvin Cramer and Trudy Kirkendall. The 


tour is a logical follow up of the documen¬ 
tation of historical sites and monuments 
undertaken by the commission earlier this 
year. 

Bicentennial could be a culling of the 
town’s archives fo bring to life personalities 
and incidents from the past in an anecdotal 
pamphlet to popularize local history. It could 
also be the occasion to find suitable housing 
for the archives. 

Bicentennial could mean spending a 
pleasant Sunday afternoon afloat a barge 
named “Winchester,” drawn by mules along 
a restored portion of the Middlesex Canal in 
North Woburn. The state department of 
Public Works clearing a half-mile portion of 
the canal adjacent to the Baldwin mansion, 
original home of Laommi Baldwin, often 
called the “father of U.S. civil engineering." 
The house is near the birthplace of Benjamin 
Thompson, better known as Count Rumford, 
well known physicist and inventor. 

Bicentennial could involve students In 
collecting oral history from senior citizens, 
preserving it on tape and making films or 
filmstrips of local history to be shared with 
other generations of students. It could also 
mean music, art and eBsay contests, a 
townwide dramatic pageant, a com¬ 
memorative arboretum, a colonial ball and 
participation in a countywide bicentennial 
parade. The possibilities are endlesB. 

The necessity to establish priorities of 
what Winchester was, what it is and what iB 
deserving of commemoration provided lively 
discussion at the recent public hearing. 

According to Don Brown, chairman of the 


Historical Commission, "it is the task of the 
commission to determine a program that can 
be voted at the annual town meeting for 
planning bicentennial activities. By Jan. 28, 
proposals for matching fund grants from the 
state must have been submitteed; $50,000 is 
available on the matching grant basis to 
communities which make proposals that are 
of historic value and which can make a 
lasting impact on the community. Grant 
recipients will be announced on or about 
March 1. 

• Inter-town proposals, such as restoration 
of a portion of the Middlesex Canal, could be 
eligible for “significant" state funding if the 
nine cities and towns along the original canal 
route apply for it, Borwn said. 

James Marchant, husband of a descendant 
of George Felt, one of the original settlers in 
Waterfield prior to 1638, proposed a 
geneological tracing of the descendants of the 
original settlers. Marchant presently “sleeps 
in the shadow" of Robert Whitney, coor¬ 
dinator of the town’s centennial a century 
ago, and former owner of his home at 5 Mystic 
ave. 

According to Marchant, Whitney hosted 
“the greatest colonial party the town ever 
witnessed" as part of its centennial ob¬ 
servation in 1876. Marchant proposed the 
idea of holding a colonial ball at Town Hall. 

Smith said that “while details of our 
revolutionary participation need to be 
researched and deserve some com¬ 
memoration, we must realize that Winchester 
didn’t play a major role in the revolution."

Smith appeared to be more interested in 
developing a history of the town’s ar¬ 
chitectural development and suitably 
marking homes where important citizens 
have lived. “The history of Winchester is the 
history of its growth as a residential com¬ 
munity. Our architecture speaks more 
strongly than our militia." 

Brown reminded the group, "The criteria 
before us that any project undertaken must 
have historic significance and lasting value to 
the town." Parades, pageants and balls 
would apparently not fill the bill for receiving 
state funds. 

It was the consensus of the meeting that 
today’s Winchester citizens are heirs to a 
community which it should get to know better 
via a multi- media approach. 

Frank Curtis stated, “I feel that these 
ideas of developing an architectural trail, or 
reconstructing the canal and of establishing 
bicycle paths are of Buch importance that we 
should go ahead and vote to support them 
ourselves, even if no state funds are for¬ 
thcoming." 

In addition to funds, a coordinator for 
bicentennial planning is needed, he said. 
Such a coordinator could manage and direct 
programs of town committees, service

organizations, churches and invlduals who 
may wish to contribute ideas, time and 
funding to bicentennial preparations. 
Fulltime positions for such coordinators are 
now being advertised and sought in several 
other communities. 

Deadline for submitting an article for the 
March town meeting seeking funds to con¬ 
tinue the work of the Historical Commission 
and to establish a bicentennial coordinator 
position is Wednesday, Jan. 2 at 7:30 p.m. 

Echoing the need to organize quickly, 
Brown said, “Time is short. We must begin to 
move on developing a structure that is 
practical, educational and historical that has 
lasting residual effects for the town. To start 
a fire you need people to fan it.”

Woburn supporters point out they were 
without two of their better players for the 
scrimmage But it would seem doubtful if 
they could have won even if they were at top 
strength. Their defense led by footballer 
Captain Nick Macinatti was severly tested by 
the free wheeling Sachems, who pounded over 
20 shots at hard trying rookie goalie John 
Bennett.

On the other hand, the Tanner offense was 
anemic as they could only muster nine shots, 
none of which eluded Peter Frongilio in the 
Winchester cage.

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Town Meeting 

Dam Repairs, Update 


Of History Approved 


The Dee. 6special town meeting approved 
spending more than $43,000 as it considered, 
on its opening session, six of eight articles on 
the warranl, 

After little discussion, town meeting 
members voted to reprint and write a history 
of the town and to make repairs to Mill Pond 
Dam; &nd after considerable debate and a 
standing vote approved $2,784 for a clerical 
assistant to be shared by the Engineering 
Department and the Planning Board 


Following a presentation by Bradford U. 
Eddy of the History Committee, town meeting 
appropriated $31,085 to pay for reprinting the 
Chapman History of Winchester and writing a 
second volume which would continue where 
Chapman left off up to the present. 

Bruce Winchester Stone, a native of 
Lexington and resident of Stoneham. will be 
author of the second volume. Stone, who can 
trace his family back to Col. William Win¬ 
chester for whom the town is named, is a 
graduate of Duke University, where he 
received a master’s degree. He is a teaching 
fellow at Boston University and is working 
toward his doctorate in history. 

Berry L. Reece Jr. of 40 Foxcroft rd. 
itemized production costs, including a seven 
percent inflationary factor, and $8,000 for 
author’s fee for volume two. 

The two volumes are expected to be ready 
for sale as the 1975 Christmas season ap¬ 
proaches and in time for the national 
bicentennial in 1976. 

William Ryet-Bon, town meeting member, 
asked how much the books will cost pur¬ 
chasers and how much the town will get back. 
Reece said the cost is not known but that the 
entire amount appropriated would be 
returned to the town. "There is no profit 
margin." 

Ryerson said that according to his figuring 
the books will have to be sold at $7. He said if 
production costs are more than expected the 
History Committee will need more money. 

On voice vote, and support by the Finance 
Committee and the Board of Selectmen, the 
article passed unanimously. 


The concrete steps at the Mill Pond Dam, 
which have deteriorlated over the past couple 


of years, are scheduled to be repaired in the 
spring. 

On the recommendation of Albert Mac- 
Donnell, park commissioner, and with the 
support of Ihe Finance Committee and fhe 
Board of Selectmen, town meeting members 
appropriated $9,500 for dam repairs. 

Cavities and depressions in the falls area 
of the dam. which town meeting members 
saw by color slides, will have a new surface 
covering of concrete. 

In some place, according to MacDonnell, 
as much as two inches has been washed out of 
the dam's stone steps. Damage to the side 
steps leading to the dam area will also be 
revamped. 

MacDonnell noted there would be no 
change to the dam height. 

Town meeting members with good 
memories reminded the assembly that two 
inches had been taken off the dam steps in the 
falls area about two years ago. 

MacDonnell assured the meeting that all 
bidders, in addition to Anchor Gunite, Inc., of 
Malden which gave preliminary estimates for 
the job, will have equal opportunity for' 
examination for the work. 


After almost an hour's discussion and 
standing vote < 107 or 109 to 68), town meeting 
voted to appropriate $2,784 for a clerical 
assistant to be shared between the 
Engineering Dept. (65 percent) and the 
Planning Board (35 percent.) 

(The favorable votes were counted twice 
with differing results, but because the "no” 
votes were so far behind, the moderator 
decided not to take a third count.) 

Board of Selectman Chairman Arthur 
Dunbar, who introduced Article 3 to the 
meeting and pointed out that the Engineering 
Dept, is under the jurisdiction of Selectmen, 
explained that the town engineer has "no 
clerical assistance." 

Dunbar described a situation where 
engineers are typing their own letters and a 
filing condition that "is almost chaotic." He 
said that 1,000 phone calls, in a month’s time, 
which were directed to the town engineer, 
could have been handled by a clerical 
assistant. 

Dunbar explained the clerical assistant 


would receive an annual salary or $6,755, an S- 
6 posillon. 

Town meeting member Mrs, Lenore 
Frazier commended town engineer John 
Ciarcin as she pointed to long hours of 
overtime he gives to Ihe town. She called it 
wasteful to pay a professional to answer 
phone calls which can be handled by a trained 
assistant. 

Other town meeting members offered 
opinions. Richard Sampson called the 
situation "a management problem." Philip 
Chen offered a motion to amend the article to 
read "temporary " clerical assistance. He 
said a later town meeting could determine if 
there was a need to make the position per¬ 
manent. This motion did not pass. 

William Ryerson asked if clerical help 
from other departments could be shuffled 
around to fill the needs of the Engineering 
Department. Robert Joyce pointed 
specifically to the Highway Department. 

At this stage, Dunbar, who had been

its conservation is very much in the forefront. 

The Winchester Trust Co. is keeping 
thermostats at 66-0B degrees during the days 
and reducing to about 40 degrees at night and 
during weekends. James Oliver, president of 
the bank, says employees are cooperating. 
“They (employees) are reducing heat in their 
homes and are getting used to lower heat In 
other places.” 

The bank has begun to eliminate lighting 
outside the main building after 10 p.m. To 
reduce lighting earlier would not allow proper 
visibility of the night deposit. The bank is 
curtailing exterior lighting at the branch. 

James Connelly of the Winchester Camera 
reports turning down the heat and making 
fewer trips with the car. Also, instead of 
keeping his advertising light on until 11 p.m,, 
he is turning it off at 8. He says “no Christmas 
lights this year.” 

O’Neil’s Pharmacy says they will have a 
tree in their window this year, but no lights. 
Besides lowering the thermostat, they have 
changed the filters in the heating system, 
reports Jim Mclnerny. 

Nancy Nelra, operator at Fred’s Beauty 
Shop, says “We don’t put on lights until we 
absolutely need them.'* Concerning hair 
dryers, she says, the shop personnel always 
follow a system of not heating up a cold dryer 
when there is a warm one vacant. 

Charles Hill, postmaster, says the Post 
Office and mails “have not been affected by 
the energy crisis yet,” other than turning 
down the thermostat and shutting off lights 
not needed. The same deliveries to and from 
the Woburn Post Office, clearing center for 
all Winchester mall, are in effect, he says. 

According to Mike Velida of the Win¬ 
chester Roofing Co., many local residents are 
having their fireplaces cleaned and repaired 
in an effort to have an additional source of 
heat. f 

Velida is disturbed because, in his opinion, 
people “are being taken" by a competitor 
from a neighboring town who uses “a stick 
mop or vacuum cleaner” to clean chimneys 
which he claims is improper. He says the 
competitor, who has been featured on 
television news recently, charges $39, con¬ 
siderably less than does Velida, who contends 
that the only way to clean a chimney is to 
enter it and use a steel brush.

seminar this week entitled “Industrial Sur¬ 
vival." 

Sponsored by the Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts with assistance from the 
Arthur D. Little Co., the seminar focused on 
the economics of the energy crisis, fuel 
alternatives and other related topics. 

Carter reports that Winn has appointed an 
energy conservation task force to look to 
ways “to conserve as much of the energy 
ourselves that will be available to the plant as 
possible,” 

The objective of the group, chaired by 
Carter and composed of plant personnel, is to 
keep the plant open and producing with 
minimum use of oil and electricity. Besides 
lowering thermostats and using less light, 
they are covering some windows and looking 
for additional ways to conserve. 

David Choate, employee relations 
manager for Winn, acknowledges a lay-off of 
about 10 part-time persons this week in¬ 
volving about four hours per day per person. 
“This is not due to the energy crisis in any 
way,” he says. “It is due to general economic 
conditions; a readjustment due to customer 
changes and requirements." 

WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 

Jack Hunter, assistant administrator of 
the Winchester Hospital, reports the hospital 
has also appointed an energy committee to 
point put ways to conserve fuel. 

So ,far the hospital is dealing with the 
situation iri six ways. They are watching 
thermostnls and keeping them at 00 degrees 
in non patient areas not occupied and 68 
degrees when occupied. 

They are reducing lights in areas where 
lighting is not essentia), such as corridors 
after visiting hours. 

They are turning off television sets not 
being watched. There will be no Christmas 
lighting in the hospital this year at all. 

Incandescent lamps are being converted 
to fluorescent lighting as rapidly as possible. 
Operating room ventilating systems are 
turned off when inactive; and they are en¬ 
couraging car pooling among employees.

lawn. You rake up the cut 
grass and stuff It down in your 
trash container for later pick 
up.

You’ll find it to 
be quite warm. Left there long 
enough; it could self-ignite and 
if the container were close to a 
building, you*d have a fire. 

Soft coal, in small size, is 
particularly subject to spon¬ 
taneous combustion. If you 
must store this type of material 
in or around your home the pile 
should be wet down frequently 
with your hose. 

If you live In the country, you 
will want to avoid letting cut 
weeds, animal manure, and 
other waste materials ac¬ 
cumulate in quantity near your 
home or outbuildings. If you 
live In the city your chief areas 
of concern will be your 
basement, attic and garage. 
But, here again, good 
housekeeping is the key to 
eliminating this danger.

cording to CoBtello, obviously were not text¬ 
books, considered to be routine operating 
expenses. 

Costello says he questioned members of 
the School Committee and suggested that 
the books, which he considers should have 
been part of the original $13 million, should 
not be charged to operating expenses’in the 
1972, 1973-74 or 1975 budgets without town 
meeting approval. The School Committee 
apparently disagreed. 

Now the $13 million high school, in 
operation since April 1972, not only has leaks 
and other imperfections, it also has about 
$14,000 worth of unpaid books and a judgment 
to be made where the money is coming from. 
The remainder of the contingency fund at 
about $13,000 is slated for other items. "Not a 
single penny has been spent for a single 
volume in the library," Costello says. 

Arguing against the payment of the books 
from the 1972 budget, Costello claims the town 
will only reap 15 percent refund from the 
state, whereas, if the cost of the books i3 in¬ 
cluded in the total cost of the construction of 
the facilities, the town will get back 40 per¬ 
cent.

These bills are carefully Scrutinized by the 
School Building Assistance Bureau, Costello 
contends. That state agency is responsible for 
assistance to towns. "Not only are they 
(School Committee) burying the costs in their 
budget, they are possibly jeopardizing state 
aid," he said. 

Frank says the amount to be returned by 
the state "is an open issue which needs to be 
nailed down." The amount to be returned by 
SBAB will be important In a final conclusion 
to the matter, he said. 

Regarding McCall Junior High School, 
Costello reports a similar situation. 

The total appropriation for renewing the 
school was $491,000, he said. Overdue bills 
covering the work amount to $3,782 and there 
is only $624 left in the account. 

Feeling strongly that town meeting should 
be involved in money spending, Costello cites 
an advisory opinion from the state Supreme 
Judicial Court as summing up his feelings: 

"To appropriate has been defined as ‘to set 
apart from the public revenue a certain sum 
of money for a specified object in such 
manner that the executive officers of die, 
government are authorized to use that 
money, and no more, for that object and for 
no other.’ "

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Energy Shortage 

In Case Of Emergency 


Winchester’s Special Committee on the 
Energy Crisis, coordinated by Edward 
Donnelly Df the selectmen’s office, has Issued 
the following information for residents to 
know what to do in emergencies: 

Where lo Call 

Residential purchasers of No. 2 home 
heating oil or kerosene should call the Win¬ 
chester Fire Department at 729-1802; or, if the 
situation throughout the town becomes grave, 
the emergency center at 729-9303. 

Price complaints call Internal Revenue 

Service, 223 - 4750 . 

Quality complaints call Division of 
Standards, 727-34B0. 

Accuracy of measurment complaints call 
the Winchester Sealer of WeightB and 
Measures 729-3503; or. Division of Standards 
727-3480. 

Supplies for all consumers are so short 
that the power to divert supplies from one 
user to another must be used continuously 
and sparingly. It will not be possible to help 
out the imprudent homeowner who fails to 
take energy conservation steps. The 
residential user must not run through his tank 
on the assumption that someone will help if he 
runs, dry. Even prudent consumers may 
encounter difficulties. When they do, they 
should lake the following steps: 

For Residential purchasers of No. 2 (home 
heating)’oil or kerosene: 

a. Call your dealer, He may be able to seek 
aid from governmental agencies on behalf of 
you and other retail customers. 

b. [f your dealer is reducing deliveries, 
but not cutting you off, take sufficient con¬ 
servation measures to meet the shortage. 

c. If your dealer can deliver no oil or if you 
have no dealer, try to obtain a single delivery 
from someone else, 

d. If you cannot find another dealer and if 
you have run out, call the Winchester Fire 
Department at 729-1802. An attempt will be 
made lo obtain a delivery of at least 75 
gallons. You may be usked to pay cash in 
advance. If the Fire Department cannot help, 
your problem will be referred to the State 
Civil Defense agency. 

e. If you have no dealer, try to find one. If 
unsuccessful, call the Winchester Fire 
Department at 729 - 1802 . 

Prices of all petroleum products will 
continue to rise. If you have any questions 
abou the price control of gasoline, oil or any 
other refined product, call the Wage and 
Price Control Information number: 223-4750, 
Call the same number to report any violations 
of price control. 

Complaints concerning the accuracy of 
measurement of petroleum products should 
be made to the Winchester Sealer of Weights 
and Measures at 729-3503. 

Complaints concerning the quality of 
petroleum products should be made to the 
Division of Standards. 

In An Energy Emergency 

Your oil dealer may have to limit 
deliveries severely al some time this winter. 
Electric and gas utilities may have to shut off 
large groups of customers from time to time. 
You may even run out of oil entirely. These 
extreme problems may require emergency 
measures on your part. 

Watch Oil Gauge 

Prepare in advance for an emergency. 
Familiarize yourself with the gauge on your 
oil tank. If you can tell how much oil is left, 
you should be ublc lo pace your consumption 
in the event of reduced deliveries. But check 
your gauge before an emergency arises, 
because it may read inaccurately. Check it 
right before n full delivery and compare the 
quantity actually received with the amount 
the gauge said was gone. Just as you compute 
automobile engine mileage, keep records of 
deliveries so that you will know how much oil 
you use at your normal thermostat selling. 

Regardless of the type of fuel which you 
use, you should learn how to drain your water 
pipes in order to avoid damage from sub¬ 
freezing temperatures in the event of a 
temporary loss of heal. 

Reduced Oil 

If oil deliveries are reduced, find out from 
your dealer how much and how often he will 
be able to deliver. If there is a general 
shortage throughout the Town, attempts to 
gel additional oil from other dealers will 
prove fruitless and can only add to the 
problems suppliers will encounter, 

The oil allocation program is designed to 
help retail customers by helping their 
dealers. Official efforts to ease the problems 
of distribution will be more successful If 
customers stay with their regular dealers 
even when deliveries are reduced. 

You may not be able to set your thermostat 
below 55 degrees I'\ or even 60 degrees F. Yet 


to stretch out supplies in an emergency you 
may want to keep the temperature well below 
that minimum level. If so, you will have to 
switch off the furnace; it has an electric 
switch on it somewhere. Then you can keep 
your home above freezing by switching on the 
furnace for a short period once or twice a day. 

Natural Gas 

If your natural gas is shut off and if you 
have not heard an announcement of planned 
cutbacks, your furnace pilot light may have 
gone out because of a drop in line pressure. 
Check whether the pilot lights on any other 
appliance are still Dn. If they are, it is 
probably a pressure drop. 

You may attempt to relight your furnace 
pilot immediately, but do not try to relight 
your furnace pilot yourself unless you are 
very familiar with its operation. Seek 
assistance from your gas utility. If they are 
too busy to help you in time, contact a 
plumber or gas fitter. 

If you find the gas was cut off, try to find 
out when service will be restored. If it will be 
more than a few hours, take emergenfey 
measures described below in order to retain 
your home’s heal as well as possible. 

Do not abandon the house entirely. 
Someone should check every few hours at 
least to determine whether gas service has 
been resumed and the furnace can be 
relighted. It is unlikely that long gas shut-offs 
will occur. 

It is possible that your pilot's automatic 
shut-off valve will not work and that gas will 
accumulate in your home once service is 
restored. If it does, do not attempt to relight 
the pilot. Leave your home immediately and 
report the leak to your gas company or the the 
Department of Public Utilities in Boston. 

Electricity 

If your electricity is shut off and you have 
heard no announcements of periodic cutbacks 
of electricity service, you are probably ex¬ 
periencing a routine blackout. 

Try to find out from your electric company 
when service will be restored. If it will not be 
restored for several hours follow the 
emergency procedures described below. 

There are no start up problems with 
electric heat like those presented by gas. 
Therefore no harm will come from aban¬ 
doning your home if It becomes too cold. 
Before you leave turn off all electrical ap¬ 
pliances, turn on your heating system, and 
turn your thermostat down to its minimum 
setting. Of course, you should not leave an oil 
or gas heating system on if you have drained 
the water from it. 

It is unlikely that long electricity shut-offs 
will occur. 

Emergency Measures 

If your oil tank runs dry, call your dealer, 
If he cannot help immediately, take the 
following steps to conserve warmth. Then 
seek further assistance. 

Tack or tape polyethylene sheeting or any 
similar impermeable substance to the outside 
or inside or your windows, particularly if you 
do not have storm windows. 

Close draperies and shades on all windows 
where the sun 1b not shining. 

Stop all air leaks with newspapers or cloth. 

Open outside doors no more than ab¬ 
solutely necessary. 

If it appears that you will not receive oil in 
a reasonable period of time, you should try to 
drain your water pipes, your water heater, 
and, if you have radiators, your heating 
system. If you do not drain water from the 
pipes, they may freeze and burst. If you 
cannot drain your pipes, you can keep them 
from freezing by running water through them 
for two or three minutes at frequent in¬ 
tervals. Your pipes will probably not be in 
danger unless the average daily temperature 
outside is below freezing. 

If you are unable to drain your water pipes 
and heating system call your plumber. If he is 
unable to assist you, call Ihe Winchester 
Water and Sewer Department at 729-1108 
during regular working hours from 8:30a,m. 
to 4:30 p.m. and 729-1831 at other times. 

Red CroBB Aid 

If you have to leave your home try to stay 
with relatives or neighbors. If this is not 
possible, call the Winchester Red Cross at 729- 
2300, which is mainlining a list of rooms in the 
town where people may stay in case of 
emergency. If you have a room available, 
would you please contact the Red Cross. 

If the situation becomes grave, the town 
will set up emergency centers at Fire 
Headquarters, the West Side Fire Station, and 
at the new Winchester High School on 
Skillings Road. 

The Red Cross will provide food and 
blankets for those who must stay at these 
emergency centers. Emergency tran-

Firewood 

A word about firewood and electric 
healers. Unfortunately a roaring fire in your 
fireplace may not be as helpful as an 
emergency measure, though in most cases it 
will. Caution should be used. 

In a house with significant air leaks, a fire 
which draws well can greatly increase the 
infiltration of cold air. Therefore while 
warming the room containing the fireplace, it 
Is possible, to cool off other rooms faster than 
would happen otherwise. 

If you are concerned about the condition of 
pipes in the walla of other rooms or in the 
basement, a fire may do more harm than 
good. 


The use of a portable electric heater is

Supt. of Schools William MucDonald told 
Ihe committee about meeting with Muraco 
teachers who brought forth the idea of 
changing in-service days at elementary 
schools from Tuesday lo Friday. He said, heat 
could be turned off early in the morning and 
ihe building would hold heal until dismissal 
time. "This way you would have provide heat 
for four days while continuing sessions of five 


days,” MacDonald said. 

A special committee made up of town 
department heads, the Civil Defense 
Director, representatives of the Red Cross 
and the Council on Aging have been meeting 
weekly to develop emergency procedures and 
develop ways of conserving energy in the 
lown. 

According to Edward Donnelly, executive 
secretary of the Board of Selectmen, all 
departments are cooperating to reduce 
energy consumption. 

Boards and committees are being en¬ 
couraged by selectmen and the special 
committee to hold their meetings at the town 
hail to eliminate the necessity of opening 
other public buildings. When possible, 
meetings are being held during the normal 


work day. 

Currently the town is seeking fuel oil bids 
to be received in the Selectmen's Office by 
Aug. 8, at which time they will be publicly 
opened and read. The bids wilt cover all fuel 
oil needs of the various town departments 
through June 30, 1975. 

According to the bid, approximately 
145,000 gallons of No. 2 fuel, which Donnelly 
describes as comparable to that which Is used 
in residences, if, needed. Also, approximately 
351,000 gallons of No. 5 fuel having a higher 
content of sulphur, is needed 

At the present time, Donnelly reports the 
current fuel suppliers are filling the town’s 
needs. One sup>piier reports his allotment has 
been increased based on the town’s business 
he sayB.

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Three Representatives 

Students Enjoy Attending 
School Committee Sessions 


B.v Arthur MacDonnell 

Attending Winchester School Committee 
meetings contained a few surprises for three 
high school representatives who- feel some 
frustration abouit their roles as Intermediary 
between students and committee, 

For Jan.'ce Trlglionn, Ursula Freddura 
and Michael .Meagher, their first meeting was 
something of a Jolt. One committee member, 
they relate, sat a I the meeting table “playing 
with a knife" white another “was clipping his 
fingernails." 

Opinions of individual committee mem¬ 
bers varied widely, “Some of the men just sit 
there and look like they're going to fall 
asleep," one student said. 

Another student i f elt that the function of 
some committee members appears to be 
"just to sign papers, " 

But the committee generally, and several 
individual members, came in for high praise 
from the students, who find them hard 
working, highly interested in the well being of 
all Winchester public 1 school students and 
involved. 

"They are courteous and willing to 
listen"said representative Michael Meahger, 
who has been attending these meetings since 
June. Michael is president of the student 
council at WHS. 

“They're not always willing do act 
though," added Janice llViglione. 

Asked for specifics, the students said they 
haven't really approached the committee 
about any problems they or their fellow 
students may be having. 

"We don’t bring up a lot of stuff," said 
Meagher. "As the year goes on we’ll bring up 
more." ' 

The students said they were told not to 
take all of their problems to the School 
Committee, to go instead to their advisers, 
especially in dealing with internal problems. 

For Instance, some of the high school 
Btudents wanted a bicycle rack. The student 
representatives didn't consider the matter 
important enough to take to the School 
Committee and arranged with the school 
principal to get the rack. 

One issue the students did take to the 
School Committee: changing compulsory 
gym five times a week. The committee told 
the students they believed state approval 
would be required since the compulsory 
athletic program is required when a com¬ 
munity accepts state aid in building a school. 

Eventually the students were advised by 
Rep. Harrison Chadwick of that law and 
dropped their fight. 

Representative Janice Trlglione began 
attending the committee sessions in June with 
Meagher. Ursula Freddura started this 
September. Janice says of her initial 
response: “It was amazing to me. I didn’t 
know they would go into such detail." 

Urn A. says: “I was surprised the 
meetings would last that long." She is 
president of the Junior class; Janice, 
president of the senior class. 

One area Janice and Michael felt the 
committee might have taken more initiative 
was in the suggestion to open the high school 
shop to public use. 

Michael made that suggestion several 
weeks ago but the committee has yet to act on 
it. He feels Winchester residents might 
benefit from using the automotive repair 
facilities at the high school. 

Another problem the students had recently 
was In finding a place to hold the traditional 
Thanksgiving Day victory dance. They were 
unable to get response from the principals of 
the high school and McCall Junior High 
School (where the old high school was 
located) on using the gyms in those buildings. 

This issue didn’t involve the School 
Committee. It did Involve Supt. of Schools 
William C. MacDonald, who resolved the 
problem. The three students had the highest 
praise for MacDonald, who, they said, is 
“really responsive" and interested in them.

In their problems and asking their opinions of 
subjects coming before the board. 

Committeeman Stephen Parkhurst was 
said to represent the most "established" 
point of view but nonetheless had the respect 
of at least one of the three student 
representatives who said of Parkhurst: “The 
guy with the glasses seems to want to get 
involved." 

Mrs. Mears was the only committee 
member’s name all the students knew. When 
this was pointed out to the representatives, 
Michael replied, "I don't think they know our 
names.” 

The students said they feel the committee 
members are doing a good job, enjoy at¬ 
tending the committee meetings but 
sometimes get bored, especially when the 
committee is involved in detailed discussion 
of subjects over the heads of the students. 

A case in point was the recent talk over a 
proposal for purchase of a new station wagon 
for the School Department. The students said 
they had little concern for the subject and 
little knowledge about It. 

They find interesting discussion of such 
things as the junior high school social studies 
program and a half-year English teaching 
program at the high school. "They are 
something I can relate to,” said Michael. 

The three student representatives are 
finding it difficult to reach their fellow 
students In order to find our what's bugging 
them. “There is a lot of apathy”’ Michael 
said. “It may be apathy or satisfaction.* If 
students in the Winchester public schools 
have grievances, the student representatives 
would like to hear about them. 

Not surprisingly, the one subject the 
representatives hear most about from their 
fellow students is ths possibility of abolishing 
mid-year examinations. 

A committee of school personnel and 
students has been set up to see if anything can 
be done about mid-yearB. Now, if the 
representatives could get their fellow 
students as interested in other things....

New By-Law 
Still Hasn’t 
Left Office 


The town’s new zoning by-law approved by 
a town meeting in October has yet to reach 
the attorney general for action, according to 
Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson. 

“Perhaps there hasn’t been sufficient time 
to place it in the form I consider proper,” 
Mrs. Nelson told The Star. 

She added that various things have to be 
done to prepare the lengthy by-law for the 
attorney general’s office. “It hasn’t been 
given to me yet.” 

Mrs. Nelson declined to state who hasn't 
given her what, but said various sections of 
the by-law which come from other depart¬ 
ments haven’t reached her office yet. 

The by-law, she added, is complicated by 
the large number of amendments the town 
meeting tacked on. 

The town meeting which began in October 
ended Nov. 1. No action from that meeting Is 
considered final until Nov. 9 to allow for 
referendum. The measure then goes to the 
attorney general, who has 90 days to rule 
whether it is legal 

Following his approval, the town must 
communicate the new law to the residents for 
three weeks.

Chief Warns (hi 
Use (Pf Fireplaces, 
Stores Daring Crisis 

Winchester Fire Chief I. Francis Amico 
this week expressed concern that stoves long 
unused have been called on to take the chill 
off local homes. 

“Before you plan to burn wood or coal in a 
Tireplace or stove, be sure and have the 
chimney cleaned," the Fire Chief warned. 

Although chimney sweeps are an extinct 
breed in Winchester, the chief said there are 
several firms in neighboring communities 
that do this kind of work. He suggested 
contacting them through the yellow pages of 
the telephone book. 

He does not recommend the old fashion 
method of using an old corset or a Back full of 
rocks down the chimney to dislodge soot. 
“The new method of using a vacuum cleaner 
does a much cleaner and more thorough job," 
the Chief says. 

As a public service, members of the Fire 
Department are available as consultants to 
advise on safe operation and the necessary 
clearance distance from any combustible 
materials. 

Stoves on wooden floors are absolutely 
forbidden, according to the chief. Parlor 
stoves should be set on asbestos mats with a 
four to six inch air space underneath. 

Before going to bed or leaving the house, 
stove drafts should be checked to avoid an 
overheated stove or stove pipe. 

“Of course portable oil stoves and oil 
space heaters are outlawed by state law,” he 
states. 

The chief views the trend towards 
kerosene lamps and candles with a jaundiced 
eye. "They should be used only as a last 
resort in case of a power outage and 
flashlights are not available," he says, 
pointing out that they are very easily upset 
and should be kept away from flammable 
materials. 

The chief also warns against flammable 
Christmas decorations or party streamers 
urging every precaution to get through the 
holiday season and winter without the 
tragedy of a fire.

Group Reports: 

6 CATV Will Come To Town 
As In Nearby Communities’ 


The following is the report or th e Board of 
Selectmen’s advisory committee on cable 
television. 

At the June 11 Board of Selectmen’s 
meeting an ad hoc committee on cable 
television was formed to determine the need 
for community antenna television (ATV) of 
cable television in Winchester. They had 
seveifd months to submit an initial report on 
what the method of ownership would be and a 
plan for further action on the development of 
CATV in Winchester. 

Certain members of the committee at¬ 
tended a workshop on June 9 sponsored by the 
Institute for Governmental Services of the 
University of Massachusetts and some of the 
evening sessions offered by the institute. 
Various aspects of cable television were 
studied. There were discussions with per¬ 
sonnel of the school system and board and 
other communities. A tour was made of the 
high school television studio facilities. 

A questionnaire was distributed to 80 
residents for a survey on the need for or 
desirability of CATV in town, Individuals 
from all areas of town were chosen. An at¬ 
tempt was made to obtain a representative 
sampling from each town precinct propor¬ 
tionate to its size. Fifty-four questionnaires 
were returned. 

In order to educate the public on CATV the 
reference librarian of the Winchester Public 
Library put together a collection of in¬ 
formation and literature on cable television. 

Some observations on the questionnaire.: 

The geographically selected residents 
reacted to CATV more favorably than the 
town meeting members. Those who were 
indifferent or unfavorable (ahnul 16 per cent! 
to the grant of a license by the town to con¬ 
struct and operate a CATV system were about 
Ihe same in number as those favorable or 
very favorable, 

Cost was a major concern to the potential 
subscribers. 

The town has good reception in most 
ureas. 

Regarding the contribution which CATV 
could make, most felt it could muke more 
programming available. Almost half felt it 
could improve reception. Fewer felt that 
cable TV could help as a school aid. The 
fewest number felt it could contribute by 
televising local events. 

CATV developed primarily as a means to 
better reception in rural and mountain 
areas. More channels were made available. 
To economic basis of cable television depends 
on those two things. Television reception is 
good in Winchester, Only a mild interest was 
indicated for more programs, There was an 
indifference to CATV's development Twenty 
per cent of the replies were very favorable to 
the granting of a license; almost as many 
were not in favor. 

Half want CATV to be operated by a 
private operator; less than a third want it to 
be town operated 

The committee believes CATV will 
eventually come to Winchester and com¬ 
munity planning should include this 
assumption. Several surrounding com¬ 
munities are either in the process of con¬ 
st ruction or are studying the issue. 

Federal Communications Commission's 
guarantee on Ihe availability of educational, 
governmental and public access channels, 
requires that new systems have available for 
immediate use at least 2(1 channels, that 
systems with river 3,5(10 subscribers have at 
least one station of local origin and thal all 
new systems maintain a plant with technical 
capacity for non-voice return com¬ 
munication 

CATV transmits a uniform quality picture 
with n<> external interference. Some cable 
channels have entertainment, others means 
to carry town meetings, teolures. local 
sporting event's, and stock quotations. 
Educational programs could he made 
available. Winchester High School could 
adapt to a (’ATV system with small cost. 

There will he a considerable initial amount

for construction of a CATV system. Some of 
the cost will vary according to community 
needs and sophistication desired, Some are 
proportional to the number of subscribers and 
number of plant miles to reach subscribers. 

There are three basic components to the 
system: The antenna site feeder-distribution 
system, house service drop. Cost of the an¬ 
tenna depends on required height, on 
microwave, etc. It may be possible to share 
an anlenna site with another community. The 
antenna-site’s signals are sent by cable 
through a distribution system to subscribers. 
Cost may be from $50,000 to over $200,000. 

Coaxial cable distributes the television 
signals. There are three types of cable: 
feeder trunk) lines, distribution lines and 
drop lines. The cost of construction of a 
distribution system depends a great deal on 
ihe number of subscribers vs. the number of 
street miles and will increase with un¬ 
derground cable, blew or additional poles 
may be needed, 1 

There is no estimation of the cost of a 
CATV system in Winchester. 

The committee feels that costs are of 
importance to the town only if it decides to 
have a municipally owned and operated 
system. 

The committee feels new applications 
should be discouraged at present and that 
there should be no initiation of the licensing 
procedure since CATV at this time would not 
he particularly profitable. The needed cost 
for CATV for the individual is in conflict with 
what the majority of survey responders are 
willing to pay. 

The committee opts strongly for a private 
entrepreneur to opera te a CATV system since 
it feels that would be more financially suc¬ 
cessful. 

There are three tiers of regulatory control 
over CATV licensing: Federal, state and 
municipal. At the federal level, CATV is 
controlled by the FCC, which must issue a 
certificate of compliance before a licensee 
may operate a CATV system. At the state 
level, Massachusetts imposes additional 
regulations, with tbc town board'of select¬ 
men, the mayor or city manager having the 
power to issue licenses. The local issuing 
authority mav impose more restrictions. 

Before the selectmen may decide whether 
or not to consider granting a license,' a 
petition signed by a number of registered 
voters equal to .5 per cent of the total number 
of residents must be submitted. 

Prior to board’s decision, a public hearing 
must be held. 

If it is decided not to begin licensing 
process, a written public report must be given 
telling why. If the licensing process is un¬ 
dertaken, a cable advisory committee is to 
inform the public, make an assessment of 
cable needs and prepare policy recom¬ 
mendations. The selectmen must hold a 
hearing on the committee’s report; 14 days 
before the hearing it must be available for 
public. 

After hearings, the board issues its own 
repor 1 and sends a copy lo each applicant, 
solicits bids from new applicants and sets 
deadline for applications. After a public 
hearing to assess qualifications of applicants, 
each is either rejected or approved by 
provisional license. One provisional license is 
granted for one area of the community. After 
a period, the licensee submits proof that he 
can comply with requirements, then a final 
license is granted. Duration of a license is 15 
years, but it can he renewed for successive 
periods of up to 10 years. 

Jaycees To Collect 
Christmas Trees 

The Winchester Jaycees will collect 
Christmas trees on Jan. 5. With the aid of the 
Highway and Hark Departments, the Jaycees 
will canvass every street in town picking up 
discarded trees left on the grass strip near the 
street. The operation will begin at H a.m. 
Many residents tie a dnnnlion to the trees. 


The storm earlier this week which was so 
unkind to so many trees felled what The 
Boston Post once referred to as “the oldest 
and biggest oak tree of its kind in New 
England.” 

That’s the black oak behind 15 Chestnut 
st., home of the Armstrong family. The tree 
was there before the house was built, we are 
told. 

"It’s a terrible thing,” Suzanne Armstrong 
says. "My children have grown up on it,” She 
says most of the tree came down due to heavy 
ice. “We won't lack for firewood the next five 
years.” 

Mrs. Armstrong says that records of the 
Wellington family, who used lo own the house, 
indicate that the tree was standing when 
Lincoln was shot. At least that’s the written 
record of a member of the Wellington family, 
who happened to be standing under it when 
news of Lincoln's death reached her. Good 
thing no one was standing under it Monday. 

I wonder why it is that a southern city like 
Washington, D.C., gets a foot of snow and 
Boston during the same storm gets rain. 
Would that have something to do with ocean 
currents, 1 wonder? It seems the last few 
years all of the predicted snow storms have 
fizzled into frozen rain. Give me one fool of 
snow any day than one inch of frozen fain. At 
least you can walk in snow.

Some more stores are closing in Win¬ 
chester Center and I wonder how long it’s 
going to take town meeting members lo 
realize that their efforts “to keep Winchester 
the same” are resulting in great changes. 
None of them for the good, 

Latest to announce their closing are Peck 
& Peck. Winchester Jewelers, Ronel’s and 
Peggy Anne’s. Woolworth’s and First 
National categorically deny they are closing 
despite persistant rumors to the contrary. 

All of the stores are quite vague about 
their demise. But Winchester Jewler's said, 
“No business.” This has been going on for a 
year, they said. The firm is moving to 
Lexington Center. 

William Hanberry of First National was 
adamant that the store will be remaining 
open. In fact, he said, they plan to expand and 
remodel the store. He got quite angry when I 
asked him when. But I persisted and he said 
work would begin, “in a year to a year and a 
half." 

The president of the \ aches ter Business 
Association says several other center 
businesses are shaky. “At some point, the 
depressing decline of a vital economic center 
and substantial tax base to the town must be 
halted,” Nancy Dressier said in a letter to the 
selectmen. But so far, neither the selectmen, 
town meeting or anyone else except the WBA 
seems to care. 


Without outside Christmas lighting the 
neighborhoods seem bleak. Over In 
Burlington the municipal square is ablaze as 
it always has been. How can they get away 
with that? In Winchester there is no 
municipal lighting this year. 


Winchester’s town employees are quite 
upset with the selectmen. The employees say 
the town has always given them a half¬ 
holiday on Christmas Eve and are angry 
because this year because the Board of 
Selectmen voted a full work day Christmas 
Eve. 

The employees point to neighboring 
communities and say the workers there get a 
half day. One department head tells us the 
women are particularly upset because they 
need Christmas Eve to prepare for family 
gatherings that night and the next day. 

The selectmen, ever conscious of 
the employees’ new power through collective 
bargaining, are nol about to give the workers- 
-despite what tradition dictales-a “free” half 
day off. The employees are forever pointing 
out to the selectmen they are not required to 
do certain things because “it is not in the 
contract.” Not giving the employees half a 
day gives the selectmen a chance to say it's 
not in the contract. 


During the government request on 
voluntarily closing on Sundays of gasoline 
stations we notice that there has been only 
one station selling gasoline, which doesn't 
seem quite fair to the other stations, Why not 
rotate so that a different one is open each 
Sunday? 

★ 

The March annual town meeting voted to 
place the town seal on all municipal vehicles. 
Until last week, however, the fire chief’s car 
remained seal-less. Robert Joyce, who 
sponsored the article, has become in¬ 
creasingly irritated over this fact and 
demanded of Arthur Dunbar, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, that Fire Chief Amico’s 
car also carry the seal. A few days later the 
issue was sealed once and for all. (See photo) 


Since the federal government began 
funding installation of traffic signals, they 
have required that all signals conform to their 
nationwide standards, which has meant 
elimination of the traditional red-and-yellow 
phase in Massachusetts. That's why new 
installations going up In Winchester won’t 
have red and yellow lights shining together to 
allow pedestrains lo cross from any corner. 

I don’t know the federal government’s 
reasoning behind this. I could guess that it 
has to do with with what's most common. But 
I do know that u red-and-yellow phase is far 
safer for pedestrians since it eliminates cars 
coming at them from around corners.

“We can argue about this in town 
meetings," Harriet Dieterich. School 
Committee chairman, told a recent meeting 
discussing the possibility of charging 
residents fees to use the new high school gym. 

But should we argue about it at town 
meeting? Those meetings are long enough. 

★ 

This issue The Star prints the names of 
town meeting members who were absent 
from any of the three sessions during the just 
concluded special town meeting. It’s cer¬ 
tainly disappointing to see on this list so many 
of the younger members. It's disappointing to 
see anyone's name, naturally. And certainly 
one or two absences over town meetings in the 
last six months are excusable. But some of 
the town meeting members are members in 
name only. 

They attend a perfunctory few meetings. 
Ane then, often, they sign in and leave. If you 
take the time to read that list remember that 
a lot of names should be there thal aren’t 
because so many members fill in the card as 
they arrive and leave a few minutes later, 

At the Dec. 6 session, there were 229 active 
members; 195 were present. At the Dec. 10, 
from 228 active, 181 were present. The Dec. 
13: 227, 146 present. 


One Town Hall official was telling- me the 
other day thal he was going into Town Hall at 
night and used his key to open the outer and 
inner doors as normal. 

But when he got to his office the key 
wouldn’t work, unlike normally. So he went 
back to check and discovered that he had 
been using his VFW key. 

So he asked custodian Frank Muraco to 
check. “The VFW key works better than the 
Town Hall key," Frank said. 

This official has little faith in the efficiency 
of Town Hall management and since he felt 
something should be done right away, he went 
lo the Sons of Italy a couple of nights later 
where Arthur Dunbar was playing bridge and 
announced: 

“All you boys belong to the VFW: Your 
keys will open Town Hall.” He tells us: “The 
next day a locksmith was there.” And so the 
Town Hall locks have beeq changed. (A 
peculiar thing about the old system was that 
all keys opened the outer door of Town Hall 
but only one particular office. Thus the town 
treasurer could open the outside door and the 
door to her own office but not the door to the 
town comptroller. Now that is changed. They 
have a key for the outside and a key for their 
own office. 


The Stur asked Robert O’Brien, 
superintendent of streets, to explain the 
“starved air" method of incineration. 
Demonstrating the concept, O’Brien with¬ 
drew a book of matches from his pocket. He 
lit one match, blew it out, then held it ver¬ 
tically and drew attention to the rising smoke. 
Then, lighting another match and holding it in 
a horizontal position, he placed the flame over 
the smoke which immediately ceased. The 
starved air system, therefore, is a way to 
inhibit emissions through the use of an ad¬ 
ditional flame. 

In the wake of the energy crisis, use of 
fireplaces is more in vogue than ever before. 
And since the price of wood is $75 and up¬ 
wards for a cord, some persons are seeking 
fireplace fuel in strange ways. 

In talking with Robert O'Brien, superin¬ 
tendent of streets, The Star learned that 
nearly a cord of wood was pilfered from the 
town forest recently, The person(s) 
responsible for the theft was apprehended 
and required to make restitution by replacing 
the wood. O'Brien reports the wood was to go 
lo needy families and will go to needy 
families. 

Someone passed on to me the information 
thal Mad magazine’s back cover shows a 
picture of n fireplace with stockings hanging 
for Nixon, Erhlichman, Haldemun, Dean, 
Mitchell, Mogruder and Colson. Underneath 
reads: “Christmas morning 1973. Nothing 
this year. You were nil very bad.”

Charter Commission 

What Kind Of Government 
Will Meet The Needs Of 
The Next Generation? 


In March the voters of Winchester will be 
asked to create a charter commission and 
elect nine commissioners. 


By Bob Kricson 

A charter commission is a body authorized 
by law and elected by the voters to draft and 
submit to the voters a new charter setting the 
form of town government. 

If a charter commission can be viewed as 
a miniature constitutional convention, its 
members have exactly the same function as 
delegates to a convention. As such it is 
removed from any partisan or political ac¬ 
tivity. It does not owe its allegiance to any 
group or segment of the community, but to 
the community as a whole. 

The objective of a charter commission is 
not so much to fashion local government to 
serve solely the needs of today. Its objective 
is to serve the needs for 10 to 25 years on. A 
charter commission cannot afford the luxury 
of blinders which focus vision on a narrow 
range of issues. 

The key question will be, “What kind of a 
charter will best meet the needs of the 
citizens of the town in this generation and at 
least one succeeding generation?" 

It is obvious that the accomplishments of a 
charter commission will depend to a great 
degree on the quality of its members. What 
types of talents will be needed? 

Those elected to our charter commission 
are unlikely to be experts on charter drafting. 
The commission will be composed of lay 
persons for whom charter making will be 
new experience. The commission should be a 
representative body reflecting the ideals and 


desires of the people, What is needed is not 
technical skill, but general Intelligence, an 

open mind and a demonstrated ability to work 
with others in a group of peers. 

In the course of reaching a final draft, 
commissioners will inevitably be called on to 
compromise individual views and concede to 
fellow commissioners, At other times, there 
will be the need to take a strong stand. 

Yet there will be the compelling need to 
settle for something short of perfection, in 
order to get the job done and gain voter ac¬ 
ceptance. A prime test for fitness to serve on 
the commission is the ability to surmount 
personal views in favor of the public interest. 

We have a wealth of this type of talent in 
Winchester. The supply is not limited solely to 
those who have been or are currently active in 
town government, 

The real risk in the entire charter process 
is that many who could serve effectively will 
fall to recognize the charter commission as 
their unique opportunity to make a real 
contribution to the welfare of the town. Those 
who hesitate because the commitment in time 
and effort is substantial should consider the 
10-month limited scope of the assignment. 

The charter process in Winchester will be 
successful if many citizens ask themselves 
these questions, “Could I effectively serve on 
the commission? If I can't, do I know 
someone who could? If so, shouldn’t I take the 
time to coll that person and urge him to run

2 Primary Lines 
Down In Storm 


Two primary Boston Edison lines were out 
last Monday as rain dnd heavy wet snow 
ushered In the cold Reality of winter for 
Winchester residents. 

According to Mike Connolly of the Win¬ 
chester Fire Department, residents of the 
Rangeley road area and those in the vicinity 
of Risley road were without power for up to 
nine or 10 hours. 

Though not having power alarmed many 
persons. Connolly said, the telephone service 
was the most severely effected by the storni. 

On Hooding, Connolly said [here was only 
one serious situation. This was in the 
Chisholm road area where there was a 
problem due to a blocked pipe leading into the 
town drainage system. He spent much of the 
day there and finally corrected the problem. 

Because of heavy wet snow on limbs. 
Connolly reports that many limbs broke off or 
were hanging low. Lorena road became 
impassable at times due to birch trees leaning 
over the street. 

Connolly offered praise Tor a young group 
of auxijiary firemen who aided greatly in 
answering calls for sump pump work due to 
the lack of electricity. 

He spoke of the department receiving 
many calls from residents reporting wires 
down or sparks flying from wires. A check of 
these areas showed little or no problem. 
Boston Edison was notified of areas needing 
assistance, 

One woman called reporting she couldn’t 
make a cup of tea. Her problem was resolved 
when her husband made a fire in the fireplace 
and later brought forth boiling water. 

Referring to the energy crisis. Connolly 
said a day like last Monday “gives people an 
idea what it might be like without fuel.” 

According to Eddie Murphy, assistant 
superintendent of the Highway Department, 
thousands of branches from trees all over 
town, particularly on Wildwood street and 
Ledgewood road, were downed during the 
storm. 

Murphy says the office received 40 calls

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Town Meeting 

Selectmen Authorized To Seek 
Contract For Waste Disposal 


Selectmen last Thursday were authorized 
to seek a contract for the disposal of solid 
waste in Winchesler in the final session of the 
Dec. 6 special town meeting. 

After more than three hours of discussion, 
including a presentation by members of the 
Solid Waste Disposal Study Committee 
SWDSC TMM Herald D. Saks offered an 
amendment to the main motion. The 
amendment passed on a standing vote of 70- 
43. Selectmen voted against the amendment. 

The main motion and the amendment tin 
bold facet is as follows: 

"Moved that the Board of Selectmen is 
authorized to negotiate a contract with 
Resources System Inc. or of other qualified 
manufacturer or contractor using the so- 
called starved air method to provide refuse 
disposal services to the town of Winchester, 
renewable annually, subject to an ap¬ 
propriation at the 1974 annual town meeting of 
a sufficient sum to cover the initial 12-month 
operating period " 

Originally the main motion included the 
words "for a 5-year period, renewable an¬ 
nually ..." The reference to n lime period was 
removed by the town meeting on a voice vote. 

Previous to debate on the waste disposal 
question. Vartkes K. Karaian, chairman; and 
James Denton. Arthur Gast and Ralph 
Mooradian. all of the Solid Waste Disposal 
Study Committee.talked about different 
aspects,of the committee's findings and 
recommendations. 

Karaian recalled the SWDSC was 
established by the 1971 annual town meeting 
to conduct a study of waste disposal problems 
in the town. The committee discovered there 


are "both long and short term solutions" 

The long term solution was described as 
probably being a regional concept. Mean¬ 
while, on the short term, Karaian said, "if the 
existing incinerator is to be continued, 
necessary steps must be taken to comply with 
health and air quality regulations 

Compliance with the Federal Clean Air 
Act and the Mass. Air Pollution Control 
Regulations for municipal Incincerntors is a 
.priority goal, he said. 

He reminded the assembly of the $1,500 
paid to Anderson-Nichols 4 Co. for stack 
testing studies in the fall of 1972. Anderson- 
Nichols found the emission levels at Hie 
Winchester incinerator to be considerably 
above that allowed by the Federal 
Environmental Protection Agency and the 
Mass. Dept, of Public Health. 

Subsequently. Anderson-Nichols was paid 
$14,200 for engineering services and for 
proposing abatement procedure and control 
systems capable of satisfying the 
requirements of regulations to achieve 
emission limitations. 

Anderson-Nichols now recommends the 
installation of a scrubber system to reduce 
emissions and to perform other plant im¬ 
provements at a cost of $494,200. The expected 
increase in annual operating costs for the 
incinerator amounts to $39,200 per year, 
Karaian explained. 

SWDSC investigated other alternatives, 
Karaian said. Publicly inviting bids, they 
received six estimates and recommendations 
and two letters of interest. 

He said a bid was received from Resource 
System. Inc., which provides a system of

modular incineration units. In the eyes of the 
SWDSC, this deserves the most merit. 

Karaian said that Winchester has already 
received n notice of violation from the state. 
He noted that non-compliance with emissions 
conlrol regulations could cost the town from 
$100 to $500 per day and, if cited by court 
order. $25,000 per day for non-compliance, 
Karaian said spelling out the urgency of the 
matter. 

Using slides, James Denton discussed 
alternatives to the Resource Systems plan. 
His detailed presentation became rather 
technical to his listeners 

Later, Selectman John Sullivan listed the 
alternatives as fix the old incinerator which is 
about 12 years old, build a new one, buy the. 
service, or truck the trash out 

Referring to the bids received from firms 
offering contract services. Arthur Gast 
focused on the Resource System. He said the 
town needs a receiving station where citizens 
con deposit rubbish in safety, an incinerator 
facility to be run by the conlractor, and a 
back-up system. 

He said SWDSC sought to find a conlractor 
to receive, store and incinerate 300 tons of 
trash a week. The contraclor would have to 
have equipment located at the present In¬ 
cinerator site on Swanton street, and comply 
with all EPA and state laws. 

Resourse Systems, he said, would also 
provide containers for the deposit of trash by 
citizens. The receiving station would have 
paved roads and be covered against the 
weather, and there would be a separate 
traffic plan for private haulers and individual 
citizens. The system Is "capable of burning 
any kind of trash you can conjure up," Gast 
said. 

Resource Systems Inc., a new firm which

has the northeast territory rights for Con- 
sumat of Richmond, Va.,builders of the in¬ 
cineration equipment, was of concern to some 
town meeting members. TMM Clarence S. 
Borggaard wondered If ‘‘they are financially 
sound." 

Selectman Sullivan acknowledged the 
company is "brand new" with a Dun & 
Bradstreel rating of FEE but noted the town 
has received notification From "their bank 
that they are backing the firm." 

Arthur Hewis said he “objected to the idea 
of not wanting logo with a new company." He 
said he favored the modular system. "It is 
besl for the town," he said adding that 
"cutting the tax is a damn good idea." 

Ralph Mooradian pointed out costs of all 
alternatives. 


Presently, he said, it costs the town 
$2,016,682 to operate the incinerator over a 
five-year period. 

On the other hand, Resource Systems has 
offered to do the work for $1,621,925 over the 
same five years giving a saving of $394,757. 

A bid from DeMatteo Co. called for 
charges of $2,860,000 over a five-year period. 

A turnkey operation, would mean Win¬ 
chester personnel would man, operate and 
maintain a new incinerator facility at a cost 
of $709,600. 

TMM William Zettler said "It sounds like 
the turnkey might be cheaper." 

Mooradian said the committee is "still 
working for another plan." He noted it would 
be better to update the present incinerator 
rather than have two."

TMM Gerald Saks raised questions of 
ownership of the equipment after five years 
duration, liability if EPA standards are not 
met, and how can you save money if people 
are still on the payroll.” 

Selectman Sullivan reminded town 
meeting members that they were not being 
asked to vote money for a particular system. 
They were being asked to allow selectmen to 
negotiate. Town meeting can accept or reject 
such negotiation, 

Sullivan pointed out many areas of con¬ 
cern yet to be discussed: hours of operation, a 
performance bond, a pattern clause, what if 
the town has 70 tons instead of 50 tons of trash, 
monitoring, adequate storage capacity, fuel 
and electrical costs, Insurance, a non¬ 
conformance clause, zoning arrangements 
(presently a contractor would have to go to 
the Board of Appeals), taxes, payment terms, 
option to renew or break contract and an 
arbitration clause. 

‘‘There’s a good month’s work ahead," 
Sullivan said. Favorable action tonight "will 
show the state the town is interested and is 
making an expression of good faith" 

Town meeting applauded Planning Board 
Chairman Olio Schaefer who, recommended 
the deletion of the words "five years" from 
the original motion. They applauded a 
resident who suggested that selectmen return 
to the annual town meeting with a recycling 
policy as a part of their new program. 

After the close of the meeting, The Star 
asked Chairman Karaian for his reaction to 
the night’s proceedings. He said he had no 
objection to the deletion of the time period nor 
the additional words to the main motion. "I 
wonder now if legally we've got to go out on 
bid again," he said.

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A A Speaker Addresses VNA; 
75th Anniversary Planned 
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A seven-year member of Alcoholics 
Anonymous, also a member of the board of 
directors for AA for four years, was guest 
speaker at a recent meeting of the Winchester 
Visiting Nurse Association. 

Also on the agenda was the 75th an¬ 
niversary celebration of the Winchester 
Visiting Nurse Association scheduled for next 
year. 

Introduced by Mrs. Harry Foden, the 
guest speaker opened his talk by saying that a 
person never recovers from being an 
alcoholic. Alcoholism is a disease which can 
be arrested but is never cured, he said. He 
spoke of alcoholism as a three-pronged 
disease: mental, with an obsession to drink; 
physical, with a compulsion to drink; and 
spiritual because it affects a change in 
values. 

He said every community and person is 
affected by alcoholism which is recognized by 
the American Medical Assoclaton as a 
disease. He spoke of Metropolitan Boston <as 
being rated number two in the country when it 
com^s to the number of alcoholics in the area. 
“It is the third greatest killer in the United 
States,” the anonymous speaker said, 

Alcoholics Anonymous was founded in 1935 
by two men. AA is a fellowship of men and 
women who share their hopes and fears to 
help others stop drinking, the speaker said, 
The chief purpose of a member of AA is “to 
stay sober.” 

There are active organizations in 90 
countries with 100,000 people staying sober 
through the A A program. The guest speaker 
claimed that 75 percent of those seeking help 
are receiving it. 

Alcoholism in women was discussed by the 
guest speaker. In days past alcoholism in 
women went undetected, he said, but ac¬ 
cording to recent polls one-fourth of all 
alcoholics are women. 

He spoke of alcoholism as being a disease 
that thrives on boredom and inactivity. It is 
nol hereditary nor can it be passed from one 
generation to another. It doesn’t make any 
difference when you start to drink or how old 
you are, but how much you drink and what it 
does to you, he said. 

The speaker concluded by saying that to 
an alcoholic sobriety comes first - before 
church or family. The most important word to 
an alcoholic is “help.”

New Board Members Named 
To Winchester Hospital; 
James Cites Major Concerns 


Two new members were elect* i to the 
hoard of directors of Winchester li -spital at 
the annual meeting held recently at the 
Winchester Country Club: • 

They are Daniel T. Chane Jr. of 125 Forest 
st., a retired vice-president of the 'New 
England Power Company and George W. 
Boylen Jr. of Wilmington, associate industrial 
hygiene officer at Ihe Massachusetls Institute 
of Technology, 

Chane is a member of the Engineers Club 
of Boston and has served on the Winchester 
Board of Appeals, the School Committee and

the Finance Committee. He is a graduate of 
Tufts University. 

Boylen, the first resident of Wilmington to 
serve on the hospital’s board of directors, was 
a former chairman of the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen. He is a graduate of the 
University of Massachusetts, and is presently 
a diplomate df the American Academy of 
Industrial Hygiene. 

In his address to the annual meeting, 
Reese E. James, administrator, commented 
on several areas of major concern to the 
hospital during the past year. They consist of 
the dire need for more land, the hospital’s 
financial picture for the past year, the in¬ 
troduction of “day surgery" to the hospital’s 
services, increasing controls on the hospital 
by regulatory agencies, and hospital parking, 
More Land 

"We find ourselves in the position of trying 
to fit a size 12 fool into a size 6 shoe. At a 
minimum, we should have twice as much land 
as we now have. With the board’s authority, 
we have been purchasing properties in the 
Valley road-Foresl street area with the 
original intent to use some of it for employee 
off-street parking and, other than this obvious 
need, to hold the property for future needs." 

James noted that all properties currently 
owned by the hospital are leased and occupied 
and pay real estate taxes "and, thus are not a 
tax drain to the Town" 

Financial Picture 

"The combined operation of the acute 
hospital and ihe Continuing Care Unit had a 
net surplus of $1,000, based on operation of B.6 
million dollars. This is truly 'non profit,’ 
James said, but more importantly, it is an 
insufficient margin that does not allow for the 
accumulation of dollars that are necessary 
for growth and development. 

"We now have a worsening situation with 
Welfare and Medicare-the State has just not 
been funding its welfare medical services and 
now owes the hospital some $450,000. On top of 
this, Medicare owes the Hospital over 
$300,000," he notes adding the past several 
years have been one long financial crunch. 
We work out of one and back into another. 
Total unreimbursed care and discounts 
amounted to amost $700,000 this past year 
alone," he said. 

Day Surgery 

“Shortly after the first of the year we 
expect to be adding day surgery to our ser¬ 
vices,” James said. 

This will involve minor elective 
procedures admitted in the morning and 
discharged the same day. “The purpose is lo 
reduce the cost to the patient for having this 
minor procedure done by eliminating an 
overnight stay," Janes noted. 

Increasing Controls

mediate future for hospitals. The health field, 
and hospitals in particular, are fast ap¬ 
proaching an over-regulated field. More and 
more there is the belief that the hospitals are 
the focal point of health care and, that by 
controlling hospital dollars, this will, in ef¬ 
fect, control health care costs, There is every 
indication that Cost of Living Council conlrol 
on hospitals will continue for some time,” 
James said. 1 

Hospital Parking 

"This is a matter that has taken a sub¬ 
stantial amount of time,” said James. “We 
hove explored a number of solutions. On a 
short-term basis, we have been working with 
the selectmen toward leasing 22 Highland 
avenue. This is town-owned land that the 
selectmen can lease for a maximum of five 
years. We have had tentative engineering 
sludies done and estimate (hat it will ac¬ 
commodate 185 cars with a site cost of just 
under $100,000, James concluded. 

In his report, hospital president Robert B. 
Kittredge paid tribute to the Winchester 
Visiting Nurse Association which founded the 
hospital and will be celebrating its 75th an¬ 
niversary in January 1974. Kittredge also 
described the growth of the physical facilities 
over the past 61 years and compared present 
day statistics to those of ten years ago. 

"During the past lOyears, we have seen an 
increase in patient admissions from 5555 in 
1963 lo 7809 this past year. Outpatients have 
tripled, from 5,268 to 16,688 while laboratory 
examinations have skyrocketed from 50.743 to 
113,905. What then does the future hold for us? 
Can we plan on a continuation of the growth of

"Consistent with these trends, our plans 
Tor expansion which have been in the 
development stage for (he past two years will 
be directed primarily towards additional 
space Tor oulpntient services and procedures 
and modernization or replacement of existing 
substandard facilities. 

"The Final decision as lo any addition lo 
our facilities will of course depend upon the 
Massachusetts Public Health Council which is 
Ihe ultimate authority that passes on the 
'need' of every proposed building program by 
Massachusetts hospitals.'■ 

Dr. Joseph J, O’Connor, president of the 
medical and dental staff, reported on the 
surgical residency program introduced at the 
hospital during the past year. 

"The new program of training first-year 
surgical residents lias been extremely 
popular,” he said. "The resident surgeons 
benefit from the large variety and volume of 
challenging cases treated at our hospital and, 
frankly, staff doctors arc pushed a bit to 
answer searching questions asked by these 
bright young surgeons-in-training. ” 

Dr. O'Connor cited special emphasis on 
utilization review and medical auditing 
during the past year: 

"An important staff committee deter- 
minedwhether patients had to be admitted for 
their treatment instead of having it done on 
an outpatient basis; whether tests, 
procedures, X-rays, were really indicated 
and done promptly, and whether the patient 
was kept too long. This committee watches us 
all, tries to make sure that hospital facilities 
are used properly and, in general, that costs 
are kept down as well as possible,” O’Connor 
said, 

‘‘For the first time, except for review by 
service chiefs, committees are looking over 
the doctor's shoulder to make sure that his 
management of the patient’s case conforms 
to accepted standards, This is a new concept 
spawned by federal law over a year ago to 
make sure that the Medicare and Medicaid 
dollar was spent wisely. Doctors are used to 
having their work reviewed critically but this

of setting up a fair mechanism for getting this 
done," said O’Connor,

Day Surgery Program Lowers Hospital Cost 


The New England Memorial Hospital, 
Stoncham, has adopted a day surgery 
program for n wide variety of minor surgical 
procedures for which an overnight Slav Is not 
required. 

According to Edward Wall, associate 
administrator, the purpose of a day surgery 
program is two-fold. "II will enable a paticnl 
to have minor surgery without being away 
from their home and family for a prolonged 
period of time and it will free hospital beds for 
(hose patients who need to be hospilallzed." 
he advised. "The attending physician will 
determine whether or not a patient should be 
scheduled for day-surgery or admitted 
overnight as an in-patient.” 

Some of the surgical procedures which are 
considered suitable for day program as 
outline by Lois Cavanaugh, charge nurse in 
the operating room, include: tooth ex¬ 
tractions, setting factures, removal of warts 
and wens, circumcision, D and C. vasectomy, 
cysloscopy. bronchoscopy and other minor 
diagnostic procedures which require local or 
general anesthesia. 

"Many of the procedures which require 
only a local anesthesia have been performed 
in doctors’ offices and in the hospital under 
out-patienl care for many years,” Mrs. 
Cavanaugh explained.

The routine established for day surgery 
has been integrated with on-going procedure 
of NEMH, It requires no new facilities and 
will enable the hospital to serve more people. 

Admitting supervisor Eric Olsen 
described the procedure for day surgery. 
"The patient will come to the hospital the day 
before surgery is scheduled to have the 


necessary lab work done. The following 
morning he will return and go to the 
emergency room to be propped and 
medicated. From there he will be taken to the 
operating room. 

"When the surgery has been completed the 
patient will be taken lo the Recovery Room 
and will remain until he is ready lo go home, 
usually at (»p.m. If there is any reason why 
the paticnl should not be discharged at that 
lime the allending physician can have the 
patient admitted.” 

Day surgery will be less expensive for the 


paiienl. It is estimated that the charge will 
>un approximately $35 in addition lo the 
operating and recovery room fees. The 
overnight charge is about $H<). 

“Blue Cross has been promoting the use of 
;i day surgery program.” advised Arnold 
Sparks, director or patients' accounls. "Other 
major insurance companies are also geared 
for it." 

The various hospital departments involved 
in the program "are confident thal any 
problems ecountered as the program expands 
will be handled lo everyone’s satisfaction ami 
all are eager lo embark on this new patient- 
service program," he said.

Hay By The Case For Holiday Giving SEE us FIRST 
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Board Of Selectmen 

Arena Assessment Paid; Recommendations Given 


The Board of Selectmen has voted to pay a 
$3,817 assessment to the Boston Arena 
Authority after delaying payment a month in 
protest. 

Payment had been delayed so the board 
could determine why Winchester and the 
other towns in the Metropolitan District 
Commission area were being forced to pay 
$310,000 for repair of a floor at the arena 
located in Roxbury. 

"While the town has now paid the bill it did 
so with the understanding with (he Boston 
Arena Authority that similar expenditures 
will not occur,” 

That was contained in a letter written by 
Selectmen John J. Sullivan for the board to be 
sent to Sen, John Bullock and Rep, Harrison 
Chadwick. 

Sullivan recommends that the legislature, 
which passed the original bill requiring the 
MDC towns to pay for the floor, adopt 
legislation to prevent the Boston Arena 
Authority (BAA) from borrowing against the 
value of its property. 

"Should the Department of Environmental 


Affairs take over this responsibility of the 
authority, then the need for such legislation 
may be voided,” Sullivan wrote. 

The BAA was faced with the possiblity the 
arena would be closed if the rink floor was not 
repaired and borrowed funds to make the 
repairs because of insufficient cash reserves, 
Sullivan said. 

Later a request for an appropriation was 
made to the legislature to pay off this mort¬ 
gage 

Sullivan believes the BAA has no right to 
incur such expenses without authorization. 

The BAA tells Sullivan it will not get in¬ 
volved again in such action. 

In a letter to the Department of 
Environmental Affairs he stated: 

"While I have been assured by the BAA 
that they will not proceed in a similar man¬ 
ner, the MDC, division of administration and 
finance, the director of environmental af¬ 
fairs, and our representative and senator 
should be informed of our position.” 

He asked that the director of en¬ 
vironmental affairs inform the board about

any plans it mighl have to incorporate the 
BAA within his department. 

"II is my opinion the BAA should be 
disbanded and incorporated under MDC 
control or under control of some division of 
the director of environmental affairs. 

"Should the latter be the plans for the 
arena, a plan for reimbursing the MDC 
communities for the value of the arena should 
be presented to the director of environmental 
affairs. 

"Winchester should keep a close eye on the 
arena as some interest has developed for 
inclusion of track facilities and broadening of 
the services offered. 


County Has New 
Purchasing Agent 


The Middlesex County Commissioners 
have appointed a Sudbury resident to the 
newly-created position of county purchasing 
agent. He is Bernard J. Hennessy, 40. 

Chairman of the commissioners S. Lester 
Ralph notes Hennessy will be responsible for 
buying supplies and materials for all 
departments within Middlesex County. 

The Commissioner says the County hopes 
to reduce purchasing costs by 25 percent. 
Under the new system, supplies will be 
purchased in bulk quantities and competitive 
prices. 

County Commissioner Paul Tsongas says, 
"The importance of hiring a purchasing agent 
is to stop abuses in the purchasing process 
that exist or which the public believes to 
exist.” 

Hennessy is a former director of pur¬ 
chasing at Beth Israel Hospital in Boston 
where he reduced the operating budget of the 
Purchasing Department from $120,000 to 
$85,000 in less than a year. Previously, he was 
senior buyer for Sperry Rand Research 
Center in Subdbury and manager of sales and 
contracts for Itek Corporation of Newton. 

The new county director of purchasing is a 
graduate of Boston College and will assume 
his $1B,000 a year post on Jan, 7. 
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“We should formally request of the BAA 
that Winchester be notified of any plans which 
will either significantly reduce Ihe cash 
reserves or incur a lien against the value of 
the facilities. 

"If the arena is incorporated under slate 
control, our representative should be advised 
of our interest in recovering our fair share of 
the market value." 

In other business, the selectmen met with 
representatives of the Council on Aging and 
decided to include that group’s budget under 
Board of Selectmen. Lawrence Smith, 
selectman, expressed concern that the 
council’s coordinator’s salary has risen from 
$4,200 to $8,000 

The board accepted the recommendation 
of Superintended of Streets Robert G. 
O'Brien to repair in the spring the following 
private ways: Shepard court. Rock avenue. 
Loring court and Grove place. 

"It is a fact that our plows do cause 
damage, in particular to the private ways 
that are of gravel construction. This is caused 
in most cases when frost in the ground has 
partially thawed and we are then hit with a 
storm which requires plowing,” O'Brien said. 

The selectmen voted to ask the Finance 
Committee for a transfer of funds to authorize 
the Police Department to hire a school traffic 
supervisor to be placed at Swanton and 
Washington sts.

Chief I. Francis Amico of 
the Winchester Fire Depart¬ 
ment recommends the 
following guide for winter 
home fire safety 

"Sick” heating equipment is 
your deadliest fire danger, 
says the chief. Have your 
furnace checked nut and 
cleaned regularly. Be sure all 
automalic controls and 
emergency shutoffs are OK. 
Leave it to the experts. Don’t 
try repairs unless qualified 
Follow manufacturer's in¬ 
structions for routine main¬ 
tenance. 

Have repairmen check wall 
and ceiling near furnace and 
flue. If hot. additional in¬ 
sulation or clearance may he 
needed. How are your flue 
pipes? Are they well sup¬ 
ported. free of holes, clean’! 

Chimneys should be solid 
no cracks or loose bricks. 
Unused flue openings should-bo 
sealed with solid masonry. 

Keep Irash and combustible 
storage away from heating 
system. Don’t give fire a place 
to start. 

Never quicken a fire with 
kerosene or gasoline. Keep 
gasoline out of the house at all 
times. 

When using room heating 
equipment all heaters need 
frequent checkup and cleaning. 
A dirty or neglected heater is a 
critical fire hazard. 

Position heater where it will 
not be bumped or overturned...

Post-Korean 
Vets Have An 
Extra Year 

Post-Korean veterans are 
down to about their last 
semester of eligibility under 
the GI Bill. However, an extra 
year remains for those in 
terested in farm cooperative 
training, apprenticeship or on- 
the-job training, and those 
qualified for advanced flight 
training. 

According to the Veteran’s 
Administration the standard 
eligibility period for GI Bill 
training for all veterans is 
eight years after separation 
from military service. Post- 
Korean veterans - those with 
service from Feb. 1, 1055 
through May 31,1966 - were not 
eligible until the current GI Bill 
became effective June 1, I960, 
As a result, the eight-year 
period for this group of vetrans 
expires May 31,1974, for all but 
several forms of GI Bill 
educational training. 

Additional educational 
benefits were added to the GI 
Bill in 1987, thus the extension 
of the expiration date to 1975 
for these benefits. 

VA officials explain that 
eligible veterans may qualify 
for flight training only when it 
is generally accepted as 
necessary to attain a 
recognized vocational ob¬ 
jective. This can be in the field 
of aviation or where it is 
recognized as ancillary to the 
pursuit of another vocation.

must possess a valid private 
pilot’s license and meet 
medical requirements for a 
commercial pilot’s license, 
officials added. 

The delay In providing post- 
Korean veterans entitlement 
for GI Bill training is seen as 
the primary reason why only 34 
percent of this group has taken 
advantage of its education 
benefits. 

Comparatively, 47 percent of 


servicemen separated after the 
enactment of the current GI 
Bill have enrolled in 
educational training under 
provisions of the bill. 

Age also deterred many post- 
Korean veterans from pur¬ 
suing school enrollment. The 
average post-Korean veteran 
is 15 years older than his 
Vietnam-era counterpart.

U. S. Would Be Redrawn Into 
38 States Under Scheme Qf 
Flag Expert Whitney Smith

Pending in the United States Supreme 
Court 1b the case of a youth who wore a replica 
of the U. S. flag on the seat of his pants. 
Whether one rages at this "blasphemy” or 
applauds the young man's courage, the fact 
that the flag creates such strong emotions 
says something about the U. S. and its flag. 

To Whitney Smith Jr. of 3 Edgehill rd., the 
US flag represents the democratic nature of 
the country since "we use it with impunity.” 
Whether its design is used to sell a product or 
to show discontent, the flag plays more than 
one role In the thoughts and actions of 
American citizens. Smith said the flag 
represents "unity” (Americans’ love for it) 
and "diversity” (in the various ways it is 
represented.) 

Smith Is the only professional vexillologlst 
(vexillum, Latin for flag; ology, study of) In 
the world. And because Smith lives here, 
Winchester is where many major con¬ 
tributions to vexillology have occurred. Smith 
coined the term now in Webster’s Dictionary. 
The first time it appeared in print was in The 
Winchester Star, Oct. 1959. 

While a political science professor at 
Boston University, Smith felt the flag lacked 
understanding as a social phenomenon. He 
gave up teaching to devote full time to 
making people aware of the vast amount of 
history vexillology could uncover for them. 

Smith is an author, consultant and lecturer 
on the subject. He has written a history of 
American flags, "The Flag Book of the United 
States,” and has designed the national flag of 
the South American country of Guyana. 

Though vexillology is incipient, it has 
made headway and gained devotees. Until 
1967 there had never been an association 
concerned with flags. Dr. Smith is president 
of North American Vexillological Association 
(NAVA) which meets annually, issues a 
newsletter and publishes a series of out of 
print flags. The International Federation of 
Vexillological Association, made up of 15 
associations including NAVA, was 
established in 1967. 

Smith initiated the first periodical on flag 
hiBtory 13 years ago. He is editor of this bi¬ 
monthly bulletin which contains the latest 
news of flags of new countries. The latest 
issue published the facts in the recent 
discovery of the 5,000 year old Iran flag. The 


Winchester Library subscribes to the Flag 
Bulletin. 

Smith said the flag, as a symbol, helps 
people to understand themselves and their 
country better. He feels almost every country 
has "continuous symbols," that there is a 
"sense of the symbol as being the right one." 
For instance, he cited the newly formed 
United States, independent, yet clinging to the 
colors and star pattern of England’s flag. And 
of the Confederate flag relying on the same 
star symbol as the Union flag even in war. 

The American people have made the flag 
an "everyday object—it belongs to us, not 
Capitol Hill.” Why else, he contends, would 
the doubtful story of Betsy Ross making the 
first flag have risen to legend? 

People want to believe that a patriot and 
housewife sewed the first flag by request 
from George Washington. Flags are created 
"in order to express a group identity, to 
explain what the group thinks of itself.” 

The flag will play a part in the celebration 
of the bicentennial. In conjunction with the 
Flag Heritage Foundation, a non-profit 
organization which seeks to preserve flags of 
all kinds, the Winchester Historical Com¬ 
mission Is discussing the possibility of 
creating one or more flag museums (one 
location in Winchester). Smith is hoping for a 
long range "flag interpretive center” which 
will use modern communication techniques to 
tell the story of flags, to communicate a sense 
of how society has viewed these symbols 
which explain so much about the group that 
flies them. Specifically, the aim will be for all 
to look toward Winchester as a "leader in the 
sophlsiticated, contempoary interpretation of 
the flag." 

Smith mentioned four general goals of the 
flag interpretive center: to bring people to the 
center of town as an aid to the business 
center, to have a thing of real value here, not 
a gimmick; to have the center in keeping with 
the other plans for the bicentennial, and 
lastly, to have people around the world see 
Winchester as the International capital of flag 
studies. The contacts Smith has made will do 
for resources needed. 

He was asked to develop a new flag for the 
United States in conjunction with a project of 
Prof. G. Etzel Pearcy. The United States 
would be redrawn into 38 states based on 
areas which have more in common (i.e., if

parts of New Jersey had more In common 
with parts of New York, than with other parts 
of New Jersey, those parts would be con¬ 
nected into one state). Prof. Smith's flag was 
comprised of 13 concentric stars leading 
beyond the edge of the flag, to refer to the 
creation of the country and express its 
"dynamism, diversity and growth.” Neither 
man expects his ideas to be adopted, but 
hopes they will create discussion. 

Smith has had a lifelong interest in flags. 
He was responsible for a minor revision of the 
Massachusetts flag in 1971 which reduced the 
cost of the flag by 60per cent, thus making the 
flag more available. He is writing three books 
about flags. 

A longtime resident of Winchester, having 


lived at Highland and Loring roads and now 
at Edgehill road, Smith graduated from 
Winchester High School in 1957, did un¬ 
dergraduate work at Harvard College and 
received a PH.D. in political science from 
Boston University, 

Smith’s wife is the former Ann Mon¬ 
tgomery. She was raised in Puerto Rico and 
received an undergraduate degree from 
Radcliffe College. She is reference librarian 
at the Winchester Library. The Smiths have 
two sons, 10-year old Adrian and nine-year old 
Austin. Both attend Mystic School.

The subject of faces would take columns 
andcolumns to cover. Children and old people 
have the easiest faces to study because they 
seem to reflect more spontaneously how they 
feel at the moment. 

Most faces are Interesting to watch.

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Voke Program Prepares 
Special Needs Students 


The Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School Is offering occupational 
training and remedial instruction to Win¬ 
chester and 11 other community high school 
students who have special needs. 

The special education program at the 
school, under the direction of Louis R. Sar¬ 
delle, is preparing ? students to assume 
satisfying independent and productive roles 
in a wage-earning society. 

Sardella spends his days with students who 
have learning disabilities or other special 
needs which heretofore prevented them from 
reaching maximum learning potential. 

Sardella tells of one student who had 
serious difficulty filling out the month and 
year on simple time card, but was able to 
progress to the honor roll for the final 
semester before graduation. 

How are special needs defined? According 
to Sardella, in the past youngsters with 
special needs , were labelled "pereepturally 
handicapped" or "emotionally disturbed’’ 
or "mentally retarded.'’ No longer will these 
labels, often a handicap in themselves, be 
used in connection with education in this 
slate. Instead they will be known simply as 
children with special needs, he explains. 

The full effect of Chapter 766 of the Acts of 
1972 will be felt in 1974 with mandatory im¬ 
plementation, he says. 

Under the new law a child with special 
needs is defined as any person between the 
ages of 3 and 21; 

- who has not attained a high school 
diploma or its equivalent. 

-who, because of temporary or more 
permanent adjustment difficulties arising 
from intellectual, sensory, emotional, or 
physical factors, cerebral dysfunctions, 
perceptual functions, are unable to progress 
effectively in a regular school program, 

•who require special education services in 
order to successfully develop his individual 
educational potential. 

From the first day of operation the school 
it has had a special needs program. 

Sardella was appointed to carry out this 
function approaching the problem from a 
standpoint of remedial reading. 

Student applicants to the school, which 
still has a waiting list equal to three-quarters 
of its enrollment, were re-tested, orally, when 
it was discovered that reading problems 
prevented them front demonstrating their 
potential for vocational programs. 

As a result, Sardella points out that some 
applicants who demonstrated an ability to 
become successful vocational students except 
for reading problems were given a chance to 
equalize their opportunity for technical 
training with those with similar potential but 
without the handicap of reading problems. 

When the 1971 school year opened, Sar¬ 
della's work with special needs students was 
considered successful enough to justify an 
expansion of the program. Mrs. Kathleen 
Gleason was added to the staff and the

remedial reading program was opened up to 
the entire school, with students referred by 
guidance counselors, teachers or on a 
voluntary basis. 

Also, a limited program of remedial math 
was added and Sardella began a program for 
students with learning disabilities, including 
the perceptually handicapped. 

Again, as marked progress was obvious 
among the students participating, in 1972, two 
more teachers were added, Mrs. Karen Otazo 
and Mrs. Patricia DeFranco. 

A policy change by the District School 
Committee at this point precluded the re¬ 
testing of applicants and instead the special 
needs staff of four now culls the records of 
incoming freshment to identify, by problem 
areas, those needing special services. 

Core evaluation teams which were 
established by Sardella comprised of a 
special needs staffer, guidance counselor, 
social worker, nurse and whomever else is 
necessary to obtain a diagnostic evaluation or 
an individual student and develop a per- 
scriptive leaching program to help overcome 
specific problems, 

During the first year Sardella con¬ 
centrated on reading comprehension, spelling 
difficulties and math problems. Initially a 
careful diagnosis was made through testing 
Next a program was established to remediate 
the problem through small group instruction. 
While the new law requires a teacher for 
every eight pupils, Northeast’s special needs 
program has averaged groups of this size or 
smaller since the program was initiated. 

After post-testing to determine the results 
of his first year's work, Sardella reported a 
marked improvement in grade scores as well 
as a much improved attitude toward school 
by the students 

In ’he second year of the Northeast 
program Sardella and his additional teacher 
were able to identify more individual 
problems within the school’s population, wilh 
students showing high mechanical ability and 
intelligence but definite reading problems. 
Concerted effort resulted in a general 
upgrading of achievement and attitude, with 
(he students often discovering their 
weaknesses themselves, responding well to 
instruction with a genuinely appreciative 
attitude. 

In the first year Sardella worked with 
some 75 remedial reading students. An ad¬ 
ditional instructor the second year allowed 
them to help more than 100 with reading 
problems and lo begin small group in¬ 
struction. 

Last year and in the current school year 
the four-member special needs staff works 
with 150 to 200 students with reading problems 
and 50 to 75 with learning diabilities. 

Not all of the students are in the program 
at once, Sardella points out. but the total 
numbers represent the students in the 
program from a couple of weeks to a full 
semester during the school year.

Sardella is in the 16th teaching year, 12 of 
which hnvc been in the special needs area. He 
tells of his early teaching years in the 
Wakefield Junior High School instructing low 
progress groups in history, reading and 
mathematics. When he found that they 
couldn't comprehend textbooks and standard 
leaching methods he devised different 
methods lo give them necessary learning 
experience in spile of their handicaps. For 
example, his class wrote to foreign embassies 
lo develop skills in English, using (he in¬ 
formation received for social studies. 

This led to Sardella taking advanced 
courses ut Boston College, Boston University 
and the Cardinal Cqshing Clinic in remedial 
reading nnd special education instructional 
methods and techniques. More by immediate 
need than by design, Sardella found himself 
launched into the specialized area of working 
with youngsters with special needs. 

After nine years nt Wakefield High School, 
he moved to the Northeast Regional School 
where he is in his fourth year wilh the special 
needs program. 

Sardella views the new legislation as long- 


Family Service Assn. Needs 
Volunteers: Training Offered 


Mr. L. of Winchester is a 78-year-old 
widower who still mourns the death of his 
wife. Confined lo his small apartment and 
crippled with arthritis, his social contacts are 
limited. 

Through the Family Service Association of 
Greater Boston, with offices at 29 Concord st., 
Mulden. Mr, L. is receiving visits of volun¬ 
teers. However, according to Mrs. Susan B. 
Bornstein, case worker, more volunteers arc 
needed, 

Mrs, Bornstein explains that the Family 
Service Association is a family counselling 
agency which servos Winchester as well as 
Malden, Medford. Everett, Melrose. 
Wakefield, Stoneham. Woburn, Burlington, 
Reading and North Reading. 

The agency works closely with the Mystic 
Valley Mental Health Assn, and other state 
agencies. While most MVMHA cases involve 
children nnd Family Service primarily helps 
people resolve marital problems, their ser¬ 
vices overlap, Mrs. Bornstein says. 

Last year 18 Winchester residents 
received help from Family Service. This year 
19 persons were counseled. To receive help. 
Mrs. Bornstein suggests a call be made to the 
Malden facility. 

While the association is seeking to reuch 
out to help more persons, Mrs, Bornstein says 
the agency is currently seeking men and 
women of all ages who can volunteer a few 


hours a week to moke friendly contacts with 
people like Mr. L. 

Beyond having time to give, Mrs. Born¬ 
stein says, the volunteer must have a genuine 
interest in people and give evidence of 
emotional maturity and trustworthiness. 
Volunteers will be trained and supervised by 
professional social workers, she said. 

In contrast to Mr. L., Alice M. is a 23-year- 
old mother of three i a neighboring town 
The family moved he. from another state 
when Mr. M. found a reg ' r , but low-paying 
job. 

Bitterly discouraged when the firm cut 
back its work force and he was laid off, Mr 
M. has now disappeared. Without the support 
ol her family and friends from back home, 
Alice is overwhelmed by caring for the 
children alone. 

Mrs. Bornstein speaks of Alice’s social 
contacts as being limited because she has bud 
no opportunity to make friends in her new 
surroundings. Here is where a friendly and 
interested volunteer, perhaps another young 
moilier like herself, could appreciate the 
trials of single parenthood and offer com¬ 
panionship 

Anyone who is 18 or over who is interested 
may apply us a Family Service volunteer by 
contacting Mrs. Bornstein or Helen Michael 
at the Family Service Association of Malden 
All applicants will be screened in an interview 
with*4i professional social worker

Do not allow trash of any kind to ac¬ 
cumulate in your yard und especially close to 
house, garage, or outbuildings Keep yard 
clear of flammable materia) for 30 feet from 
structures. 

-Remove flammable vegetation for 30 feet 
from each building on your property. During 
long dry spells, cut flammable growths to 18 
inches high beyond the 30 foot point, lo extend 
out 108 feet or the properly line. 

-Cover all chimney outlets with mesh 
screen spark arrester Be sure all flues ex¬ 
tend at least three feet above roof. See that 
brackets are secure and flue collars are in 
place. 

-Check your trees Remove all dead 
branches from above all structures Remove 
branches, dead or alive, so (hat none are 
closer than 10 feet from a chimney or flue 

-Your best fire extinguisher in the yard is 
your garden hose But. water taps are 
sometimes too close to the bouse to allow their 
use in an emergency, Be sure >ou have at 
least one water tap well away from all 
buildings Your emergency hose should be a 
good quality rubber, not plastic. 

-Check your power line coming into the 
house, if it is above ground. If necessary have 
the wires relocated to keep them away from 
brush or trees. Be sure close wires do not 
eross. 

It you have an incinerator or outdoor 
fireplace, cover the flue with ‘ t" mesh spark 
arrester Be sure door can be closed tightly. 
Clean space of flammable material al least 


10 ’ around incinerator, 

• If you have a butane storage tank in the 
yard, be sure it is far enough away trom 
buildings lo allow access to shut-off valve if 
house is on fire. 

•Check t v. antenna. Tighten guy wires if 
loose Be sure lightning arresters have beefi 
installed. Check your telephone lead-in line to 
the house Be sure lightning protectors have 
been installed und are still connected 

-Always keep your landscape clean by 
removing litter, leaves and dead wood from 
under trees and shrubs. Prune out dead wood 
still on shrubs and dispose of it. Remove dead 
and dried portions of ground avers Leave 
space between shrubs and bees to help 
prevent fire spread. 

Water landscapes frequently especially 
during hot, dry spells. During a major fire, 
any may burn, though some may be slower to 
catch and carry a fire. However, large fires 
have proved that plants on well-watered and 
well-maintained landscapes do not burn as 
readily as dry plantings. 

The more a plant grows and the larger it 
becomes, the more fuel it produces and. 
consequently the greater fire hazard it 
becomes When a plant is green and growing 
vigorously the hazard is small: but as the soil 
becomes dry, the plant is able to take up less 
water und has a lower moisture content 
When moist rue in a plant decreases, it 
becomes more likely to burn. This holds 
equally true for native plants and for or¬ 
naments purchased at the nursery.

ICC Religious 
Office Suggests 
Bless Families Trees 

The religious education office of the 
Immaculate Conception Church is suggesting 
that families in the parish bless their 
Christmas trees. 

In their newsletter lo parishioners, they 
refer to Fr. Francis Weiser, SJ, and his 
"Christmas Book” in which he tells the story 
of the Christmas tree and how its origin is 
Christian. 

The book explains that Christmas trees go 
back to medieval German mystery plays. One 
of the mo st popular mysteries was the 
Paradise Play, representing the creation of 
man, the sin of first parents and their ex- 
plusion from Paradise. It usually closed with 
the consoling promise of the coming Savior 
with a reference lohis incarnation. This made 
the Paradise Play a favorite pageant for 
Advent, and its closing scene used to lead 
directly into the story of Bethlehem and the 
babe 

The book goes on to say that these plays 
were performed either in the open or in large 
squares in front of churches. The Garden of 
Eden was indicated by a fir tree from wihch 
apples hung. 

After the suppression of the mystery plays 
in churches, the Paradise tree, the only 
symbolic object of the play, found its way into 
lhe homes of the faithful. 

In the 15th century the custom of 
decorating the tree developed. White wafers 
representing (ho Holy Eucharist were hung 
from the tree. Later little pieces of pastry cut 
in the shape of stars, angels, hearts, flowers 
and hells were used. 

In some homes the tree is blessed on 
Christmas eve. The mother or father, or 
perhaps the oldest son, will lead the prayer 
asking the blessing. 

The religious education office suggests the 
following blessing: 

Leader: This is that most worthy tree in 
the midst of Paradise 

All On which Jesus by His death over¬ 
came death for all*. 

Leader: Let the heavens be glad and the 
earth rejoice: 

All: Let the sea and what fills it resound; 

Ix*t the plains be joyful and all that is in 
them 

All the trees of the forest shall be happy 
before the Lord for He comes: 

For he comes to rule the earth. 

He shall rule the world with justice and the 
peoples 

Glory lie to the Father and to the Son, and 
to the Holy Spirit 

As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever 
shall be. world without end. Amen.

"The recycling of cans, newspapers, glass, 
rags at the incinerator-bring these items, all 
clean, to the town disposal area, off Swanton 
street. Open six days and five evenings a 
week.” 

The other flyer distributed reads: “Before 
moving away, consider how best to dispose of 
those belongings you may desire to leave 
behind, 

“Won’t you please avoid sending useful 
items lo be burned at the incinerator? 
Instead, please call the Rotary Club (729- 
4108) for pickup, or contact a church or a 
school. 

“They will be grateful for any items that 
can be sold at auction or bazaar.

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EDITORIAL 

Critical Election Ahead 

Winchester’s town election In March takes on special significance this 
year because the voters will be asked to approve a charter commission 
which could drastically alter the town governmental structure. 

If Winchester continues this year as In the past and only about 30 percent 
of Its voters turn out on election day, then the charter commission (if one is 
elected) can understandably presume something Is wrong. 

'If, as In the past few years, there are few If any contests for the elected 
positions to be filled this year then the charter commission can make 
another presumption: that there are too many elected offices in Winchester 
for sufficient citizen Interest to assure a contest. 

Wednesday of this week marked the day candidates could take out 
nomination papers to be eligible to run. So far there has been little Interest 
in the coming election. 

But It’s still early — early enough for this newspaper to urge every 
reader to give some thought to running for office yourself or urging a friend, 
neighbor or relative to run for office. 

Open this year are two seats on the Board of Selectmen, two on the 
School Committee, 66 town meeting seats and positions on the Board of 
Assessors (one), Cemetery Commission (one), Constable (one), Board of 
Health (one), Park Commission (two), Commission of Trust Funds (one) 
and Water and Sewer Board (one). 

Running for office in a small town like Winchester Is quite a simple 
process. You request nomination papers from the Town Clerk, procure the 
required number of signatures, and contact everyone you have ever known 
In the town and get them to help you. 

Running for town meeting member is even simpler. Usually all that Is 
required Is submitting the nomination papers. Few contests develop for 
town meeting member and those submitting papers more often than not are 
automatically elected. 

This year we hope all that will be different. Prior to election day last year 
there was not a.single contest for town meeting member nor a contest for 
School Committee. A repeat performance of that must not be allowed to 
happen again In Winchester, particularly this year. 

If It does happen, then the charter commission would be justified In 
recommending wholesale changes In the government of Winchester, In¬ 
cluding abolishing town meeting. A town that Is unable to generate election 
Interest in Its legislative body Is susceptible to take-over from certain 
special Influences, either from particular Individuals or from groups. In 
some sense this has already taken place. 

Contests for the town meeting seats will Insure the public gets the wide 
representation it deserves. This holds true for selectmen and school com¬ 
mittee as well. Last year there were no contests for the two school com¬ 
mittee seats filled. 

Four men announced their Intention to run and then after the filing 
deadline had passed two men '‘coincidentally” dropped out, thereby 
assuring the automatic election of the remaining two candidates. 

This Is a critical year for Winchester. If the town can show the soon-to-be 
created charter commission that there is enough voter Interest to preserve 
the present governmental set-up then perhaps the nine commissioners may 
not recommend changes to the voters. If, however, this year the town 
continues Its long tradition of voter apathy, then the commission will have 
no other choice than to recommend abolishment of certain boards and 
committees and perhaps town meeting itself.

A spokesman for Kaufman & Broad 
Homes, Inc., told The Star recently that the 
firm is thinking of submitting a less-dense 
condominium proposal.

The overwhelming vote against the new 
zoning was primarily predicated on the 
assumption the development would change 
the character of Winchester,

before Christmas for over an hour.” 

“The high cost of living,” is top priority on 
the mind of Barbara McHugh of 93 Canal st. 
Pointing specifically to oil and gas, she said 
“everything is much, much too high." 

The shortage and cost of fuel are among 
(he top issues needing attention, according to 
Janet Leverone of Lexington and Michael 
DiLoreto of 93 Thornberry st. DiLoreto, a 
college student attending school in New 
Hampshire said he'd like to see “lower prices, 
especially with food and fuel.” 

Another student, Richard Graham of 4 
Foxcroft st., who attends St. Sebastian School 
in Newton, considers the "gas shortage” the 
most important problem.

Few Excited 
By Election 

Wednesday was the opening day for taking 
out nomination papers for election to office in 
the annual town election in March. But there 
was no stampede to the town clerk’s office at 
Town Hall. 

There was not even a rush, or even a line. 
In fact, only one person requested nomination 
papers. He was Eugene B. Rotondi of 224 
Forest st., who is running for Board of 
Selectmen. 

There are two seats to be filled this year on 
(he Board of Selectmen. Neither of the 
present occupants, Arthur Dunbar or John J. 
Sullivan, have indicated they have made up 
their minds what they are going to do. 

Deadline for resubmitting nomination 
papers for certification by the town clerk is 
Jan.28. 

Dunbar, chairman of the selectmen, said 
Wednesday, "I haven't made a decision yet.” 
Pressed to say which he is more inclined to 
do--run or not seek a second term--Dunbar 
said, “I am more Inclined to go again.” 

Selectman Sullivan would only say that he 
has “a couple of other things in mind” besides 
running again for the board. He is completing 
his second three-year term. “I love this job, 
and I think I do a pretty good job at it. But no 
one has ever run for a third term.” 

Selectman Sullivan would only say that he 
has “a couple of things in mind.” 

The Star contacted scores of persons 
whose names have been circulating as 
possible selectman candidates. Except for 
Rotondi, at this point there appears to be no 
other intended candidate. 

On the School Committee race, there 
appears to be one person who has indicated an 
intention to run, That is Mary Louise Eugley 
of 43 Wildwood st. 

Mrs. Eugley has never run for office. 
Former member of the League of Women 
Voters' board in Winchester, she feels “very 
strongly a woman should be on the school 
board.” 

Leaving this year are Mary Mears and 
Harriet Dleterich. Both said they would 
probably not be seeking third terms. 
“Customarily School Committee members 
don't run for a third term, ” Mrs. Mears said 
of that long standing Winchester tradition. 

It would take a lot of thinking for me to run 
for another term.” 

Mrs. DicLerich said she would “probably 
not ” run and said one of the problems in 
getting persons go run for the committee is 
the increasing amount of criticism applied to 
its members. 

“They feel they are continuously open to 
criticism and innuendo. It's becoming harder 
to do what’s good for the town. The fact that 
the committee’s action is open to the public Is 
a good thing. But to get people to run you have 
to feel the town trusts them. 

The great deal of time necessary to deal 
with School Commilte business and the lack 
of issues were also cited by those whose 
names were mentioned as possible can¬ 
didates but indicated they would not run 
Finance Committee chairman James B.L. 
Lane said aboul the possibility of running for 
the Board of Selectmen: “I am not inclined to 
run at this moment.” 

The last two Finance chairmen, Vito 
Giarrizzo and Lawrence T, Smith, both have 
gone on to win seats on the Board of Select¬ 
men. 

“There have been some comments that It’s 
become semi-automatic over the last few 
years because of Jerry and Larry,” Lane said 
of Giarrizzo and Smith becoming selectmen. 

He added lhat his own decision could change. 
“The next few weeks will tell.” 

The Star asked many persons if they in¬ 
tend to run for charier commission. None of 
them would officially commit themselves. 
Most, however, indicated an interest in 
running for one of the nine seats. 

A charter commission is to be acted on at 
the March election, the same time voters will 
be asked to elect nine commissioners, 

Selectman Dunbar suid of the com-* 
mission: “It's extremely important for the 
town. It will affect the town tremendously.” 

He said the commission needs “people with 
imagination and not afraid to work." 

Mrs. Mears, former chairman of the 
School Committee, said of her possible future 
in Winchester elections: "I’m thinking at the 
moment of following several routes Will 
she run for town meeting? “That's a good 
place to serve the town.” 

Mrs. Mears said of her six years on the 
board: ”1 have enjoyed it. I have learned a 
lot. I've loved the association with other 
people... even those I’ve disagreed with. It 
was a great experience.” 

She said, however, that the committee 
‘needs new blood, new ideas."

Fire Chief I. Francis Amlco 
has provided this 13-article 
series on fire prevention and 
emergency procedures In the 
interest of greater safety in 
Winchester. 

This is No. 10 in our series of 
articles which examine the 
various methods of fire 
prevention in the home. The 
basic types of fire ex¬ 
tinguishers which are readily 
available and moderately 
priced for home application is 
this week's topic. 

In fighting any fire the most 
important thing to remember 
is that fast action is of the 
utmost importance to keep it 
from spreading. The simplest 
and oldest form of fire ex¬ 
tinguisher is a bucket water. 
It is effective it used during the 
first few moments after the fire 
is discovered. Water should 
never be used where the fire 
involves oil, grease or elec¬ 
trical fires. 

For example, if a pan of 
grease on your stove should 
suddenly hurst into flames, the 
most effective means of 
extinguishing Ihe blaze is a 
metal pan cover that will fit 
tightly over the pan and shut 
nut the supply of air. 

Never put a flaming pan of 
grease in the sink and run 
water into lt! This will only 
cause it (o flame higher and 
possibly spread. 

Also, never throw flour or 
baking powder onto a pan fire, 
thinking it will smother it. It 
will not. i In fact, you may 
well have an explosion or at 
least a worse fire than you had 
before. 

For fires in the broiler, 
simply shut off the oven and 
shut the door, thereby stopping 
the flow of oxygen to the fire. It 
will burn itself out inside the 
oven. 

Underwriter’s Laboratories 
uses a three—part breakdown 
on basic fires.

I now have 
a stream of bird-feed that 1 can focus and 
control, both neat and positive. My dust pan 
days are over, and the bag stands upright in a 
corner wilh the funnel left in it for tomorrow.

Survey Shows Students Want 
More Swimming Facilities 


(The Winchester Voter Is n series written by the League of Women Tolers lo acquaint readers 
with lown voting practices and issues.) 

Ill is tall a study committee of the League of Women Voters began a f survey of the recreation 
needs of all age groups in Winchester in relation to available facilities. One of the most 
interesting parts of the response to the student questionnaire. 

Questionnaire To Students 

Questionnaires were distributed lo students in grades 5 through 12 asking how they spent 
their leisure time and which recreational activities interested them the most. The response to 
the questionnaire in the elementary schools was about 90 percent, The replies Lynch Junior 
High came from about 50 percent of the pupils, and from McCall over 90 percent. About 70 
percent of the senior high students answered the questionnaire. 

Only the highlights of this survey are presented here. Early in 1974 there will be available a 
more detailed summary showing use of lown facilities, membership in private recreational 
groups, and hours spent watching television. 

Elementary Schools 

The fifth and sixth grade boys indicated they spent their time after school playing outdoors 
or playing football. Over 75 percent enjoy sports more than anything else. They would like 
Winchester to offer free swimming and better playgrounds and equipment. 

The largest group of girls said they played outside or played with a friend after school. They 
also would like to have the town offer free swimming and better playgrounds and equipment. 

Junior High 


Results of the junior high survey showed that 90 percent of the boys consider sports as their 
main recreation. They also enjoy making models and collecting. Suggestions for more 
activities in Winchester include more sports, improved facilities and an indoor swimming pool. 

The girls were interested in sports, gymnastics and bicycling. Also popular with them are 
horseback riding and swimming. They loo would like an indoor pool as well as more 
competitive sports. 

Senior High School 

Almost 75 percent of the boys and 50 percent of the girls consider sports as the main 
recreation. For hobbies the boys are interested in team sports. The girls have varied interests, 
mostly individual hobbies such as collecting, Seventy-five percent of the, boys and almost 100 
percent of the girls expressed a desire for more activities to be provided by the town. Their 
suggestions in order of popularity were: swimming pool, dances,drop -in center and sports 
related activities. 


The Senior Citizen 

A cross section representing 7 percent of the senior citizens of Winchester were interviewed 
last spring by the Committee for a Council on Aging , One of the questions asked was "Are you 
aware of the recreational program for the elderly offered by the Town Recreation 
Commission?" Fifty-three percent answered in the affirmative. In answer to the question 
"How frequently have you participated in the program offered by the Recreation 
Commission?" the responses were these: 

5 percenl-often 

16 percent-seldom 

77 percent--never. 

There are other results to be studied from the written questionnaire sent to all senior 
citizens. The Winchester Senior Service Corps is working with the recreation director lo 
develop recreation programs.

Comparisons With Other Towns 

The research committee for the League of Women Voters’ study could not make a direct 
comparison of the budget for Winchester’s recreation program with any neighboring town 
because of the different systems of budgeting lor maintenance costs. 

A preliminary review of the recreational programs and facilities offered by several towns 
shows that Winchester has as many playgrounds as most towns, more swimming facilities 
than Concord, less than Belmont, and probdbly offers as many sports activities as Burlington, 
Concord or Belmont. 

All three of these towns, however, have one or more activity centers for both youth and 
adults where recreational space and activities are provided and supervised by paid adults. In 
addition each of these towns has a drop-in counseling center, partly state-funded, open five or 
six days and evenings a week lo all ages and staffed with professional counselors. 

A comparison of the 1973 lall-winter recreational programs of the four towns shows that 
Winchester offers as many activities for senior citizens as the others, but does not offer as 
varied a program for youth and young adults. 


Ten Men Of Mass.: 

6 46 States Impose Some 
Restriction On Budgets 


The following is a fact sheet on school 
autonomy prepared by Ten Men of 
Massachusetts, originators of a Statewide 
efforl to place the issue on the ballot. 

Directed by various mayors and select¬ 
men from throughout the state, the effort is 
headquartered in the Sheralon-Tora Hotel in 
Braintree, 

Forty-six states of the fifty have some 
restrictions on school budgets. Restrictions 
on school budgets in the 46 slates take one or 
more of the following forms: percentage 
limits on growth, maxi tax rales, budget 
review by the electorate (referendum), 
budget review by city, county or state 
authority. 

Only four stales have fiscal autonomy for 
local school boards, i.e., no Independent 
budget review: Kentucky. Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, Nebraska. 

Massachusetts milks 18 th nationally in per 
pupil educational expenditures. National 
average Tor 1971-1972 is $970 per pupil. 
Eighteen states spend higher than average; 
thirty-two slates spend lower than average, 
Massachusetts spends iust above the national 
average ut $975 per pupil during 1971-1972. 

VVlial does school budget review look like 
in Ihe higher spending stales? Sixteen out of 
the 18 status in this category have some 
restrictions, Inking one or more of the 
following forms: 8 or 18 are subject lo budget 
review by Ihe electorate (referendum i; 7 of 
18 art* subject to budget review by the city 
government; 3 of IH arc subject to budget 
review by the county government; 3 or 18 are 
subject In budget review by the state 
government; 2 of III have autonomy, i.e., are 
subject to no independent budget review 
(Massachusetts and Pennsylvania) 

What docs school budget review took like 
In llte lower spending stales7 

Thirty out of the 32 states in this category 
have some restrictions, taking one or more of 
Ihe following inrms: l(i ol the 32 are subject 


to referendum on the tax levy to support 
schools; 16 of 32 have a tax limit which may 
not be exceeded; 10 of 32 are subject to budget 
review by the county government; 8 of 32 are 
subject to budget review by the state 
government; 7 of 32 are subject to budget 
review by the city government; 5 of 32 are 
subject to electorate vote on the school 
budget; 4 of 32 are subject to tax limit which 
may be exceeded by state permission; 2 of 32 
have autonomy, i.e., are subject to no in¬ 
dependent budget review (Kentucky and 
Nebraska). 

How do higher and lower spending slates 
compare on forms of school budget review? 

Budget review by electorate: 8 higher 
spending, 5 lower spending. 

Budget review by city boards;: 7 higher 
spending, 7 lower spending. 

Budget review by the county: 3 higher 
spending, RJ lower spending. 

Budgei review by the state: 3 higher 
spending, 8 lower spending. 

The legislature has never enacted a law 
giving school committees "autonomy" over 
school budgets.. 

The basic purpose of the original law was 
lo authorize town meetings "to vote and raise 
such sums of money... for the support and 
maintenance of a school master.,.as they (the 
town meeting) shall judge expedient” and to 
establish penalties against towns for failing to 
do so. 

Two state laws established school com¬ 
mittees and authorized them to set rates of 
pay for school teachers (Muss. Gen. Laws. 
Chop. 170, 1826 and Chap, 105, 1B38). 

"A most diligent and painstaking scrutiny 
of eighteenth and nineteenth century 
writings... fails lo reveal Ihe slightest 
suggestion that anyone ever dreamed of 
giving... to school committees the power to 
determine how much should be spent for 
schools." (Fiscal Independence of School 
Committees in Massachusetts Mass. Tax¬ 
payers Federation. 1947).

Winchester Singing

and lived in Seoul for five years. The Mac- 
dougall family lives at It Rnngeley ridge.

A small town in New England is perhaps 
the best place to spend Christmas because 
traditions die hard in New England. Even the 
appearance of a New England town is 
traditional, and my home town, although it 
has long since become a very large town In 
population, still retains the appearance of a 
small lown. 

The center of the town, Winchester, 
Massachusetts, is dominated by the white 
wooden Congregational Church, and below it 
is a block-square patch of green known as the 
Common. It was on this small piece of land 
that the first settlers grazed their cows. Now 
It is a well manicured garden with enough 
open space to serve as a meeting place for the 
town’s teenagers. 

Some years ago the Common was reland- 
scaped by some of the town's most public- 
spirited citizens and it is now a thing of beauty 
most of the year. The blossoms begin with 
dogwood in the spring and into late fall there 
are patches of color in the shrubbery. 

There is one tree which does not bloom, 
however, but it has the place of honor in the 
center of the park. Long after the blossoms on 
the other trees have faded, this one tree 
comes into its glory for, as any child in 

Winchester knows, the tree In the center of 
the Common Is the town Christmas tree. 

Early in December workmen hang electric 


lights from the tree and It begins to glow. 
Other trees on the Common and elsewhere In 
the town are lighted but the one which draws 
the most attention is the Christmas tree. For 
it is beneath the branches of this tree that 
Winchester’s most pleasant Christmas 
custom is reenacted year after year. 

On the night heforeChristmas the people of 
the town, from the very young to the very old, 
gather to sing Christmas carols and to wish 
each* other a merry Christmas. There is 
usually a small band made up of high school 
students, a vigorous conductor and perhaps a 
lady soloist to sing "O Holy Night" but for the 
most part the music is quite unprofessional. 
The highlight of the evening for the children is 
the singing of "Jingle Bells" because 
everyone gets to accompany the singing by 
ringing bells brought from home. Some of the 
younger children probably ring the sleigh 
bells which their fathers arid mothers qang at 
similar gatherings under the same tree in 
years gone by. 

Most of the adults get a little leary-eyed 
singing "Silent Night," but I like "Joy to the 
World,” which is livelier and more fun to sing 
on a cold night. The carol singing lasts less 
than an hour but It is an experience that 
provides a lifetime of memories. 

As 1 join my Korean friends in celebrating 
Christmas in Seoul, this year I will remember 
the nice people of Winchester singing beneath 
the town Christmas tree and will hope that 
someone there is thinking of me.

School committee autonomy pressures 
lown meetings lo spend more because other 
local government units see unlimited school 
spending and understandably seek same 
levels. School department inefficiencies and 
duplication of other town agencies, costing 
taxpayers even more, are inevitable under 
present school autonomy, 

"It is not the business of the school com¬ 
mittee to dictate to the town the amount of the 
appropriation for schools, but only lo apply 
according to their best judgment, the sum

Common Cause Praises Legislature For Positions On Money, Secrecy

Common Cause Massachusetts (CCM) 
announced recently the results of its 1973 
legislation program and praised the 
legislature for its "outstanding record on 
money and secrecy issues." 

‘‘The three major objectives of Common 
Cause Massachusetts (CCM) were reached 
and the legislature overall adopted our 
position on two—thirds of the issues we 
supported or opposed.” Peter Keyes, 
legislative director for CCM stated. ‘‘The 


legislature established a record on political 
reform issues second only to that of Oregon 
and Texas." 

Early In 1973 CCM decided to press for 
three reforms: open legislative committee 
meetings, better lobbying regulations, and 
campaign finance reforms. With Gov. 
Sargent's signature on the campaign finance 
reform bill, all three goals were achieved. 

In July, a rules change initiated by 
SDeoker Hartley and Senate President 


Harrington effectively opened legislative 
committee meetings. The first real test, 
however, will come next month when a full 
legislative session begins. Common Cause 
plans to monitor these committee meltings. 

The lobbying bill, passed in October, 
establishes several new precedents, For the 
first time, lobbyists will submit expenditure 
statements, and file reports during the 
legislative session. Groups which lobby but 
do not hire lobbyists are included in the new 
law. Third, the lobbying of executive branch

John Gardner, chairman of Common 
Cause, applauded Common Cause members 
and the Massachusetts legislature. 

"I am extremely pleased to note the fine 
record established by the Massachusetts 
legislature this year in attempting to reform 
the political process." Gardner stated. “It is 
clear that the Massachusetts legislature hns 
begun to respond lo the need for reform so 
clearly shown by Watergate.”

CCM Files Lobbying Report 

CCM has filed its lobbying expense 
statement for the 1973 session of '.he 
legislature. 

According to law, all employers of lob¬ 
byists must file an annual statement within 
30 days of the end of the legislative session. 
Statements are due this year at the end of 
December. Employers must list salaries paid 
lo lobbyists and all other expenses made in 
connection with promoting or opposing 


legislation. In Ihc past, most employers hove 
only listed salaries. 

The 3' ; . page report, prepared al the 
Common Cause office in Washington, listed a 
total of $30,415 expended to in¬ 
fluence legislation of Beacon Hill. Of this 
amount, approximately hail was paid in 
salaries to Stale House lobbyists or staff who 
promoted or opposed legislation 

The remainder represents a portion of 
operating expenses allocated to lobbying. 
CCM used four paid lobbyists during Ihe 
course of the 1973 session Carole Cohen. 
Deter Keves. Ron Hoscnblith and vSam Tvler. 

Judith Epstein, director of CCM stated. 
"We believe the people of Massachusetts are 
entitled to a complete picture of lobbying 


expenditures, not merely the salaries of 
lobbyists. We hope that other reports filed this 
year will give a more complete picture than 
• hey have in the past." 

Ms. Epstein added. “We are greatly en¬ 
couraged by the action of the legislature in 
passing legislation this year to require 
lobbyists In report their expenses for the 
first lime. We also would like to commend 
John Me Glynn for his efforts in instructing 
lobbyists and their employers concerning the 
requirements of the new law. 

“This is clear evidence that the new law 
will not be ignored by state officials." 
Me Glynn held a seminar for lobbyists 
yesterday. 

The Common Cause report is on file with 
the secretary of slate.

Bill Filed To Stop Funding 
Schools By Property Taxes 


A proposal which would provide sub¬ 
stantial relief to Massachusetts homeowners 
by abolishing property taxes as the primary 
method of funding public schools heads the 
Uat of 32 bills filed by the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association (MTA) for the 1974 
session of the Massachusetts legislature. 

At a news conference in Boston, William 
H. Hebert, MTA executive secretary, un¬ 
veiled the teacher organization's legislative 
program for next year. 

Hebert stressed the importance of the tax 
reform proposal, which calls for a five-year 
phase-in culminating in 90 per cent state 
funding of public schools combined with a 
program to equalize per pupil expenditures In 
every city and town in the Commonwealth. 

"We recognize that school funding and 
equality of opportunity are the most explosive 
and urgeBt problems facing education today," 
Hebert said, adding that he thought the MTA 
plan would go a long way toward alleviating 
those two major difficulties. 

Other details of the MTA proposal include 
riplacing the Iobs of property taxes with 
increased income and sales taxes and 
eliminating the variations in per pupil ex¬ 
penditure by channeling the greatest aid to 
school districts with the largest number of

According to the MTA official, last year 
Brookline expended $1,592 on each student 
while Leominster spent $696. Hebert 
described this kind of disparity as "grossly 
unfair" to the chiuldren of Leominster. 
Winchester spends $1,119 per pupil each year, 
about average for metropolitan Boston 
communities 

Under the MTA proposal only the 
wealthiest communities would continue to 
rely on some property taxes. They would still 
be considerably below what they are today. 

Along with the tax reform proposal, MTA 
is filing a companion tax relief bill which 
would allow credits on the state income tax 
for senior citizens and persons of low Income 
who pay relatively high property taxes as 
compared to their income taxes. 

Of the remaining MTA bills, the most 
Important are a limited right to strike for 
public employees; standardized maternity 
leave rights, Insuring the right to leave, the 
right to return, and the right to maintain 
promotion benefits; a retirement plan 
allowing teachers to retire with maximum 
benefits after 32 years of service at age 55; 
and unemployment compensation for 
teachers.

The Board of Selectmen recently accepted 
the recommendation of Superintendent of 
Streets Robert G. O’Brien that bids received 
for hiring snow fighting equipment be ac¬ 
cepted and utilized under his direction, 

“The response from Interested contractors 
has become less and less each year," O'Brien 
said in a letter to the board. 

"I inquired from past bidders as to why 
there was no response this year and was in¬ 
formed that the.price and availability of fuel 
was one reason for not bidding.’* 

"The other reasons l received were that 
other communities negotiate prices and 
guarantee minimum hours of hire plus they 
are paid stand-by time. Others are finding it 
more profitable to contract with private in¬ 
dustry on parking lots, etc." 

“for example you will note that there are 
eight 10-wheel trucks which bid this year. On 
a normal three to six inch storm we need a 
minimum of six hired trucks of this size, In n 


six inch or better storm 1 need at least all 
eight that were bid. 

"I have had no experience with G. Beale 
Trucking so I cannot comment. Ronzio bid 
two trucks but on some storms I am lucky if 
one is available. Reardon Trucking stipulates 
he will only plow on six inch storms or better. 
Center Trucking has always been the most 
reliable. 

“On a removal operation nfter a three to 
six inch storm I must have a minimum of 10 
trucks to supplement the few trucks I have. 
On a storm of six Inches or better mv 
requirements are increased from 10 trucks to 
12 or more. If we did not have the Center 
Trucking bid I would be reduced t<? a 
maximum of four trucks available for 
removal, and this would mean serious 
problems. 

"This year I am faced with an even more 
serious problem in that two of my larger

Bullock Files 
Multi-Package 

State Sen. John VV. Bullock has filed n 
major package of legislation which will place 
ipajor emphasis on consumer protection, 
health and handicapped, (he energy crisis ami 
transport a ti on. 

In the consumer protection field. Bullock 
stressed Ihe fields of consumer credit nhd 
fairness in banks and banking. One bill would 
require any company denying credit lo 
automatically supply the denied person with a 
written report of ihe reasons why. 

Another would eliminate "slate’’ credit 
information from Ihe files of credit bureaus 
In the banking area. Bullock filed legislation 
lo make banks collect items deposited by 
their customers more quickly. In addition he 
advanced the Uniform Probate Code, which 
would drastically reduce the costs of 
probating estates in Massachusetts 

In the area of transportation and the energy 
crisis, Bullock has proposed a bill which 
would make energy deposits the properly of 
the people of Massachusetts, and require 
their development for the benefit of the 
people, not of the large oil companies. He also 
proposed that the State pay 100 percent of the 
MBTA deficit, lo take the burden off the 
properly tax. 

With respect to health care and the han¬ 
dicapped, the senator filed a bill lo make 
buildings open to the public accessible lo those 
who hove mobility problems. He filed similar 
legislation covering mass transit vehicles and 
facilities. Voting and registering to vote 
would be mode easier for the handicapped 
under other bills.

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Toastmistress Club: A Brief History 


By Kulh Flax 

The* Winchester Toaslmistress Club was 
founded by Edna (Yoder in 1948, 10 years 
afler the intornalional organization of 
Toaslmistress Dubs began. 

Hilda Hope, secretary of the Winchester 
Toaslmistress Club iWTC), says that the 
local offshoot of the larger organization was 
one of Ihe few in existence at the time of ils 
founding 

The club is educational, with no fund 
raising or service activities WTC members 
occasionally aid at the fair for the blind, 
will speak anywhere. When funds are needed, 
delegates are sent to other states and will 
probably in the near future be sent to other 
countries. 

The Toastmistress Club attempts leaching 
in a ‘'practical, not formidable” method, hy 
workshops, preparing and giving speeches, 
drawing up questions, and by practicing The 
Toastmistress' best educational tool, ac¬ 
cording to Miss Hope, is evaluation of dif¬ 
ferent parts of the meeting by the members 
with occasional evaluation by an outsider. 

The formal of the Toastmistress' meeting 
includes a one and one half to two minute 
speech on a subject given to the speaker lhal 
same evening. The speaker learns to conduct 
herself with poise and learns to think quickly 
and clearly. Those listening gain too. Miss 
Hope describes the process as “interesting, 
rather than difficult.” 

A topic critic evaluates the speech. A 2U 
program, which may be an educational 
period in vocabulary, grammar, 


parlimamentnry procedure or lexicollogy, a 
workshop, or a seven to 10 minute previously 
prepared speech. Besides topic criticism, 
(here is speech evaluation, when a workshop 
is presented there is an evaluation nnd always 
a general evaluation on (he business meeting. 

A painless type of evaluation called the 
“sandwich” method is used, beginning with 
something pleasant, leading into a critical 
evaluation, and ending with something 
complimentary. The rule is tact at all times 

Hilda Hope of 37 Glen Green rd. is the only 
charier member of the WTC still active. She 
originated the first Toastmistress’ Council, 
an affiliation of 30 or more Toastmistress 
Clubs in the area, in 1950. The council meets 
four times a year. Its function is primarily 
educational. Miss Hope is historian for both 
council and club and has been asked to write 
the history of the organizations. 

She has held every office in the club; twice 
president; vice-president, club represen 
tative; treasurer; secretary; program 
chairman, and has been on every committee 
both for the regional and national council. 

Miss Hope was a member ot the speakers 
bureau of the Toastmistress Club during the 
1949 X-ray campaign of the U.S. Public 
Health Service to halt the influx of tuber¬ 
culosis, She and other speakers’ bureau 
members approached schools and industry lo 
urge people to have X-rays taken. Miss Hope 
also spoke, as a member of the speakers' 
bureau, for the Community Fund, before it 
became the Massachusetts Bay United Way.

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New Year’s Noise Originally Was To Scare Evil Spirits

On Tuesday a new year will make its 
debut. 

Many Americans will welcome 1974, by 
making lots of noise while others quietly 
reflect on the past, present and future. 

Some will have feelings of jubilation as 
they gather to party with friends and 
families. More than likely mosl will give little 
notice to the origin of the celebration that 
follows a pattern set long ago by anceslors 
representing peoples of the world. 

Superstitions and religious beliefs based 
on man’s search for answers to Ihe mysteries 
of life and his need for survival have deter¬ 
mined his action from the earlies to Ihe 
present day. 

The beginning of a new cycle is one of 
those interesting moments lo observe 
customs and to determine future response. 

Noise, Bonfires 

Noise is a major ingredient which has 
lingered in the gigantic new year’s custom pot 
of the centuries. For instance, in China it is a 
custom to this day to fire off crackers on the 
last day and night of the year for the purpose 
of expelling devils. 

In Japan on the last night of the year most 
families hold a ceremony where they 
exorcise evil spirits. The rile is performed 
bv the head of the family who wears his finest 
robes and sword at his waist, that is if he has a 
right to wear a sword. He goes through all of 
the rooms at the hour of midnight carrying a 
box of roasted beans in his left hand. At in¬ 
tervals he dips his right hand into the box and 
scatters handfuls of beans, chanting. “Go 
forth demons. Enter riches.” 

Finnish people of Eastern Russia used to 
have all the young girls of the village gather 
on the last day of the year armed with sticks. 
They would beat every corner of the house 
and yard, saying. “We are driving Satan out 
of the village." 

Later the sticks were thrown into the river. 
As they floated downstream, supposedly 
Satan was moving out of the geographic 
.bounds of the town too, floating to the village 
where the ritual would be repeated. 

In another part of Russia, Satan was 
driven out as the Cheremiss people beat the 
walls of their homes with cudgels of 
limewood. They fired guns, stabbed the 
ground with knives and inserted burning 
chips of wood in crevices. 

These same folk would leap over bonfires, 
shaking out their garments, or they would 
blow long trumpets of lime tree bark to 
frighten Satan away. Supposedly when Satan 
had fled to the wooded area, they would pelt 
the trees with cheesecakes from their festive 
tables. 

In Nigeria, families bring firebrands out 
into the street, throw they away, and exclaim, 
“The gods of the new year. New year has 
;come round again." The fire is supposed to 
drive away the old year with its sorrows and 
evils and open the way for a new year of 
prosperity. 

The 12 days between Christmas and 
"Epiphany (Jan. 6) has been a time to rid 
communities of witches and evil spirits 


throughout Ihe cenluries. In some parls ol 
Poland Ihe people burned pint* resin all night 
long, believing Ihe pungent smoke per¬ 
meating Ihe house would drive evil spirits far 
away. On Ihe eves of Christmas and New 
Year's villagers would fire shots over fields 
and meadows into shrubs and trees and wrap 
straw around their fruit trees to prevent 
spirits from doing them harm. 

Bohemian boys of Czechoslovakia, armed 
with guns, would form n circle and fire three 
times into lho air. This was supposed to 
frighten witches away. Meanwhile other 
youths and housewives sprinkled holy water 
in all the rooms of the houses and, using 
chaulk. they drew crosses on every door. 

On the last day of Epiphany In’the Lake 
Lucerne area of Switzerland, boys, carrying 
torches and lanterns would parade making 
great noises with horns, cowbells and other 
objects. They believed they would scare away 
Strudeli (witch) and Stratteli (nightmare), 
two female spirits of the woods. The people 
believed that if enough noise was not 
mustered there would be little fruit during the 
coming year. 

In southern France e.,i spirits were ex¬ 
pelled the same season. Inhabitants rushed 
through the streets Jangling bells, clattering 
kettles and doing everything they could to 
make noise, Finally, an ear-splitting uproar 
was believed to end the chasing of all wan¬ 
dering ghosts and devils. 

In Rome a similar custom was observed. 
On the eve of Epiphany a dense crowd 
assembled to make ap uproar by using penny 
trumpets, tambourines and bells. The 
ceremony was supposed to honor a mythical 
old hag called Belfana. Effigies of her were 
made of rags and placed in windows. 

In Great Britain all of the servents of 
every farmer gathered together in one of the 
fields sown with wheat. Here, using straw, 

I hey would make 12 fires in n row.One fire was 
larger than the rest. The men would outline 
Ihe larger circle and drink a cheerful glass of 
cider to their master’s health and success to 
Ihe future harvest. After they returned to 
their homes they would eat cakes soaked in 
cider. The custom became known as 
Wassailing. 

Customs Continue 

In the Lorraine sections of France on 
Twelfth Night the people still light bonfires 
for good crops during the coming year. While 
the fire blaze, they dance around crying, 
"Good year, come back. Bread and wine, 
come back." 

A similar custom is observed in Normandy 
except that the people gather round the fruit 
trees rather than fires. 

Moslem people of North Africa kindle fires 
and bathe in water to celebrate the new year. 
In Tunis and Marrakesh they burn bonfires. 

In the Great Atlas Mountains of Africa, the 
people leap back and forth over flames saying 
words that imply they are being purified from 
all kinds of evil with each leap. 

On one locality of the Great Atlas region 
the fire is lighted by an unmarried girl. When 
the fire dies down young men leap over the 
glowing embers saying, “We shook on you, O 
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Ludy Ashur, fleas and lice, and Che illnesses 
of (he heart, as also I hose of the bones; we 
shall pass through you against next year in 
the Great Atlas." Ashur is New Year’s Day. 

Girls who wish to marry will wash 
themselves in water which has been boiled 
over Ihe New Year’s fire; and in some places 
(he ashes from Ihe fire are used to rub 9ore 
eyes. 

Some people preserve the boiled water al 
home until New Year's Day of the next year 
or use the water for medicine Or they pour it 
on the place where the corn will be threshed 
or water the money which will be buried in the 
ground. People in this area think that earth- 
spirits will not be able to steal the buried 
IreaBures which have been sanctified with the 
holy water. 

In the Sudanese kingdom of Wadai, village 
fires are put out and ashes are taken from the 
houses on the day before the new year 
festival. Al the beginning of the new year, a 
new fire is lit by the village elders. Every 
man takes a burning branch to rekindle the 
fire of his domestic hearth. 

Ancient Times 

In ancient times, customs were similar 
and just as investing. In Asia Minor, were 
kings combined religious and civil authority, 
the king of Madagascar served as a high 
priest of the realm. He would preside at 
sacrifices offered at New Year's in behalf of 
Ihe community welfare. 

At the same time in the Gaila states of 
Eastern Africa the native king would perform 
the public sacrifices and supervise the 
sacrificial killing of human victims. 

In ancient Babylon the king had to renew 
his power each year by seizing the hands of 
the image of Marduk in his great temple. 
Even later when Babylon was under the 
power of Assyria, kings were .expected to 
legalize their claim to the throne annually. To 
some this was a bothersome task and rather 
lhan going through the formality they would 
renounce their title of king and settle for the 
lower title of governor. 

Apparently some kings gave up their lives 
on the new year. In ancient Calicut there was 
the custom of killing the king at the end of 12 
years of service and some times at the end of 
one year. To get around this a king could find 
a stand-in for the occasion, probably a 
prisoner condemned to death. 

For five days prior to the death of the 
stand-in he would dress in the king’s robes, sit 
on the royal throne and be allowed to issue 
whatever commands he pleased. He would be 
able to eat, drink and enjoy himself and even 
lie with the king’s concubines. But when the 
five days were over he was scourged or 
hanged. During his short term of office the 
prisoner bore the title Zoganes. 

On the sixth day of the Babylonian New 
Year festival, called Akitu, a condemned 
felon was paraded though the streets and 
scourged. 

Return of Dead 

The return of the dead at the end of the 
year has been important component of ac- 
tivites affecting current customs throughout 
the world. 


In Tonquin of Indo China the dead revisit 
their kinfolk and their old homes at the new 
year. From midnight on the door of the house 
is not shut for fear of excluding the ghosts who 
begin to arrive al thal time. 

In Siam and Japan the souls of the dead 
also revisit families for three days in every 
year. A special festival, the Feast of the 
Lanterns, lights the way for the spirits. In 
Siam, Tonquin and Sumba the return of Ihe 
ghosts lakes place at the new year. 

In Korea on New Year’s Day the people try 
to rid themselves of all of their distresses by 
painting images on paper and writing 
descriptions of troubles of their bodies and 
minds. Then they give the papers to a boy to 
burn. 

Sometimes, as in the western Himalas, an 
animal is used as the scapegoat for expluslon 
of accumulated ills of an entire year. A dog is 
intoxicated with spirits and fed then led 

MV Gas Is 
Part Of BosGas 


Mystic Valley Gas became a division of 
Boston Gas on Dec. 20, with the merger of 
Boston Gas and three former gas companies 
of the New England Electric System (NEES). 

Cities and towns previously served by 
Mystic Valley Gas, encompassing 103,000 
customers.include Winchester, Arlington, 
Belmont, Burlington, Everett, Lexington, 
Malden, Medford, Melrose, Reading, 
Revere, Stoneham, Woburn and Winthrop 
These communities have been incorporated 
into the new Boston Gas franchise area. 

The merger was accomplished following 
Ihe purchase of the three NEES properties by 
Eastern Gas and Fuel Associates, parent of 
Boston Gas. The other two were Lynn and 
North Shore Gas Companies. 

NEES sold the utilities in compliance with 
□ divestment order of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. The merger also had 
the approval of the Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Public Utilities (DPU), following 
public hearings earlier this year. 

The transaction also included the purchase 
of Massachusetts LNG, Inc., a company 
providing liquefied natural gas services for 
the gas distribution companies. 

Founded in 1B22, Boston Gas is the nation's 
second oldest gas distribution company. The 
three former NEES companies have added 
570 employees and over 175,000 customers in 
27 communities to the Boston Gas service 
area. Boston Gas now has about 2,200 
employees and serves approximately 500,000 
customers In 74 cities and towns in eastern 
and central Massachusetts. 

The rates now being charged customers in 
the northern divisions are not affected by the 
merger. Rates can be changed only with the 
approval of the DPU following public 
hearings on any rate application. The NEES 
companies have new gas rates pending before 
the DPU, which they filed several months 
ago, and those cases will be heard by the DPU 
sometime In 1974.
